2.  Attention  is  called  to  Paragraph  923,  National  Guard  Regu- 
lations, 1922,  and  it  will  be  noted  provisions  of  that  paragrapb 
have  not  been  complied  with.  It  is  requested  that  this  oftice  be 
advised  as  to  reason  for  non-delivery  of  each  check ;  i.e.,  whether 
men  have  been  discharged,  dropped  as  deserters,  etc.  The  infor- 
mation is  requested  in  order  to  make  proper  disposition  of  checks.

TRAINING  CIRCULAR  NO.  1. 
Subject:    Field  Training,  1923. 

To :  The  Adjutants  General  of  all  States,  Territories  of 

Hawaii  and  Porto  Eico,  and  the  District  of  Columbia 
National  Guard,  Commanding  Ofiicers  of  Corps 
Areas  and  Departments. 

1.  Under  the  provisions  of  Section  5  (b),  National  Defense 
Act,  the  War  Department  has  announced  the  following  policy 
in  regard  to  field  training  of  the  National  Guard  during  1923 : 

"Objects  of  the  field  training  period  will  be : 

"1st.  To  complete  individual  training  of  personnel  of 
units  where  instruction  has  been  limited  by  lack  of  proper 
facilities. 

"2nd.  To  give  practical  training  to  individuals  and  units, 
with  special  emphasis  on  smaller  units,  but  extending  to  such 
larger  units  as  have  demonstrated  their  readiness  therefor  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Corps  Area  Commander. 

"In  general,  field  training-  fcir  the  coming  year  should  be 
emphasized  again  as  to  the  fundamentals  for  small  units,  es- 
pecially so  with  those  newly  organized  and  with  those  which 
do  not  show,  by  their  intermediate  armory  work,  that  they 
have  definitely  passed  tlio  rudimentary  stage.  As  a  rule, 
no  maneuvers  for  combined  arms  will  be  attempted,  but  in 
each  camp  at  least  four  half-day  terrain  exercises,  without 
troops,  will  be  held  for  all  genei-al  and  field  ofiicers  and  their 
staff.s'.  These  exercises  shouM  furnish  tactical  problemai 
appropriate  for  the  grades  of  those  participating  and  should 
deal  with  assured  war  situations  for  the  units  (battalion, 
regiment,  brigade  or  division)  to  which  they  belong. 

"Generally  speaking,  intensive  field  work  should  be  confin- 
ed to  the  morning  hours,  the  afternoons  being  devoted  to 
special  work  and  to  schools  fcr  officers,  noncommissioned  of- 
ficers and  specialists,  with  short  talks  or  demonstrationo 
given  to  the  bulk  of  enlisted  men.  thus  leaving  considerable 
time  for  supervised  recreation  work  or  for  personal  diversion". 

2.  Very  diverse  conditions  exist  in  organizations  of  the  Na- 
tional Guard.  Uniformity  of  purpose,  within  practicable  limi- 
tations, should  be  secured  and  efficiency  promoted.  Therefore,  ia 
execution  of  the  policy  quoted  above,  attention  is  invited  to  the 
follov;ing : 
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(a)    Indkidnal  Tiainlng 

(1)  Where  organi^iations  report  Vv'ith  wholly  untraiiird  re- 
cruits, these  recruits  should  be  segregated  for  training  by  combin- 
ing them  into  detachments  of  suitable  size.  This  will  facilitate 
their  training  and  not  hamper  organizational  training  in  mattors 
that  could  not  be  attended  to  at  home  stations.  Depending  upon 
the  individual,  each  recruit,  after  the  minimum  training,  should 
be  made  available  for  duty  with  his  organization,  in  order  that, 
important  leadership  practice  may  be  had  by  oiiicer  and  noii- 
commissioned  officers  concerned. 

(2)  Firing,  as  applied  to  the  rifle,  should  not  be  taken  up 
until  the  individual  shall  have  been  given  the  maximum  preli- 

(  minary  instruction  that  conditions  will  justify.    The  absence  of 

preliminary  preparation  is  a  positive  handicap  in  training  the  in- 
dividual. Firing  of  weapons,  other  than  the  rifle,  should  not  be 
participated  in  by  recruits  until  they  shall  have  been  pre!">ared 
for  the  duty  expected  of  them  by  such  appropriate  instruction  as 
will  be  consistent  with  the  time  element  involved  in  the  whole 
training  program. 

(3)  Training  in  leadership  should  be  an  outstand'ng  factor. 
Instruction  must  be  accentuated  for  those  who  have  such  duties. 
Errors  or  deficiencies  demonstrated,  or  to  be  expected,  must  be 
overcome  by  the  correct  type  of  instruction.  This  is  found  in  the 
applicatory  metho-d — the  use  of  concrete  cases  presented  in  simple 
form.  Instruction  dealing  entirely  with  the  theoretical,  and  es- 
pecially with  abstract  generalities,  should  not  be  permitted. 

&.    Training  of  Units. 

(1)  Since  unit  efficiency  depends  upon  the  liarmonious  cooper- 
ation of  the  groups  of  elements  composing  the  units,  the  degree 
of  control  throughout  depends  upon  the  extent  to  which  the  me- 
chanics of  drill  have  been  perfected.  Where  results  have  been 
good,  there  is  a  satisfactory  foundation  on  which  training  connect- 
ed with  combat  can  be  based.  If,  therefore,  the  armory  period 
has  been  used  to  the  best  advantage  and  has  led  to  an  objective 
for  field  training,  the  program  for  such  period  can  be  prescribed 
with  a  definite  developement  in  vievv'.  If  however,  the  contrary 
conditions  obtain,  proper  measures  for  progressive  benefit  cannot 
be  planned.  Appropriate  programs,  therefore,  must  be  left  to 
intelligent  decision  of  those  who  are  charged  with  instruction, 
and  who  should  be  familiar  with  tlie  state  of  training  of  organi- 
zations. 

(2)  A  short  period  of  snappy  disciplinary  drill  for  every 
type  of  unit  should  be  held  daily.  The  choice  between  close  order 
drill  and  physical  exercise,  or  the  use  of  both,  should  depend  upon 
the  nature  of  the  organization  and  the  duties  proscribed  for  it. 

(3)  Duties  which  produce  stress  beyond  what  would  be  reason- 
able for  unseasoned  men  should  be  avoided.  In  principle,  marches 
should  be  made  only  a  necessity ;  they  should  be  short  and  as  an 
incident  to  the  execution  of  planned  exercises.  Physical  effort 
should  be  increased  progressively,  allowing  the  men  to  be  harden- 
ed gradually. 

(4)  Consistent  with  attaining  the  object  of  the  training,  the 
aim  should  be  to  have  individuals  complete  tlie  period  with  a  de- 
sire to  return  the  next  year.  Where  strenuous  effort  has  been 
demanded  during  a  major  part  of  each  day,  it  should  be  offset 
with  other  instruction  requiring  little  physical  effort,  controlled 
recreation,  ceremonies,  and  a  separate  period  of  individual  free- 
dom. 

c.  Maneuvers. 

Care  should  be  taken  to  have  all  under  stand  the  object  and 
execution  of  the  maneuver.    For  officers,  a  critiaue  at  the  con- 
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elusion  should  be  given.  But  for  the  bulk  of  the  enlisted  men, 
interest  and  understanding  of  the  situation,  with  consequent  value 
to  be  derived,  should  be  brought  about  by  explanation  coincident 
with  the  event.  Whatever  the  size  of  units  engaged,  the  puriK)se 
of  the  maneuver  should  be  accomplished  with  a  minimum  of  march- 
ing in  normal  march  formation.  Tlie  areas  selected  shotild  be  at 
short  distances  from  the  points  where  troops  are  sheltered.  Noth- 
ing heretofore  mentioned  is  intended  to  preclude,  if  desirable,  a 
night  operaton  requiring  shelter  tent  camp. 

<I.    Terrain  Exercises  and  Special  Instructors. 

(5)  The  prescribed  terrain  exercises  should  foUow  the  prac- 
tice of  1922.  Attention  is  invited  to  paragraph  3  (b)  War  De- 
partment communication  dated  January  6,  1923,  entitled  "Field 
Training  Summer  of  1923",  and  addressed  to  Corps  Area  Com- 
manders.

Subject :    Preparation  of  payrolls  for  Armory  Drills. 

To :  The  Adjutants   General  of  all  States,  Territories  of 

Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  and  the  District  of  Columbia 
National  Guard. 

1.  The  following  decision  of  the  Comptroller  General  of  the 
United  States  is  published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of 
ail  concerned : 

"There  was  received  November  23,  1922,  your  third  in- 
dorsement of  September  22,  1922,  transmitting  pay  rolls  for 
the  Headquarters,  Medical  Department,  Massachusetts 
National  Guard,  for  the  semiannual  period  .July  1  to  Decem- 
I)er  31,  1920,  January  1  to  June  30,  1921.  :uid  July  1  to 
December  31,  1921.  These  rolls  are  submitted  in  connection 
with  the  claim  of  the  widow,  and  administratrix  of  the  es- 
tate, of  Edward  B.  Hodskins,  late  a  major.  Medical  Corps, 
Mas.sachusetts  National  Guard,  for  armory  drill  pay  as  such. 
July  1,  1920,  to  the  date  of  Major  Hodskins'  death,  December 
21,  1921.  The  account  is  submitted  for  approval  of  payment 
of  the  claim  to  the  adminstratrix  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
quirements of  1  Comp.  Gen.  471,  473. 

The  account  is  net  a  current  account,  it  includes  rolls  for 
two  semiannual  periods  prior  to  the  one  in  which  the  officer 
'died,  the  account  has  not  been  acted  upon  by  the  War  De- 
partment as  required  by  1  Comp.  Gen.,  607,  10  MS.  Comp. 
Gen.  2488.  June  .".0.  1922.  to  the  Secretary  of  War;  13  id., 
^2,  September  14,  1922,  to  Majcr  Thibadeau,  case  of  Lieut. 
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Irby;  and  in  addition,  there  are  other  features,  mentioned 
hereafter,  which  make  it  inexijedient  for  this  office  at  thia 
time  to  pass  upon  tlie  propriety  of  payment  to  tlie  adminis- 
tratrix. 

In  response  to  inquiry  as  to  failure  to  pay  currently  the 
amounts  alleged  to  be  due  as  required  by  section  110  of  the 
act  of  June  3,  1916,  39  Stat.,  209,  1  Comp.  Gen.,  607,  the 
State  Surgeon  reported. 

'The  reason  that  he  did  not  receive  pay  during  period  in 
question  was  that  no  pay  rolls  were  submitted  for  him". 

This  is  incomplete  in  not  stating  why  pay  rolls  were  not 
submitted  and  furnishe.s  no  proper  explanation.  The  facts 
of  the  omission  must  be  given,  and  the  claimant's  failure  to 
assert  a  claim  armory  drill  pay  within  a  reasonable  time 
after  the  close  of  the  semiannual  or  quai'terly  period  involved 
must  be  explained. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  remarked  that  it  is  difficult 
to  comprehend  why  the  names  of  all  officers  and  enlisted  mea 
Federally  recognized  as  on  the  active  list  of  the  National 
Guard  of  a  State  and  on  its  roster  thereof  should  be  omitted 
from  the  pay  roll  if  the  pay  roll  is  prepared  frcm  a  roster  of 
the  members  of  the  various  organizations.  The  semiannual 
or  quarterly  pay  rolls  should  be,  and  the  statute  contem- 
plates that  they  will  be,  a  complete  roster  of  the  active 
National  Guard  cf  each  of  the  States,  and  the  failure  to 
include  the  name  of  a  person  alleged  to  be  a  member  and  to 
have  performed  his  apropriate  duties,  is  sufficient  in  itself 
to  question  a  claim  subsequently  asserted  by  the  individual, 
or  on  his  behalf,  for  armor.y  drill  pay.  Such  instructions 
as  will  secure  complete  rolls  should  be  issued,  as  this  office 
can  not  accept  indefinite  explanations  of  ornmissions,  the  com- 
pleteness of  the  rolls  in  the  first  instance  being  essential  to  a 
proDer  audit  of  the  accounts. 

The  rolls  submitted  in  this  case  are  not  stated  to  be 
supplemental,  and  presumably  they  are  the  only  rolls  for  the 
periods  in  question  for  the  Headquarters,  Medical  Department, 
Masaehusetts  National  Guard.  These  rolls  bear  only  the 
name  of  Major  Hodskins.  yet  the  rolls  are  certified  by  the 
State  Surgeon,  as  a  colonel.  Medical  Department,  Massa- 
chusetts National  Guard.  The  act  of  May  12.  1917.  40 
Stat.,  68,  contained  a  provision : 

'That  the  National  Guard  of  any  State.  Territory, 
or  the  District  of  Columbia,  shall  include  such  officers 
and  enlisted  men  of  the  Staff  Corps  and  Depart- 
ments, corresponding  to  those  of  the  Regular  Army, 
as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Secretary  of  War" 

Paragraph  144,  National  Guard  Regulations,  1919,  fixes 
the  number  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  authorized  for  the 
various  State  Staff  Corps  and  Departments;  and  the  State 
Medical  Department  of  a  State  having  more  than  10  and 
Jess  than  fifteen  regiments  was  fixed  at — 

1  colonel 

1  lieutenant-colonel 

2  majors 

4  first  lieutf-nants  or  captains 

5  sergeants,  first  class 
10  sergeants 

24  privates  and  privates,  first  class 

As  the  State  Surgeon  signs  as  a  colonel,  and  10  to  15 
regiments  is  the  minimum  requirement  for  a  State  having  a 
State  Surgeon  of  the  rank  of  colonel,  it  is  evident  that  the 
Headquarters,  Medical  Department,  Masaehusetts  National 
Guard,  consisted  of  a  greater  personnel  than  Major  Hodskins, 
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during  the  period  July  1,  lf>20,  to  December  21,  1&21.  On 
what  rolls  these  other  members  of  the  Headquarters  were  paid 
is  uot  indicated ;  presumably  they  were  paid,  and  Major 
Hodskins'  name  should  have  been  included  on  the  roll  on 
which  they  were  paid. 

Individual  rolls  for  members  of  the  State  Stai?  Corps  and 
Departments  should  net  be  paid,  as  the  rt'gulations  limit  the 
number  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  therein,  and  unless  a  roll 
bears  the  names  of  all  members  of  a  State  Staff  Corps  or 
Department  it  is  not  possible  to  determine  that  the  authori- 
zation has  not  been  exceeded.  Information  in  this  con- 
nection should  appear  on  the  rolls  if  again  returned. 

The  rolls  show  that  Major  Hodskins  attended  24  drills  dur- 
ing the  semiannual  period  ended  December  31,  1920..  24  drills 
during  the  semiannual  period  ended  June  30,  1921,  and  21 
during  the  period  ended  December  31,  1921.  In  the  column 
"Remarks"  on  the  respective  rolls,  appear  the  following 
notations : 

'Qual.  June  18/20.  Perm.  fed.  recg.  ;is  Major 
6/18/20.  Examination  and  innoculation  of  recruits 
almost  daily ;  detailed  to  Board  of  Claims  for  Phy- 
sical Injuries ;  detailed  as  member  of  Board  of  Medi- 
cal Officers ;  assistant  in  Office  of  State  Surgeon , 
Team  Surgeon,  Mass.  N.  G.  Rifle  Team  at  Sea  Girt, 
N.  J.  and  Camp  Perry,  Ohio.  (Not  under  federal 
pay  during  any  of  this  period.) 

Amount  of  drill  pay  claimed,  $250. 

'Almost  daily  examination  of  recruits  and  innoc- 
culation ;  detailed  as  assistant  to  State  Surgeon : 
detailed  to  Board  on  Claims  for  Physical  Injuries; 
attended  School  of  Instruction  and  field  exercises 
under  Federal  pay  June  12  to  17,  1921'. 

Amount  of  drill  pay  claimed,  $341.67. 

'Correspondence  Course.  Duty  in  connection  with 
recruiting,  innoculation  and  vaccination  of  Cos.  1st 
Coast  Defense  Command  and  various  other  organiza- 
tions, in  Mass.  Detailed  to  Board  on  Claims  for 
Physical  Injuries,  detailed  as  member  cf  Board  of 
Medical  Oflicers,  assistant  in  Office  of  State  Surgeon 
until  time  of  death,  21  Dec.  1921.  Team  Surgeon 
Nat.  Guard  Rifle  Team  at  Sea  Girt,  N.  J.  and  Camp 
Perry,  Ohio,  15  days  field  exercises  under  Federal 
pay  July  9-23,  1921'. 

Amount  of  drill  pay  claimed,  .|216.G6. 

It  would  appear  that  these  were  the  duties  performed  by 
Major  Hodskins  during  each  of  the  periods  involved  and  that 
no  drills  as  such  were  attended.  Of  the  duties  performed,  the 
examination  and  innoculation  of  recruits  seems  properly 
to  devolve  upon  the  medical  detachments  of  the  organizations 
in  which  tiie  recruits  were  enlisted.  The  detail  to  the 
'Board  of  Claims  for  Physical  Injuries'  is  not  clearly  under- 
stood ;  if  it  was  a  board  functioning  under  State  law  it 
has  no  proper  place  on  the  roll.  Membership  on  a  board, 
alone  would  not  be  performance  of  a  duty,  the  number  of 
meetings  of  the  board,  with  dates,  and  the  presence  of  claimant 
at  the  meetings  of  the  board  should  be  shown.  This  has 
reference  also  to  the  Board  of  Medical  Officers  if  it  was  a 
board  constituted  in  connection  with  National  Guard  matters. 
Whether  or  not  service  as  an  assistant  to  the  State  Surgeon 
is  under  section  109  of  the  act  of  June  4,  1920,  41  Stat., 
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783,  the  performance  of  the  appropriate  duties  of  a  major, 
Medical  Corps,  National  Guard,  under  regulations  prescribed 
by  the  Secretary  of  War  should  be  shown,  and  it  should 
be  shown  that  the  officer  was  on  the  active  list  of  the 
National  Guard  and  not  a  member  of  the  National  Guard 
Reserve"

"Explana- 
tory Notes  to  the  Columns  Within",  Foi-m  367,  W.  D.,  relative  to 
the  proper  manner  of  entering  drill  attendance  on  the  Pay  Rolls, 
change  last  sentence,  Paragraph  4,  "Instructions",  Form  367b — 
W.  D.  (cover)  to  read,  "Upon  the  completion  of  the  month  the 
total  number  of  drills  actually  attended  in  that  month  will  be  en- 
tered at  the  foot  of  the  proper  column." 

2.  Accordingly,  change  under  "Remarks",  Model  Pay  Rolls 
for  Armory  Drill  Pay — Ed.  June  1,  1922,  opposite  Pvt.  Jones, 
Peter,  line  19,  page  4,  the  number  of  drills  attended  during  July 
to  read  "2"  instead  of  "0".  The  Roll  will  thus  show  that  Pvt. 
Jones  actually  attended  11  drills  during  the  Quarter,  but  the 
number  far  which  pay  is  due  to  be  only  9,  as  entered  under 
column  (6). 

3.  Also  change  the  "Note"  on  Form  367b,  W.  D.  to  read, 
"Note — Enter  date  of  each  qualified  attendance  at  drill.  Make 
no  entry  when  individual  is  not  present  for  drill".

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1.  The  followinff  decision  of  the  Comptroller  General  of  the 
United  States  dated  December  29,  1922,  addressed  to  the  Secretai-y 
of  War,  is  published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all 
concerned : 

"I  received,  December  7,  1922,  your  letter  of  December  2,  1922, 
requesting  decision  of  four  questions  arising  under  the  act  of 
June  10,  1922,  42  Stat..  G25,  respecting  the  pay  and  allowances 
of  officers  of  the  National  Guard  entitled  to  Federal  pay  under 
sections  94  and  97  of  the  act  of  June  3,  1916.  39  Stat,  206  and 
207,  and  section  99  of  the  same  act  as  amended  bv  section  5  of 
the  act  of  September  22,  1922.  42  Stat.,  1035  and  the  armory 
drill  pay  of  officers  of  the  National  Guard  under  section  109  of 
that  act  as  amended  bv  section  47  of  the  act  of  June  4,  1920, 
41  Stat.,  783. 

"The  questions  are  stated  and  answered  in  their  order. 

"  '  (a)  Are  National  Guard  officers  of  grades  corresponding  to 
those  of  the  Regular  Army,  entitled  to  the  pay  of  the  sixtii, 
fifth,  fourth,  third,  second,  and  first  periods,  regardless  of  period 
of  prior  service  when  participating  in  the  exercises  and  duties 
set  forth  in  sections  94,  97  and  99  of  the  Act  of  June  3,  1916, 
and  if  so,  what  would  be  the  base  pay  of  National  Guard  officers 
of  each  grade?  For  instance,  is  a  captain  of  the  National  Guard 
to  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $2000  or  .$2400  per  year,  depending 
upon  his  length  of  service?' 

"The  first  portion  of  the  first  question  is  answered  in  the 
afirmative.    See  2  Comp.  Gen.,  113,  114,  answer  to  question  3. 

"Answering  the  latter  portion  of  the  first  question,  the  per- 
manent base  pay  of  commissioned  officers  of  the  National 
Guard  in  grades  from  second  lieutenant  to  colonel,  inclusive, 
and  which  are  not  affected  by  length  of  service,  either  Federal 
or  State,  are :  Second  lieutenant,  first  period,  $1500 ;  first  lieu- 
tenant, second  period,  $2000 ;  captain,  third  period,  $2400 ;  ma.ior. 
fourth  period,  $3000 ;  lieutenant  colonel,  fifth  period,  $3500,  and 
colonel,  sixth  period,  $4000.  Answer  to  the  question  asked  in 
the  illustration  is  contained  in  the  foregoing. 

"  '(b)  Are  National  Guard  officers  entitled  to  allowances  for 
subsistence  for  themselves  or  dependents,  as  provided  in  the  Act 
of  June  10,  1922,  when  entitled  to  Federal  pay,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  sections  94,  97,  and  99  of  the  National  Defense  Act?  ' 

"Sections  5  and  14  of  the  act  of  June  10,  1922,  42  Stat.,  628, 
and  631,  so  far  as  here  material,  provide : 

'Sec.  5.  That  each  commissioned  officer  on  the  active  list,  *  *  * 
shall  be  entitled  at  all  times,  in  addition  to  his  pay,  to  a  money 
allowance  for  subsistence,  *  *.  The  value  of  one  allowance  is 
hereby  fixed  at  60  cents  per  day  for  the  fiscal  year  19'23,_  and 
this  value  shall  be  maximum  and  shall  be  used  by  the  President 
as  a  standard  in  fixing  the  same  or  lower  values  for  sub- 
sequent years.  To  each  officer  of  any  of  the  said  services  receiv- 
ing the  base  pa.v  of  the  first  period  the  amount  of  this  allowance 
shall  be  equal  to  one  subsistence  allowance,  to  each  officer  re- 
ceiving the  base  pay  of  the  second,  third,  or  sixth  period  the 
amount  of  this  allowance  shall  be  equal  to  two  subsistence  allow- 
ances, and  to  each  officer  receiving  the  base  pay  of  the  fourth 
or  fifth  period  the  amount  of  this  allowance  shall  be  equal  to 
three  subsistence  allowances ;  Provided,  That  an  officer  with  no 
dependents  shall  receive  one  subsistence  allowance  in  lieu  of  th*r 
above  allowance.' 
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'Sec.  14.  That  officers  of  the  National  Guard  receiving  Federal 
pay,  except  for  armory  drill,  *  *  *  shall  receive  the  allowance 
herein  prescribed  for  officers  of  the  regular  services  in  sections 
5  and  6  of  this  Act.' 

"Sections  94  and  97  of  the  act  of  June  3,  1916,  provide  in 
part  as  follows : 

'Sec.  94.  ENCAMPMENTS  AND  jSIANEUVERS.—  *  *  *  and 
the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  such  National  Guard  while  so 
engaged  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  pay,  subsistence,  and  trans- 
portation as  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  corresponding  grades  of 
tlie  Regular  Army  are  or  hereafter  may  be  entitled  by  law.' 


'Sec.  97.  *  *  *  Officers  and  enlisted  men  attending  such'  camps 
shall  be  entitled  to  pay  and  transportation,  and  enlisted  men  to 
subsistence  in  addition,  at  the  same  rates  as  for  encampments 
or  maneuvers  for  field  or  coast-defense  instruction,' 

"Section  99  of  the  same  act,  as  amended  by  section  5  of  the 
act  of  September  22,  1922,  42  Stat.,  1035,  respecting  attendance 
at  seiTiee  schools  provides  as  to  pay,  that — 

'*  *  *  any  such  officer  shall  receive  out  of  any  National  Guarci 
allotment  of  funds  available  for  the  purpose,  the  pay  and  allow- 
ances provided  in  the  Pay  Readjustment  Act  of  June  10,  1922, 
for  officers  of  the  National  Guard  when  authorized  by  law  to 
receive  Federal  Pay  and  the  travel  allowances  provided  in  section 
12  thereof,  and  any  such  enlisted  man  shall  receive  therefrom, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  in  section  14  of  the  Pay  Readjust- 
ment Act  of  June  10,  1922,  the  same  pay  and  allowances,  *  *  *  to 
wJiieh  an  enlisted  man  of  the  Regular  Army  of  like  grade  would 
be  entitled  for  attending  such  school,  college,  or  practical  course 
of  instruction  under  orders  from  proper  militarj'  authority.  *  *  *' 

"National  Guard  officers  when  entitled  to  receive  the  pay  pro- 
vided by  sections  94,  97,  and  99,  as  amended,  are  not  in  Federal 
service,  2  Comp.  Gen.,  189.  They  are,  however,  entitled  to  receive 
the  pay  provided  by  those  sections,  as  modified  by  section  3  of 
the  act  of  June  10,  1922,  and  when  entitled  to  Federal  pay  other 
than  for  armory  drill  are  entitled  to  the  subsistence  allowance 
provided  by  section  5  of  that  act. 

"  '(e)  Are  National  Guard  officers  attending  the  Army  War 
College  or  other  Army  schools,  where  quarters  are  not  available 
for  either  themselves  or  members  of  their  families,  entitled  to 
allowances  for  rental  and  subsistence?  ' 

"It  is  assumed  that  the  officers  are  attending  the  schools  men- 
tioned pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  99  of  the  National 
Defense  Act  as  amended  bv  section  5  of  the  act  of  September  22. 
1922. 

"The  portion  of  the  question  relating  to  the  subsistence  allow- 
ance is  fully  covered  by  the  answer  to  question"(b)". 

"If  National  Guard  student  officers  are.  under  section  99,  as 
amended,  ordered  to  attend  an  Army  service  school  in  numbers  in 
excess  of  the  quarters  available,  or  if  they  are  ordered  to  attend 
a  service  school  at  which  no  quarters  are  available,  so  that  in 
fact  no  public  quarters  are  available,  they  are  entitled  to  rental 
allowance  as  provided  in  section  6  of  the  act  of  June  10,  1922. 
But  any  public  quarters  at  a  service  school  available  for  assign- 
ment are  "available  public  quarters"  and  rental  allowance  may 
not  be  paid  to  a  student  officer  so  long  as  such  quarters  are  avail- 
able. And  see  decision  to  you  October  30,  1922,  14  MS.  Como 
Gen.,  2047.

"  '(d)  What  base  pay  for  each  ^'ade  should  be  consideded  for 
the  purpose  of  payment  to  National  Guard  officers  for  armory 
drills,  and  will  this  base  pay  change  according  to  years  of  service?' 

"The  first  portion  of  this  question  has  been  answered  un- 
der "(a)"  and  the  second  portion  is  answered  by  saying  that 
section  3  of  the  act  of  June  10,  1922,  fixes  a  permanent  base 
pay  for  each  of  the  grades  of  National  Guard  officers  from 
second  lieutenant  to  colonel,  inclusive ;  the  purpose  and  in- 
tent of  section  3  is  to  fLx  a  base  pay  for  officers  of  the  Na- 
tional Guard  of  these  grades  without  reference  to  bngth  of 
service,  either  State  or  Federal;  the  effect  of  the  provision 
is  to  leave  the  base  pay  of  officers  of  the  National  Guard  as 
it  was  under  prior  laws  except  as  to  second  lieutenants. 
See  section  1261,  Revised  Statutes,  as  amended  by  the  act 
of  May  11,  1908,  35  Stat.,  108. 

"In  view  of  tlie  phrasing  of  your  letter  it  may  be  well  to 
point  out  that  the  provisions  for  longevity  pay  contained  in 
section  3  of  the  act  of  June  10,  1922  are  not  applicable  to 
officers  receiving  p;iy  under  sections  04,  97  or  99,  as  amend- 
ed, or  armory  drill  pay  under  section  109  of  the  National 
Defense  Act  as  amouded.  See  act  of  June  4,  1920,  41  Stat,, 
783.  This  provision  is  applicable  only  when  under  basic 
prior  laws  National  Guard  officers  are  entitled  to  paj  for 
length  of  service  and  it  fixes  a  basis  of  calculation  different 
from  that  provided  for  officers  of  the  Regular  Army.  See 
answer  to  question  "(a)'',  2  Comp.  Gen.,  H5.  And  see  also 
1  Comp.  Gen.,  257;  2id..  274,  275.  The  decision  of  October 
6.  1922,  2  C!omp.  Gen..  264,  considered  only  service  that  might 
be  counted  by  Natioual  Guard  officers  if  longevity  were  other- 
wise payable." 

2.  In  order  that  U.  S.  Property  and  Disbursing  officers  may  be 
protected  in  connection  with  payments  made  to  National  Guard 
officers  for  longevity  pay  and  rental  allowances,  it  is  suggested 
that  immediate  steps  be  taken  to  collect  the  amounts  paid  for 
these  purposes. 

3.  In  connection  with  the  foregoing  decision  it  is  advised  that 
the  Militia  Bureau  has  already  submitted  draft  for  legislation, 
which,  if  enacted,  will  validate  all  payments  made  for  rental  al- 
lowances and  provide  for  the  payment  of  this  allowance  in  the 
future  to  National  Guard  officers  while  attending  service  schools, 
camps  of  instruction  and  exercifses  (other  than  armory  drill)  pro- 
vided for  in  the  National  Defense  Act. 

4.  This  Bureau  also  has  in  course  of  preparation,  for  submis- 
sion to  the  present  session  of  Congress,  draft  legislation  designed 
to  authorize  longevity  pay  for  National  Guard  officers  while  par- 
ticipating in  the  exercises  and  performing  the  duties  prescribed  in 
section  94,  97,  and  99  of  the  National  Defense  Act,  and  which 
will  validate  payments  made  for  this  purpose  since  the  passage 
of  the  Pay  Readjustment  Act  of  June  10,  1922.

Subject :    Changes  in  National  Guard  Regulations,  1922. 

To  :  The  Adjutants  General  of  all  States,  Territories  of  Ha- 

waii and  Porto  Rico,  and  the  District  of  Columbia 
National  Guard. 

The  Secretai-y  of  War  directs  that  the  following  changes  in 
National  Guard  Regulations,  1922,  be  published  for  the  informa- 
tion and  guidance  of  all  concerned : 

Paragraphs  383,  3S4,  385  and  395  are  eliminated  from 
National  Guard  Regulations ;  paragraphs  380  and  .381  are 
eliminated  and  paragraphs  as  below  substituted  for  them ; 
and  paragraphs  376,  382,  386,  387,  388,  389,  390,  391,  392, 
393,  394,  396,  404  and  410  are  changed  to  read  as  follows: 

"376.  Officers  of  the  active  list  of  the  Regular  Army  de- 
tailed to  duty  with  the  National  Guard  under  Section  100, 
National  Defense  Act,  will  be  known  as  instructors."  (C.L. 
No.  4,  Jan.  5,  1923.) 

Page  112,  omit  heading  "B"  Corps  Area  Instructors".  (C. 
L.  No.  4,  Jan.  5,  1923.) 

"380.  An  instructor  is  assigned  to  duty  with  the  National 
Guard  within  a  Corps  Area  and  to  an  initial  station  by  War 
Department  orders.  He  will  be  under  the  command  of  the 
Corps  area  commander  by  whom  he  will  be  held  occountable 
for  maximum  service  in  aiding  the  State  authorities  to  carry 
out  the  policy  and  plan  of  the  War  Department  for  the  de- 
velopm.ent,  organization,  equipment,  administration  and  train- 
ing of  the  National  Guard."  (C.L.  No.  4,  Jan.  5,  1923.) 

"381.  An  instructor,  upon  being  detailed  will  report  by 
letter  to  the  corps  area  commander,  who  will  from  time  to  time 
designate  the  instructor's  station,  and  his  specific  duty  or 
duties  or  assign  him  as  assistant  to  another  instructor.  One 
instructor  selected  by  the  corps  area  commander  after  consul- 
tation with  the  state  authorities  will  be  assigned  to  duty  with 
the  Adjutant  General  or  CK)mmanding  General  of  the  Nation- 
al Guard  of  each  state.  Upon  taking  station,  each  instructor 
will  report  his  arrival,  by  letter,  to  the  Governor  of  the  state 
to  which  assigned,  and  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  through 
tlie  corps  area  commander,  giving  his  mail  address."  (C.L. 
No.  4,  Jan.  5,  1923.) 

"382.  Instructors  wiU  attend  drill  whenever  practicable. 
They  will  make  one  or  more  visits  of  instruction  in  each  half 
year  to  all  units  of  the  organizations  to  which  they  are  as- 
signed and  which  are  located  at  stations  other  than  their 
own,  provided  funds  are  available  for  the  expense  involved. 
These  visits  should  be  made,  if  practicable,  on  the  dates  of  the 
regular  scheduled  drills  of  the  units  to  be  visited.  The  duration 
of  such  visits  will  be  prescribed  by  the  corps  area  commander, 
after  consultation  with  the  state  authorities  concerned.  Appli- 
cation for  travel  orders  will  be  made  direct  to  the  corps  com- 
mander for  the  semi-annual  periods  ending  June  30th  and  Dec. 
31st,  with  a  statement  of  the  number  of  visits  to  be  made,  the 
stations  to  be  visited  and  an  estimate  of  the  expense  involved. 
For  the  use  of  transportation  requests  by  instructors,  under 
these  regulations,  see  paragraph  633."  (CL.  No.  4,  Jan.  5, 
1923.) 
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Page  118,  omit  heading  "C"  State  Instructors",  top  of 
page.    (C.L.  No.  4,  Jan.  5,  1923.) 

"o8G.  Instructors  will  not  leave  the  state  to  which  they 
are  detailed  lor  more  than  24  hours,  except  under  authority 
of  the  corps  area  commander."  (C.L.  No.  4,  Jan.  5,  1923.) 

"387.  With  the  approval  of  the  corps  area  commander, 
instructors  may  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  making  state  mili- 
tary inspections ;  the  expense  connected  therewith  shall  not 
be  charged  against  the  United  States."  (C.L.  No.  4,  Jan.  5, 
1923.) 

"388.  The  number  of  visits  instructors  may  make  to  any 
one  unit  under  their  supervision  at  other  than  their  home 
station,  in  the  half  year,  at  federal  expense,  shall  be  de- 
termined by  availability  of  funds  alloted  to  the  state  for  that 
purpose.  Any  additional  visits  made  by  request  of  the  state 
authorities  will  be  at  the  state's  exnense."  (C.L.  No.  4,  .Jan. 
5,  1923.) 

"389.  Instructors  will  not  accompany  National  Guard 
organizations  ordered  out  by  the  Governor  of  a  state  for  riot 
or  other  duty  to  suppress  disorder  or  carry  out  the  state 
laws,  except  when  specifically  ordered  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment." (C.L.  No.  4,  Jan.  5,  1923.) 

"390.  A  Regular  Army  officer  assigned  as  instructor  to 
and  commissioned  in  the  National  <iuard  to  command  an 
organizaticn,  may  have  assigned  to  the  organization,  addition- 
al instructors  within  the  allotments  authorized  therefor."  (C. 
L.  No.  4,  Jan.  5,  1923.) 

"391.  Communications  relating  to  or  affecting  the  status 
of  instructors,  or  their  relations  with  the  state  authorities, 
will  be  addressed  to  the  Chief,  Milita  Bureau,  and  forwarded 
through  the  corps  area  commander,  except  as  provided  in 
Army  Regulations."  (C.L.  No.  4,  Jan.  5,  1923.) 

"392.  It  is  intended  that  the  states  shall  provide  offices 
and  office  furniture  for  instructors  whenever  such  is  neces- 
sary. Whenever  it  is  impracticable  to  do  this,  the  Milita 
Bureau  will  authorize,  as  far  as  appropriations  permit,  the 
hire  of  offices  for  the  official  use  of  instructors,  the  furish- 
ings  in  such  rented  offices  to  be  limited  to  the  necessary 
desks,  chairs  and  filing  equipment.  Clerical  assistance  cannot 
be  furnished  instructors  by  the  Milita  Bureau.  They  are, 
however,  authorized  to  utilize  the  service  of  suitable  and 
available  sergeant-instructors  for  this  purpose,  but  not  to  such 
an  extent  as  to  interfere  with  the  proper  performance  of  their 
duties  in  connection  with  the  instruction  of  the  units  with 
which  they  are  detailed.  Such  office  expenses  as  are  author- 
ized by  the  Milita  Bureau  will  be  paid  from  the  general  ap- 
proi)riations  for  the  National  Guard  and  charged  against  •'he 
money  apportioned  to  that  state."  (C.L.  No.  4.  Jan.  5.  1923.) 

Page  114,  change  the  heading  of  Paragraph  393  to  read 
"Reports  by  Instructors."  (O.L.  No.  4,  Jan.  5,  1923.) 

"393.    The  following  reports  will  be  made  by  instructors : 

(1)  Report  of  change  of  station,  departure  on  or  return 
from  leave,  through  the  corps  area  commander  to  the  Chief, 
Milita  Bureau.  A  copy  of  each  report  will  be  sent  direct 
by  the  instructor  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State. 

(2)  An  Annual  report  on  the  development  of  the  Nation- 
al Guard. 

(3)  Special  reports  on  all  matters  requiring  attention  of 
higher  authority." (C.L.  No.  4,  Jan.  5,  1923.) 

".394.  (a)  Annual  report. — Each  instructor,  will,  on  May 
1st  of  each  year  render  a  report  for  the  purpose  of  informii-4 
higher  authority  as  to  his  activities  and  as  to  the  development 
of  the  National  Guard. 
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(b)  These  reports  will  be  forwarded  iu  triplicate  to  the 
corps  area  commander  through  the  Adjutant  General  of  the 
state  who  will  retain  one  copy  and  forward  two  copies  tu  the 
area  c-ommander  with  sucli  comment  as  may  be  pertinent.  Th'? 
corps  area  commander  will  retain  one  copy,  and  forward  the 
other  to  the  Chief,  Milita  Bureau,  with  a  statement  of  the 
action  taken  by  him  to  correct  any  deficiencies  noted  in  the 
report,  and  his  recommendations  as  to  matters  beyond  his 
authority. 

(c)  The  annual  report  of  instructors  will  be  made  on  the 
form  provided  therefor  uy  the  Militia  Bureau  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  instructions  on  the  form."

"396.    Special  Reports. — An  instructor  will  render  a  special 
report  on  any  matter  beyond  his  powers  to  correct,  which  he 
considers  advisable  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  higher  auth- 
ority.   Such  special  reports  and  those  required  by  paragraph 
.St58  of  these  regulations  will  be  submitted  in  duplicate  in  the 
form  of  letters.    Such  a  letter  will  refer  to  one  subject,  only, 
and  will  contain  a  full  statement  of  the  facts  in  the  ease,  the 
efEorts  made  toward  correction  of  the  state  of  affairs  and  the 
recommendations  of  the  instructor.    It  will  be  transmitted  to 
the  Adjutant  General  of  the  state  who  will  note  thereon  the 
action  taken,  if  any,  and  his  recommendations,  and  will  for- 
ward the  report  to  the  corps  area  commander.    The  corps 
area  commander  will  retain  one  copy  of  the  letter  and  forward- 
the  other  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureaii  by  indorsement  statinsr. 
tiie  action  taken  to  correct  the  defects  or  irregularities  noted,, 
and  tlie  recommendations  as  to  action  by  higher  authoritvJ'" 
(C.L.  No.  4,  Jan.  5,  1923.) 

"404.    Reports  rendered  by  officers  of  the  Regular  .Vrray- 
ccmmissioned  in  the  National  Guard  will  be  the  same  as  those- 
rendered  by  the  instructors,  as  provided  in  paragraphs  393 
and  ,394,  and  will  be  made  through  the  same  channels."  (  C.L. 
No.  4,  Jan.  5,  1923.) 

"410.  Retired  officers  of  the  Regular  Army  on  duty  with: 
the  National  Guard  will  on  May  1st.  render  a  brief  annual! 
repcrt  of  their  activities  to  the  Chief.  Militia  I'ureau,  through 
the  corps  area  commander.  They  will  furnish  a  copy  of  this 
report  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State."  (C.  L.  No.  4. 
Jan.   5,  1923.)

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Credit  can  not  be  allowed  to  members  of  organizations 
of  the  National  Guard  for  participation  in  parades  as 
such  do  not  constitute  the  amount  of  instruction  neces- 
sary in  order  to  be  classed  as  an  outdoor  exercise  allowed 
to  be  credited  as  a  drill  under  paragraph  928  (i)  and 
(j),  National  Guard  Regulations,  1922. 
is  hereby  revoked  effective  June  21,  1922,  the  date  of  issue  thereof. 

2.  Supplemental  rolls  may  be  prepared  covering  drill  pay  to 
organizations  of  the  National  Guard  for  participation  in  parades, 
reviews  and  other  similar  exercises  provided  such  exercises  were 
prescribed  for  the  entire  organizaton  and  were  of  a  duration  of 
one  and  cne-half  hours  for  each  occasion  on  which  armory  drill 
pay  is  claimed  and,  provided  further,  that  the  reuirements  of 
laws  and  regulations  with  respect  to  strength  and  attendance 
were  met.

Subject :    Proiierty  authorized  for  issue  to  the  National  Guard. 

To :  The  Adjutants   General  and  United   States  Property 

and  Disbursing  Oflicers  of  all  States,  Territories  of 
Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico,  and  the  District  of  Columbia 
Militia. 

1.  The  following  articles  are  now  authorized  for  issue  to  the 
National  Guard  and  Corps  Area  Commanders  have  authority  to 
approve  requisitions  for  same,  in  quantities  net  to  exceed  regular 
army  tables  of  allowances : 

Caps,  service 

Ornaments,  cap 

Caps,  white 

Aprons,  white

be  used  for  hauling  the  freight  to  the  activity  from  the  Railroad 
Station,  or  point  of  unloading.  If  Government  owned  vehicles 
cannot  be  utilized,  state  the  cost  per  100  lbs.,  or  ton,  by  com- 
mercial vehicles. 

12.  State  whether  or  not  any  switching,  terminal  or  arbitrary 
charges  are  made  by  the  carriers  in  addition  to  the  line  haul  fate 
on  movements  of  passengers  to  the  point  of  detrainment,  stating  the 
charges  and  minimum  per  car  for  coaches,  sleepers  and  baggage 
cars,  and  per  special  train. 

13.  State  whether  or  not  any  switching  terminal  or  arbitrary 
charges  are  made  by  the  carriers  in  addition  to  the  line  haul  rate 
on  movements  of  freight  to  the  point  of  unloading,  stating  the 
charges  per  car. 
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14.  Inclose  a  rough  pen  sketch  covering  the  general  lay-out  of 
The  activity  and  its  relation  to  the  rail  transportation  facilities, 
showing  by  felack  lines,  the  various  lailroad  tracks;  such  as  main- 
line, and  sidings  and  spurs,  to  be  used  for  detrainnient,  and  show, 
by  open  squares,  the  Railroad  Stations  and  points  of  detrainment. 
The  Lines  and  Squares  should  be  designated  by  names,  including 
distance  on  the  iines. 

15.  The  information  desired  in  connection  vAth  above  para 
graphs  is  the  result  of  conference  between  this  ofSce  and  the  Trans- 
portation Service,  Office  of  the  Quartermaster  General,  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  up  with  the  railroads  of  the  United  States 
the  cancellation  of  arbitrary  charges  where  such  arbitrary  charges 
exist,  or  reduction  of  such  charges  to  a  more  reasonable  basis, 
provided  the  local  conditions  surrounding  such  charges  are  not 
found  to  be  proper  and  fair  under  existing  rep-ulations  aJeeting 
this  class  of  service.  It  is  expected  that  a  saving  may  be  made 
to  the  funds  appropriated  by  Congress  for  the  National  Guard 
if  the  results  of  future  conferences  with  the  railroads  is  favorable 
ro  the  Government's  interests.  It  is  also  desired  by  both  offices  re- 
ferred to  to  promulgate  routing  instructions  which  can  be  mutually 
and  interchangeably  used  by  both  the  Regular  Army  and  the  Na- 
tonal  Guard.

After  Januarv  1,  1921, 
the  Chief  of  the  Militia  Bureau  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  cf  the 
Senate,  by  selectiou  from  lists  of  present  and  former 
National  Guard  officers,  recommended  by  the  Governors 
of  the  several  States  and  Territories  as  suitable  for  such 
appointment,  who  hold  commissions  in  the  Officers'  Re- 
serve Corps,  and  have  had  ten  or  more  years'  commis- 
sioned service  in  the  National  Guard,  at  least  five  of  which 
have  been  in  the  line,  and  who  have  attained  at  least 
the  grade  of  major.  He  shall  hold  office  for  four  years, 
unless  sooner  removed  for  cause,  and  shall  have  the  rank, 
pay  and  allowances  of  a  major  general  of  the  Regu- 
lar Army  during  his  tenure  of  office,  but  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  retirement  or  retired  pay.  While  serving  as 
chief,  his  reserve  commission  shall  continue  in  force, 
and  shall  not  be  terminated  except  for  cause  assigned. 
Until  the  chief  is  appointed,  as  provided  in  this  section, 
the  President  may  assign  an  officer  of  the  Regular  Army, 
not  below  the  grade  of  colonel,  to  perform  the  duties 
of  chief.  For  duty  in  the  Militia  Bureau  and  for  the 
instruction  of  the  National  Guard  tlie  President  shall 
assign  such  number  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Regu- 
lar Arm^'  as  he  may  deem  necessary.  He  may  also  as- 
sign for  duty  in  the  Militia  Bureau  three  oliicers  who 
hold  or  have  held  commissions  in  the  National  Guard 
and  who  at  the  time  of  assignment  are  reserve  officers, 
and  any  such  officer  while  so  assigned  shall  receive  out 
of  the  whole  fund  appropriated  for  the  support  of  the 
National  Guard  the  pay  and  allowances  provided  in  the 
Pay  Readjustment  Act  of  June  10,  1922,  for  officers  of 
the"  National  Guard  when  authorized  by  law  to  receive 
Federal  pay.  The  President  may  also  assign,  with  their 
consent,  and  within  the  limits  of  the  appropriations  pre- 
viously made  for  this  specific  purpose,  not  exceeding 
five  hundred  officers  of  the  National  Guard,  who  hold 
reserve  commissions,  to  duty  with  the  Regular  Arrny, 
in  addition  to  those  attending  service  schools ;  and  while 
so  assigned  they  shall  receive  the  pay  and  allowances 
authorized  in  the  preceding  sentence,  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  whole  fund  apyiropriated  for  the  support  of  the  militia. 
(C.  L.  No.  12,  January  15,  1923.) 

68.  SEC.  99.  NATIONAL  GUARD  OFFICERS 
AND  MEN  AT  SERVICE  SCHOOLS,  AND  SO

quarters  subsistence  and  travel  to  which  an  elisted  man  of 
the  Regular  Army  of  like  grade  would  be  entitled  for  attend- 
ing such  school,  college  or  practical  course  of  instruction 
under  orders  from  proper  military  authority,  |  whi^e  in  actual 
attendance  at  such  school,  college  or  practical  course  of  in- 
stniction,  and  for  the  necessary  period  of  travel  to  and  from 
his  home  station.]*  The  allowance  for  subsistance  while 
traveling  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  ?2.25  per  day,  as  pre- 
scribed in  Bulletin  No.  13.  War  Department,  1922.  They  are 
not  entitled  to  pay  or  allovvances  while  absent  on  furlough, 
(see  27  Comptroller  777)

Subject :    Stenciling  of  personal  equipment. 

To:  The  Adjutants  General  of  all  States.  Territories  of 

Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  and  the  District  of  Columbia 
National  Guard. 

1.  Metal  tags,  used  for  marking  military  property  textile 
in  character,  can  be  removed  with  ease  and  in  many  cases  of 
theft  these  tags  are  so  removed,  thereby  making  identification 
of  such  property  difficult,  if  not  impossible. 

2.  In  nearly  every  town  of  any  size  there  are  one  or  more 
of  the  so-called  Army  and  Navy  Stores  which  sell  military  equii)- 
ment  of  various  kinds  to  anyone,  and  it  has  proven  that  in  most 
cases  where  individuals  suspected  of  theft  are  found  in  possession 
of  military  property  these  individuals  claim  that  the  property 
was  purchased  at  one  of  the  stores  referred  to.  Due  to  the 
ease  with  which  all  identification  marks  can  be  removed  by  any- 
one desirous  of  doing  so,  a  refutation  of  their  statements  can 
seldom  be  made  and  any  process  of  search  or  seizure  is  therefore 
practically  useless.

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3.  In  the  hope  of  alleviating  these  conditions  in  the  National 
Guard  authority  is  hereby  granted,  where  states  so  desire,  to 
stencil  all  property  now  marked  by  the  metal  tag. 

4.  Such  stenciling  will  only  be  placed  upon  the  inside  of 
such  property,  i.  e.,  where  it  will  not  show  when  being  worn 
or  used,  and  will,  in  all  eases,  be  additional  to  the  metal  tags 
now  prescribed.  Circular  Letter  No.  46,  Militia  Bureau,  1920, 
contains  instructions  relative  to  the  marking  of  personal  equip- 
ment, 

5.  490  "Outfits,  stencil,  complete",  in  the  Boston  Depot, 
have  been  reported  by  the  Quartermaster  General  as  available 
and  can  be  transferred  as  a  free  issue  upon  receipt  of  requisition 
showing  points  at  which  required,  and  the  quantity  desired. 

6.  These  stencil  outfits  will  only  be  issued  to  organizations 
which  have  not  previously  drawn  them  and  then  in  quantities 
not  to  exceed  one  outfit  to  a  company  or  similar  unit.

1.  Circular  Letter  No.  18,  dated  ^tlarch  3,  1922,  is  hereby  re- 
scinded and  the  following  substituted. 

2.  Under  decision  of  the  Comptroller  General  dated  February 
24,  1922,  officers  of  the  National  Guard  cannot  be  paid  for  drills 
attended  during  any  period  in  which  the  enlisted  strength  of  the 
organiziation  to  which  such  officers  belong  has  fallen  below  the 
minimum  strength  required  for  Federal  recognition. 

3.  To  illustrate,  an  organization  such  as  an  infantry  com- 
pany which  under  the  X)resent  law  may  be  federally  recognized  at  an 
enlisted  strength  of  fifty  men  must  maintain  such  enlisted  strength 
at  all  times  and  must  have  present  at  a  drill  at  least  sixty  per 
cent  of  the  minimum  required  for  Federal  recognition,  i.  e.,  sixty 
per  cent  of  fifty,  or  thirty  enlisted  men,  before  the  officers  of 
the  company  can  qualify  for  armory  drill  pay.  and  if  the  actual 
strength  of  the  organization  has  fallen  to  49  men  the  officers  are 
not  entitled  to  pay  for  armory  drills  until  the  strength  of  the 
organization  is  increased  to  50.  If  an  organization  has  an  actual 
strength  of  65  men.  60  per  cent  of  the  65,.  i.  e.,  39  enlisted 
members  must  be  present  to  qualify  the  officers  for  armory  drill 
pay.  If  the  organization  is  federally  recognized  at  41  enlisted 
members,  and  the  actual  strength  falls  to  40,  the  officers  are  not 
entitled  to  drill  pay,  and  if  the  actual  strength  is  41,  60  per  cent 
of  that  number,  or  25,  must  be  present  at  drill  to  qualify  the 
officers  for  pav.

Stibject :    Preparation  of  pay  rolls. 

To :  The  Adjutants   General  of  all   States  Territories  of 

Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  and  the  District  of  Columbin 
National  Guard. 

1.  Attention  is  invited  to  the  decision  of  the  Comptroller  Gen- 
eral of  the  United  States  (AD  7326),  dated  December  7,  1922. 
reading  in  part  as  follows : 

"  *  *  *  In  this  connection  it  may  be  remarked  that 
it  is  difficult  to  comprehend  why  the  names  of  all  officers  and 
f^nlisted  men  Federally  recognized  as  on  the  active  list  of  tho 
National  Guard  of  a  State  and  on  its  roster  thereof  shonld  be 
omitted  from  the  roll  if  the  pay  roll  is  prepared  from  a  roster 
of  the  members  Federally  recognized  as  on  the  active  list  of  the 
National  Guard  of  a  State  and  on  its  roster  thereof  should  be 
omitted  from  the  roll  if  the  pay  roll  is  prepared  from  a  roster 
of  the  members  of  the  various  organizations.  The  semiannual  or 
quarterly  pay  rolls  should  be,  and  the  statute  contemplated 
that  they  will  be,  a  complete  roster  of  the  active  National 
Guard  of  each  of  the  States,  and  the  failure  to  include  the 
name  of  a  person  alleged  to  be  a  member  and  to  have  per- 
formed his  appropriate  duties,  is  sufficient  in  itself  to  ques- 
tion a  claim  subseQuently  asserted  by  the  individual,  or  on 
his  behalf,  for  armory  drill  pay.  Such  instruction  as  wlU 
secure  complete  rolls  should  be  issued,  as  this  office  can  not 
accept  indefinite  explanations  of  omissions,  the  completeness  of 
the  rolls  in  the  first  instance  being  essential  to  a  proper 
audit  of  the  accounts.    *     *    "  '' 
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"Individual  rolls  for  members  of  the  State  Staff  Corps  and 
Departments  should  not  be  paid,  as  the  regulations  limit  the 
number  of  oflScers  and  enlisted  men  therein,  and  unless 
a  roll  bears  the  names  of  all  members  of  a  State  Staff  Corps 
or  Department  it  is  not  possiblp  to  dptermine  that  the  authoriz- 
ation has  not  been  exceeded.  Information  in  this  connection 
should  appear  on  the  rolls  if  again  returned    *    *  * 

2.  It  will  be  noted  from  the  above  that  the  preparation  of  pay 
mllp  ffiverinfT  pay  of  officers  .nnd  enlisted  men  attending  camps  of 
Instruction,  it  is  necessary  that  the  complete  personnel  (officers 
and  enlisted  men)  telondinfj  to  organizations,  or  State  Staff  Corps 
and  Departments,  should  he  tome  on  the  original  roll.  If  it  is 
necessary  to  submit  a  supplemental  roll  ooverins  individual  meni- 
l)ers  of  the  organization,  the  facts  showing  the  reason  for  the 
omission  of  their  names  from  the  original  roll  must  be  stated, 
together  with  the  explanation  of  any  delay  occurring  in  the  sub- 
mission of  same.  There  must  also  he  shown  on  the  supplementary 
roll  the  numher  of  commissioned  officers  and  the  numher  of  en- 
listed men  appearing  on  the  original  roll  and  a  citation  of  the 
numher  of  the  oriqinal  voucher  the  name  of  the  dishursing  of- 
ficer and  the  month  in.  which  the  account  was  paid. 

•3.  OfBcers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  National  Guard  are  en- 
titled to  pay  for  each  day  of  service  performed  under  Section  P4 
.TTid  97,  Act  of  June  P>,  1916.  on  which  day  there  is  present  for  duty 
with  the  organization  50  per  cent  of  the  actual  commissioned 
strength,  and  60  per  cent  of  the  actual  enlisted  strength,  except 
that  no  officer  and  enlisted  man  will  receive  pay  unless  he  was 
present  and  participating  during  at  least  one-half  of  the  number  of 
days  authoi'ized  for  attendance  at  the  encampment.  For  those  or- 
ganizations of  the  National  Guard  which  are  required  to  have  a 
maintenance  strength  of  at  least  65  active  members,  60%  of  the 
65  active  members  must  attend  field  training,  i.  e..  39  active  en- 
listed members.  (See  paragraph  923  fb)  (2),  National  Guard  Reg- 
ulations, 1922,  and  Militia  Bureau  Circular  Letter  No.  29,  April 
10.  1922).  For  those  organizations  not  required  to  have  a  main- 
tenance strength  of  65,  50%  of  the  actual  commissioned  and  60','r 
of  the  actual  enlisted  strength  must  be  present,  that  actual  com- 
missioned and  actual  enlisted  strength  being  not  less  than  required 
for  Federal  recognition.  Pay  rolls  must  be  supported  by  a  certi- 
ficate covering  the  above  facts  when  submitted  in  the  future.  Or- 
ganizations which  do  not  meet  the  above  requirements  will  not  be 
entitled  to  pay  from  Federal  funds. 

4.  The  Secretary  of  War  directs  that  the  foregoing  instruc- 
tions be  strictly  complied  with  in  submitting  pay  rolls  in  con- 
nection with  future  encampments,  in  order  that  suspensions  by 
the  General  Accounting  Office  may  be  avoided.

Subject :    Armory  Diill  Pay  for  Enlisted  Men. 

To :  The   Adjutants   General  in   all   States,  Territoriea 

of  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  and  the  District  of 
Columbia   National  Guard. 
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1.  The  following  decision  of  the  Comptroller  General  is  pub- 
lished for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned : 

"Major  W.  J.  Lisle,  Finance  Department,  requested  on 
April  20,  1922,  a  review  of  settlement  No.  69662,  dated 
December  3,  1921,  by  which  was  disallowed  in  part  voucher 
No.  2246,  of  his  October,  1920,  disbursing  accounts  for  the 
reason  that  the  sum  of  $9.38  paid  to  L.  J.  Portnian,  Company 
F,  3d  Washington  Infantry,  National  Guard,  for  10  drills  at- 
tended during  the  second  semi-annual  period  July  1  to 
December  31,  1919,  which  was  less  than  the  minimum  of  12 
required  during  the  semi-annual  period  of  180  days  for 
drill  pay  was  unauthorized. 

"Section  110,  Act  of  June  3,  1916,  39  Stat.,  209-210, 
provides : 

That  such  enlisted  man  shall  receive  the  compensation 
herein  provided  if  he  shall  have  attended  not  less  than 
forty-eight  regular  drills  during  any  one  year,  and  a  pro- 
portionate amount  for  attendance  upon  a  lesser  number  of 
such  drills  not  less  than  twentj'-four ;  and  no  such  enlisted 
man  shall  receive  any  part  of  said  compensation  except  as 
authorized  by  this  proviso  and  the  three  provisos  next 
following :  Provided  further.  That  the  com.pensation  provided 
herein  shall  be  computed  for  semiannual  periods  beginning 
the  first  day  of  January  and  the  first  day  of  July  of  each 
year,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  drills  attended,  and 
no  compensation  shall  be  paid  to  any  enlisted  man  for  the 
first  semiannual  period  of  any  year  unless  he  shall  have 
attended  during  said  period  at  least  twonty-fcur  drills,  hut 
any  lesser  number  of  drills  attended  during  said  periol 
shall  be  reckoned  with  the  drills  attended  during  the  second 
semiannual  period  in  computing  the  compensation,  if  any. 
due  for  that  year :' 

"Under  the  law  the  compensation  of  the  National  Guard 
is  computed  by  semiannual  periods,  and  if  the  members 
of  an  organization  attend  24  drills  during  the  first  semiannual 
period,  even  though  the  organization  may  have  received  Fed- 
eral recognition  on  a  date  subsequent  to  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  they  are  lawfully  entitled  to  receive  pay  therefor 
in  locordanee  with  the  laovisions  of  the  act. 

"In  the  case  under  consideration  Private  Portman  at- 
tended 24  drills  during  tlie  first  semi-annual  period  and 
received  his  pay. 

''The  Act  of  June  3,  1916.  supra,  provides  that  in  order  for 
a  member  of  the  National  Guard  to  receive  any  Federal 
pay  he  must  attend  not  less  than  24  drills  during  the  year 
and  that  his  compensation  shall  be  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  drills  actually  attended. 

"When  an  enlisted  man  has  attended  the  24  drills  prescribed 
for  his  organization  during  the  first  .semiannual  period  he 
has  met  the  requirements  of  that  part  of  the  law  for  pay 
purposes  and  it  remains  to  determine  simplv  the  propor- 
tionate compensation  which  he  is  entitled  to  receive  for  the 
second  semiannual  period  according  to-  the  ratio  of  drills  at- 
tended during  that  time  to  24  regardless  of  any  minimum. 

"Private  Portman  attended  10  drills  during  the_  second 
semiannual  period  and  was  entitled  to  10/24  or  5/12  of 
$22.50  which  is  $9.38. 
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"The  settlement  is  reversed  and  the  amount  of  $9.38 
which  was  disallowed  will  be  credited  in  the  accounts  of 
the  disbursing  officer."

1.  Upon  inquiry  of  the  State  Highway  Department  relative 
to  the  use  of  license  tags  on  motorized  equipment  in  use  by  the 
Pennsylvania  National  Guard,  and  particularly  use  of  Federal 
trucks,  reply  was  made  by  the  Automobile  Division,  State  Highway 
Department,  as  follows : 

"Trucks  of  military  organizations  that  are  habitually 
used  on  the  highway,  either  in  cities  or  in  the  country, 
should  have  Pennsylvania  commercial  licenses.  Trucks 
and  tractors  which  are  used  only  for  training  purposes 
and  which  do  not  appear  regularly  or  at  frequent  inter- 
vals on  public  highways  need  not  bear  a  State  license 
provided  they  are  clearly  marked  with  the  Federal  num- 
ber. If  any  of  the  organizations  have  trucks  which 
are  not  properly  marked  with  the  insignia  provided  for 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  this  office  should  be  advised 
at  once  and  arrangements  will  be  made  to  furnish  the 
jiroper  marking  and  designation."' 

Any  Federal  trucks  that  are  habitually  used  by  Nation;d  Guard 
units  must  have  Pennsylvania  commeircial  licenses,  and  the  full 
data  pertaining  to  such  trucks  must  be  furnished  The  Adjutant 
General  in  order  that  application  for  licenses  may  be  made. 

2.  In  order  that  The  Adjutant  General's  Office  inay  have  ac- 
cessible a  list  of  Musicians  enlisted  in  the  Pennsyh-ania  National 
Guard,  it  is  necessary  that  Quarterly  Returns  (Form  A.G.O.  Pa. 
No.  2)  of  Service  Units  be  rendered  in  a  manner  so  as  to  furnish 
this  information.  Beginning  with  the  period  ending  February 
28,  1923,  and  for  each  period  thereafter,  the  Quarterly  Returns 
of  all  Service  Batteries,  Companies  and  Troops  will  be  rendered 
showing  the  Band  Section  separately  and  according  to  grade.  A 
separate  return  will  not  be  made,  but  the  Band  Section  will  fol- 
low the  officers  and  other  enlisted  personnel  shown  on  the  return.

1.  Some  misunderstanding  has  existed  on  the  part  of  officers 
charged  with  conducting  correspondence  courses  as  to  the  proper 
method  of  supplying  material  for  the  use  of  correspondence  cours- 
es for  National  Guard  Officers.  In  order  to  clarify  the  situation, 
the  Secretary  of  War  has  directed  the  issue  of  the  following  in- 
structions : 

(a)  The  instructor  will  determine  the  number  of  National 
Guard  officers  who  desire  to  take  the  courses. 

(b)  He  will  submit  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State 
concerned  an  itemized  list  of  the  necessary  texts  with  which  to 
conduct  the  courses  for  the  number  of  officers  desiring  to  take  them. 

(c)  The  Adjutants  General  of  the  states  c-oncerned  will,  if 
approved  by  them,  submit  requisitions  to  the  Militia  Bureau  for 
such  text-books  as  may  be  listed  by  the  Instructors. 

(d)  Upon  forwarding  the  requisitions  to  the  Militia  Bur- 
eau the  Adjutants  General  of  the  states  concerned  will  notify  the 
instructor  how  many  of  the  texts  requested  by  him  have  been 
approved  and  requisitioned  for  so  that  the  instructor  may  know 
how  many  students  will  be  able  to  take  the  courses. 
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It  will  be  noted  thaf  t.dis  change  requires  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral to  draw  np  the  requisitions  instead  of  the  instructors,  who 
merely  submit  lists  for  same  for  consideration.  In  this  way, 
the  reijuisitions  which  involve  the  State's  allotment  of  Federal 
funds,  will  bear  the  required  signatures  of  the  proper  State  au- 
thorities.

Section  V,  "Report 
of  it  Committee  of  the  War  Department  (ieneral  Staff  convene<l  in 
the  War  Department  pursuant  to  the  orders  of  the  Secretary  of 
War",  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War  on  ,Tanuai-y  23,  192;!. 
there  are  enclosed  herewith  revised  Tables  of  Organization,  dated 
Febniary  16,  1923,  governing  the  following-named  units  of  the 
Natirnai  Guard :

Headquarters  Company,  Infantr.y  Battalion

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Tiie  above  mentioned  Report  proxides  therein  for  a  definite- 
recognition,  maintenance,  and  reduced  peace  strength  for  each  of 
the  units  enumerated  in  the  preceding-  paragraph.  The  rexised 
tables  are  tlierefore  arranged  so  as  to  provide  a  suitable  grouping 
or  classifieation  of  the  personnel  of  these  organizations  under  the 
varying  strengths  called  for  in.  the  Report  referred  to. 

3.  Ci'nits  of  this  type,  except  Coast  Artillery  Companies  (har- 
bor defense),  which  are  now  recruited  above  the  recognition  and 
maintenance,  or  reduced  peace  strengths,  called  for  by  these  tables, 
will  not,  for  the  present,  bo  required  to  reduce  their  enlisted 
strength  to  conform  thereto ;  neither  will  objection  be  interposed 
by  the  Militia  Bureau  should  units  of  this  character  continue  to  re- 
cruit, for  a  time,  beyond  the  strengths  indicated,  provided  they 
do  not  exceed  the  Regular  Army  peace  strength  table  of  organi- 
zation for  the  particular  unit  in\ohed.  There  is  no  Regular  Army 
peace  table  of  organixation  for  a  Coast  Artillery  Company  (har- 
bor defense)  and  such  Federally  recognized  units  which  now  enroll 
an  enlisted  strength  or  more  than  80.  may  retain  the  surplus 
enlisted  men  until  reduced,  by  ]iormal  causes,  to  an  enlisted  strength 
of  80. 

4.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  at  some  future 
date  it  will  probably  be  necessary. — due.  either  to  the  steadily 
increasing  number  of  organizations  in  the  National  Guard,  or  to 
reduction  :n  apijropriations,  or  both, — to  require  a  strict  adher- 
ence to  the  limitations  called  for  by  thest»  reused  tables.  \\'t;en 
that  time  approaches  the  States  will  be  so  informed. 

5.  All  previously  published  Tables  of  Organization.  National 
Guard,  governing  the  abo^'e-named  units  are  hereby  rescinded.

Subject ;    Polo  Equipm^jeoit. 

To :  All  Corps  Area  Commanders,  the  Adjutants  General 

of  all  States,  the  Territories  of  Hawaii  and  I'ortn 
Rico  and  District  of  Columbia  National  Guard. 

1.  A  limited  amount  of  polo  equipment  consisting  of  saddles, 
martingales  and  polo  boots  is  available  for  issue  to  National 
Guard  organizations.  No  polo  bridles  can  be  issued  but  it  is 
believed  the  double  bridles  issued  as  organization  equipment  will 
prove  satisfactory. 

2.  This  equipment  will  be  issued  to  only  one  unit  at  a  station 
for  the  use  of  all  units  at  that  station  and  only  to  such  stations 
as  have  facilities  for  playing  polo.  It  is  suggested  that  where 
practicable,  a  service  or  headquarters  unit  be  selected  to  draw  this 
equipment  and  that  the  senior  officer  at  the  station  coordinate  its 
use  among  the  different  units.  The  equipment  issued  to  one 
unit  at  a  station  will  consist  of  the  following  articles :

(a)  Description  of  field  suitable  for  playing  polo,  giving  di- 
mensions, distance  from  armory,  by  whom  o\vued  and  how  often 
available  for  play  and  practice. 
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(b)  DescriiJtion  of  any  indoor  riding  hall  suitable  for  indoor 
polo  Riving-  d  mensions,  disfance  from  armory,  by  whom  owned 
and  how  often  available  for  play  and  practice. 

(c)  Number  of  horses  at  station  suitable  for  playing  polo  stat- 
ing the  number  Government,  organization  or  privately  owned. 

(d)  Give  names  of  any  civilian  or  military  polo  clubs  or  teams 
in  the  vicinity  of  your  station. 

(e)  State  whether  or  not  polo  is  now  being  played  at  your 
station  and  if  it  is  being  played,  the  number  of  officers  and  en- 
listed men  participating. 

(f)  Designation  of  unit  to  which  equipment  is  to  be  issued. 
4.    The  Militia  Bureau  believes  in  encouraging  the  playing  of 

polo  because  the  game  tends  to  develop  certain  qualities  which  are 
desired  in  mounted  troops.  However,  it  should  be  understood 
that  no  addittional  equipment  which  is  used  in  playing  polo  can 
be  secured  for  issue,  nor  can  it  be  expected  that  horses  suitable 
for  polo  can  be  issued  ;  also,  time  devoted  to  polo  will  not  be  com- 
puted as  "Drill".

CIRCULAR  LETTER  No.  24. 

Subject :    Additional  Pay  for  Oflicers  Performing  Administrative 
Duties. 

To :  The  Adjutants   General  of  all   States,  Territories  of 

Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  and  the  District  of  Columbia 
National  Guard. 

1.  Under  the  provisions  of  Section  14,  Act  of  June  10,  1922, 
field  officers  and  lieutenants  of  the  National  Guard  commanding  or- 
ganizations less  than  a  brigade,  and  having  administrative  func- 
tions, may  receive  $240.00  per  year  for  the  faithful  perfoi-mance 
of  the  administrative  duties  connected  therewith.  (A  captain 
commanding  an  organization  receives  $240,  per  year  without  any 
reference  to  "the  faithful  performance  of  administrative  duties," 
etc,  (See.  109,  National  Defense  Act,  as  amended). 

2.  In  order  that  there  may  be  no  misunderstanding  relative  to 
the  application  of  these  provisions  of  the  law  the  following  informa- 
tion is  published  for  the  guidance  of  all  concerned  : 

(a)    Definitions  : 

(1)  An  Orfjanization :  In  the  National  Guard  an  organization, 
is  defined  as  a  unit  having  a  prescribed  enlisted  strength  of  not 
less  then  Ivi,  for  which  a  separate  table  ot  organization  has  been 
issued  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  or  the  composition  of  which  is, 
in  certain  cases,  provided  for  by  Army  Regulations  or  National 
Guard  Regulations. 

(2)  Beparate  battalion  or  squadron  :  A  separate  battalion  or 
squadron  is  defined  as  a  battalion  or  squadron  which  is  not  a  part 
of  a  regiment  or  other  similar  administrative  unit. 

(3)  Detached  battalion  or  squadron:  In  the  National  Guard, 
a  detached  battalion  or  squadron  is  defined  as  a  battalion  or  squad- 
ron belonging  to  a  regiment  (or  other  similar  administrative  unit) 
the  regimental  or  other  similar  administrative  headquarters  of 
which  has  beeu  allotted  to  a  State  other  than  that  in  which  the- 
battalion  is  located. 

(4)  Administrative  duties:  Administrative  duties  consist  of 
those  duties  connected  with  the  discipline,  preservation  of  equip- 
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ment,  subsistenoe,  pay,  clothing  accounts,  reports,  'returns  and 
the  keeping  of  records  of  an  organization.  In  other  words,  all 
duties  other  than  tho«e  pertaining  to  the  drilling  and  training  of 
trooijs.  The  faithful  performance  of  duties  by  an  officer  may 
be  defined  as  that  performance  which  is  in  keeping  with  the  oath 
and  requirements  of  his  office.      (Opin.  J.  A.  G.,  Nov.  14,  1922).

pay  at  the  rate  of  $240.00  per  year  when  the  pay  roll  bears  the 
proper  certificate  of  the  instructor  to  that  effect.

1.  Referring  to  Circular  Letter  No.  24,  Militia  Bureau,  War 
I>eparriiK'nt.  dated  ilnrdi  8.  l'J28.  transmitted  by  first  Indorse- 
ment from  your  office,  file  No.  240  Finance,  dated  March  21,  1923. 
it  is  noted  that  said  Circular  Letter  prescribes  those  organizations 
for  which  adinitiistrafire  pay  is  payable  to  the  officers  comman- 
ding and  performing  the  administrative  duties  of  the  same.  In- 
formation is  rc(iuestea  as  to  wlietlier  or  not  it  will  be  necessary 
for_  organization  commanders  to  maintain  their  respective  organi- 
7,ations  at  not  less  than  the  minimum  strength  required  for  Feder- 
al recognition.  Under  date  of  February  24,  1922,  the  comptroller 
(ieneral  held  : 

"A  captain  in  the  National  Guard  is  not  entitled  to 
drill  pay  for  drills  attended  during  a  period  the  enlisted 
strength  of  hh  company  falls  below  the  minimum  re- 
quired for  Federal  recognition." 

"***that  minimum  is  equally  necessary  after  as  well 
as  at  the  time  of  recognition,  and  as  one  of  the  major 
duties  of  the  company  officers  of  the  National  Guard  is 
to  keep  the  organization  recruited  up  to  the  required 
strength,  it  follows  that  one  of  the  conditions  to  be  ful- 
filled before  a  company  officer  is  entitled  to  drill  nay  is 
that  HO  iier  cent  of  tlie  actual  enlisted  strength,  that  actual 
enlisted  strength  being  not  less  than  the'  minimum  re- 
quired for  Feiieral  recognition,  shall  attend  the  drill  and 
partieiuate  und-  r  (he  conditions  fixed  bv  the  statute.''** 
(1  Comp.  Gen.  449-451). 

2.  In  his  (the  Comptroller  General's)  decision  of  October 
28.  192_'.  regarding  afiministrative  pay  of  a  battalion  adjutant 
commanding  an  infantry  battalion  headquarters  company  in  which 
he  quotes  Section  14,  after  June  10,  1922,  he  recites  the  strength 
of  the  battalion  headquarters  company  as  follows  : 
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"***The  headquarters  company  comprises  a  company  hend- 
Qiifirtprs  of  fAght  en'istefl  men.  nn  intelligence  section  of  "thirteen 
eniistc'l  men  and  a  cornnmnieations  platoon  composed  of  a  platoon 
i)i^nfIonnrters  of  one  rnlisted  man,  a  m.essnge  center  and  a  courier 
section  of  seven  enlisted  men.  a  wire  section  of  six  enlisted  men, 
a_  radio  and  panel  section  of  four  enlisted  men,  and  a  visual  sec- 
tion of  two  enlisted  men;  a  total  of  twenty  enlisted  men  for  the 
'■':i<o;in  and  forty-one  for  the  entire  company."  (2  Comp.  Ger.. 
296) . 

3.  Under  date  of  November  21.  1922.  the  Comptroller  General 
11.  h-y.  (ipr-isinn  in  v.'hioh  he  quotes  Section  14.  Act  of  June  10, 
1922.  held  in  part  as  follows  : 

"Accordingly.  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  pay  at  the  annual  rat" 
of  ,'^240  provided  for  a  captain  commanding  an  organiz.ation  is 
payable  for  the  satisfactory  performance  of  his  duties  as  the  or- 
ganization commander  under  regulations  of  the  War  Department 
while  in  an  Armory  Drill  pay  status  under  Section  109.*'''*** 
(2  Comp.  Gen.  335). 

4.  From  the  above  it  would  appear  that  in  order  for  an 
(vRieor  to  ho  entitled  to  administrative  pay  that  he  must  be  in  an 
cv.nnrii  drill  pay  nfafiis  and  to  be  in  nn  armor.v  drill  pay  status  h'"^ 
must  maintain  his  organization  at  not  less  than  the  minimum 
required  for  Federal  recognition. 

5.  The  opinion  seems  to  prevail  among  some  of  the  ofricers  of 
tiic  Nntional  Guard  that  once  an  organi7>ation  is  Federally  rec- 
oi^iiized  tliat  it  is  not  necessar.v  for  said  organization  to  m.ain- 
tain  the  required  minimum  strength  for  Federal  recognition  in 
order  to  receive  administrative  pay.

3.  Paragraphs  445  and  452,  National  Guard  Regulations.  1922, 
require  certain  duties  to  be  performed  by  Field  and  Staff  Officers 
in  connection  with  their  armory  drill  and  authorize  instruct^>rs 
to  prescribe  these  duties  in  detail.  Circular  Letter  No.  50,  Militia 
Bureau,  1920,  amplifies  these  instructions  for  Officers  of  the  State

4.  The  regulations  governing  the  submission  of  applications  and 
the  conduct  of  the  examination  are  published  in  Array  Regulations 
605-5,  a  limited  number  of  which  are  available  for  distribution 
and  may  be  secured  at  the  above-named  offices.  Full  de'tails  con- 
cerning examinations  are  set  forth  in  these  regulations  and  pros- 
pective candidates  should  familiarize  themselves  with  the  provisions 
thereof.  In  connection  with  the  eligibility  of  candidates  special 
attention  is  called  to  the  following  provisions  of  the  regulations : 

a.  In  general,  appointments  will  be  made  abont  two  months 
after  the  date  of  final  examinations.  Applicants  must,  therefore, 
be  between  twenty  and  ten-twelfths  and  twenty-niae  and  ten- 
twelfths  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  final  examination. 

b.  Candidates  must  be  white  male  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
married  or  single. 

c.  At  the  time  of  the  final  examination  each  ap^icant  must 
be  in  one  of  the  following  classes: 

(1)  A  warrant  officer  or  enlisted  man  of  the  Regular  Army 
having  had  not  less  than  two  years'  service  as  such. 

(2)  A  Reserve  Officer  or  a  number  of  the  Enlisted  Reserve 
C»rp8. 
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(3)  An  officer,  warrant  officer,  or  enlisted  man  uf  the  National 
Guard. 

(4)  A  graduate  of  a  teelmical  institution  approved  by  the 
Secretary  of  War. 

Any  civilian  of  the  required  age  who  passes  the  preliminary 
examination,  may  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  his  eligibility, 
enlist  in  the  Reserve  Corps.  Such  enlistment  may  be  accomplished 
by  the  Examining  Boards.  In  case  of  failure  to  receive  appoint- 
ment the  candidate  may  be  discharged  from  his  enlistment  in  the 
Reserve  Corps  at  his  own  request. 

5.  The  examination  is  divided  into  two  parts : 

a.  Preliminary  examinations  will  be  conducted  throughout  the 
Third  Corps  Area  in  large  cities,  and  camps,  posts  and  stations  of 
the  Regular  Army,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Corps  Area 
CJommander.  This  examination  will  consist  of  an  oral  inquiry 
into  the  physical,  moral  and  mental  qualifications  of  an  applicant 
to  determine  whether  or  not  he  has  the  requisite  qualifications 
to  justify  his  proceeding  with  the  final  examination,  and  is  for 
the  purpose  of  eliminating  those  who  are  manifestly  unfitted  for 
a  career  in  the  Army.  Such  preliminary  examinations  avoid  in- 
convenience and  unnecessary  expense  to  both  the  Government 
and  the  candidate. 

b.  The  final  examination  is  held  simultaneously  throughout 
the  country  and  is  the  same  for  all  candidates.  The  scope  of  the 
mental  examination  is  such  as  to  insure  the  Army  securing  men 
of  the  requisite  educational  foundation  to  enable  them  to  satis- 
factorily perform  the  duties  of  officers  in  the  Ai-my.  The 
elementary  part  of  this  examination  embraces  the  subjects  usually 
covered  in  grammer  and  high  schools.  The  advanced  part  of  the 
examination  consists  of  but  three  subjects  to  be  selected  by  the 
candidate  from  three  groups,  subject  to  certain  conditions. 

6.  Candidates  tor  appointment  in  the  Air  Sei  vice,  Engineers, 
Signal  Corps,  Chemical  Warfare  Service  and  Ordnance  Department 
are  required  to  satisfy  certain  technical  requirements,  either  by 
examination  or  by  having  graduated  from  technical  schools. 

7.  The  regulations  provide  liberal  exemptions  from  examina- 
tions in  various  subjects  according  to  the  education,  training  and 
experience  that  the  candidate  has  had.  The  granting  of  exemp- 
tions has  been  placed  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  examining 
boards,  both  preliminary  and  final.  Advice,  however,  may  be 
secured  from  The  Adjutant.  Headquarters  Third  Corps  Area, 
Standard  Oil  Building,  Baltimore.  Maryland,  upon  application, 
giving  the  exemptions  that  will  be  granted  by  the  examining 
boardri  and  the  studies  which  the  applicant  should  pursue  in  prep- 
aration for  the  examination.  Such  advice  by  this  headquarters 
is  based  upon  copies  of  certificates  or  letters  from  the  institution 
attended,  showing  comnletion  in  the  subjects  for  which  exemption 
la  desired,  and  which  should  be  submitted  by  the  candidate. 

8.  Each  candidate  is  permitted  to  express  his  first  and  sec/)nd 
dioice  of  the  branch  of  service  in  which  he  desires  to  be  appointed. 
In  making  appointments,  however,  while  the  preferences  of  can- 
didates will  be  given  due  consideration,  the  War  Department 
reserves  the  right  to  assign  them  to  those  branches  of  the  Service 
for  which  they  may  be  most  suited.

To:  The  Adjutants  General  of  all  States,  Territories  of

National  Guard. 

1.  In  connection  with  Circular  Letter  No.  24,  dated  March 
8,  1923,  regarding  the  payment  of  the  $240  per  year  additional 
pay  to  officers  commanding  organizations,  the  following  decision 
of  the  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States,  addressed  to 
Major  P.  G.  Hoyt,  U.  S.  Army,  dated  February  13,  1922,  is 
quoted  for  your  information  and  guidance : 

"I  received  January  12,  1922,  your  letter  of  December 
19,  1921,  requesting  decision  whether  you  are  author- 
ized to  pay  a  claim  of  Captain  Caleb  West,  C.  A.  C, 
Massachussetts  National  Guard,  as  captain  in  com- 
mand of  Ninth  Company,  First  Coast  Defense  Com- 
mand, Massachusetts  National  Guard,  for  $240  a 
year  additional  pay  under  section  109  of  the  National 
Defense  act,  as  amended  by  the  act  of  June  4,  1920, 
41  stat.,  783,  for  'captains  commanding  organizations', 
for  a  period  from  April  27,  to  June  30,  1921. 
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"The  supplemental  roll  transmitted  states  that  Cap- 
tain West  was  detailed  to  command  the  Ninth  Com- 
pany, First  Coast  l>efense  Commana,  Massaclmsetts 
National  Guard,  per  paragraph  2  of  Regimental 
Special  Orders  No.  11,  dated  April  27,  1921. 
"It  further  appears  from  the  submission  that  Cap- 
tain West  at  time  of  and  during  the  detail  was  a 
member  of  the  coast  defense  headquarters  in  the 
capacity  of  coast  defense  quartermaster,  and  has 
been  paid  under  section  109  of  the  national  defense 
act,  as  above  amended,  for  a  period  from  March  14  to 
June  30,  1921,  as  a  member  of  the  field  and  staff. 
First  Coast  Defense  Command,  for  the  'satisfactory 
performance'  of  his  'appropriate  duties'  as  an  oiSeer 
not  belonging  to  an  organization. 

"Section  109  of  the  National  Defense  Act,  as  amended 
by  the  act  of  June  4,  1920,  41  Stat.,  783,  provides  : 

Captains  and  lieutenants  belonging  to  organizations  of  the 
National  Guard  shall  receive  compensation  at  the  rate  of  one- 
thirtieth  o!  I  he  monthly  base  pay  of  their  grades  as  prescribed 
for  the  Regular  Army  for  each  regular  drill  or  other  period  of 
instruction  authorized  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  not  exceeding  five 
in  any  one  calendar  month,  ;it  which  they  shall  have  been  officially 
present  for  the  entire  required  period,  and  at  which  at  least  50 
per  centum  of  the  commissioned  strength  and  60  per  centum  of  the 
enlisted  strength  attend  and  partieiriate  for  not  less  than  one  and 
one  half  hours.  Captains  commanding  organizations  shall  receive 
$240  a  year  in  addition  to  the  drill  pay  herein  prescribed.  Ofiicers 
above  the  grade  of  captain  shall  receive  not  more  than  $500  a 
year,  and  officers  below  the  grade  of  major,  not  belonging  to 
organizations,  shall  receive  not  more  than  four-thirtieths  of  the 
monthly  base  pay  of  their  grades  for  satisfactory  performance  of 
their  appropriate  duties  under  such  reg-ulations  as  the  Secrtary  of 
War  may  prescribe.  F'ay  under  the  provisions  of  tliis  section 
shall  not  accrue  to  any  officer  during  a  period  when  he  shall  be 
lawfully  entitled  to  the  same  pay  as  an  oflicer  of  corresponding 
grade  in  the  Regular  Army :  *  *  *. 

"The  $240  a  year  additional  now  claimed  is  pay- 
able to  ea[)tainR  commanding  organizations  'in  addi- 
tion to  the  drill  pay'  said  section  109  as  amended 
authorizes,  which  in  turn  is  payable  to  captains 
only  who  belong  to  organizations,  from  which  it  is 
deduced  that  the  $240  additional  per  year  is  payable 
to  captains  only  who  belong  to  oi'ganizations. 

"Captain  West  has  already  received  pay  for  satis- 
factory performance  of  duty  as  an  otHcer  not  belong- 
ing to  an  organization.  He  is  not  entitled  in  addition 
to  the  $240  a  year  authorized  for  captains  in  com- 
mand of  organizations  who  belong  to  organizations. 
In  other  words,  the  statute  does  not  contemplate  that 
he  shall  at  the  same  time  receive  additional  pay 
under  it  as  an  officer  belonging  to  an  organization 
and  as  not  belonging  to  one. 

"It  appears  that  Captain  West  was  a  member 
of  headquarters,  First  Coast  Defense  Command  and 
coast  defense  quartermaster;  that  he  was  mer;ly  de- 
taled  to  take  command  of  the  Ninth  Company  as 
distinguished  from  being  pennaiiently  transferred  to 
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it,  and  that  accordingly  be  did  not  daring  any  por- 
tion of  the  period  belong  to  the  Ninth  Company. 

"You   are  advised,   therefore,  that  you  are  not 
authorized  to  pay  the  voucher".

1.  In  \u)\v  of  the  fact  that  airplanes,  airplane  engines  and 
materiel  requisitioned  by  the  National  Guard  are  very  seldom 
available  in  the  Corps  Area  in  which  the  requisitioning  National 
Guard  unit  is  located,  and  in  order  to  secure  a  more  uniform 
manner  of  routing  requis'lions  for  Air  Service  materiel,  the  Sec- 
retary of  War  directs  tliis  P>ui-oan  to  request  that  all  requisi- 
tions for  airi)laiies,  airplane  engines  and  materiel  be  submitted 
by  the  U.  S.  Property  and  Disbursing  Officers  of  the  several 
States,  Territories  and  the  District  of  Columbia  to  the  Corps 
Area  or  Di'partment  Commanders. 

2.  Upon  receipt  of  a  requisition  for  airplanes,  airplane  engines 
or  materiel,  the  Corps  Area  or  Department  Commanders  will 
issue  all  the  articles  called  for  which  are  available  within  the 
Corps  Area  or  Department.  The  Coi-]>s  Area  Coramauder,  hav- 
ing none  of  the  remaining  supplies  on  hand,  will  forward  the 
requisition  to  the  Chief  of  Air  Service,  ilirough  the  Militia  Bureau, 
by  indorsement  containing  a  statement  as  to  whch  articles  hav^ 
been  issued  from  the  supply  within  the  Coitjs  Area  or  Depart- 
ment. The  Chief  of  Air  Service  will  tlion  take  necessary  steps 
to  have  the  remaining  articles  issued.

1.  The  Chief  of  Ordinance  informs  this  Bureau  that  a  quantity 
of  arm  racks,  M-1920,  for  U.  S.  Rifle,  Cal.  30,  M1903-17,  is 
available  for  issue  to  the  National  Guard  at  $14.73  each,  and 
that  a  quantity  of  pistol  and  revolver  racks  (each  holding  80 
pistols  •r  revolvers)  will  be  manufactured  at  approximately  §50.00 
each. 

2.  It  is  desired  that  all  National  Guard  organizations  which 
have  not  been  equipped  with  arm  racks,  be  so  equipped,  and  it 
is  requested  that  the  U.  S.  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  in 
each  State  submit  requisition  therefor  to  the  Corps  Area  com- 
mander in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  General  Ordert 
No.  6,  War  Department,  1922. 

3.  The  quantities  of  arm  racks  requisitioned  should  be  limited 
to  absolute  minimum  requirements,  and  should  be  submitted  at 
the  earliest  practicable  date  in  order  that  deliveries  may  be 
effected  before  the  expiration  of  the  present  fiscal  year.

CIRCULAR  LETTER  No.  29. 

Subject :    Decision  of  the  Comptroller  General,    re-rental  allow- 
ance. 

To:  The  Adjutants  General  of  all  States,  and  the  Terri- 

tories of  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico,  and  the  District 
of  Columbia  National  Guard. 

1.  _  'Fhe  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States  having  been 
requlsted  to  give  his  interpretation  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
of  Congress  approved  March  4,  1923,  providing  for  the  payment 
of  the  rental  allowances  to  National  Guard  Oflicers,  the  follow- 
ing decision  of  that  official,  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  War 
under  date  of  March  23,  1923,  is  quoted  for  the  information  and 
guidaaeo  of  all  concerned : 
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"I  have  your  letter  of  March  8,  1923,  in  which 
you  state  that  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment to  issue  instructions  to  United  States  property 
and  disbursing  officers  making  payments  to  National 
Guard  organizations  by  which  they  will  be  governed 
in  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  section  1 

of  the  act  of  March  4,  1928,  42  Stat.,  

(Public  No.  523),  and  you  request  decision  whether 
the  War  Department's  interpretation  of  the  section 
is  a  correct  basis  for  formulating  the  instructions. 
It  is  stated  that : 

'This  section  is  interpreted  to  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment hereafter  of  the  subsistence  allowance  and 
rental  of  quarters  to  officers,  and  warrant  officers 
of  the  National  Guard  while  participating  in  en- 
campments or  maneuvers,  or  in  attendance  at 
military  service  schools,  to  validate  all  payments  as 
have  been  denied  in  accordance  with  a  decision  from 
your  office  prior  to  the  enactment  of  the  act  just 
referred  to'. 

"The  section  in  question  provides : 

'That  officers  and  warrant  officers  of  the  National 
Guard,  while  participating  in  exercises  or  perform- 
ing the  duties  provided  for  by  sections  94,  97,  and 
99  of  the  National  Defense  Act,  approved  June  3, 
1916,  as  amended,  and  re'=-:erve  officers  and  reserve 
warrant  officers  of  any  of  the  services  mentioned 
in  the  title  of  the  Pay  Rendjustment  Act  of  June 
10.  1022,  while  on  active  duty,  including  duty  for 
training  purposes,  shall  receive  the  allowances  pres- 
cribed for  officers  and  warrant  officers  of  the  reg- 
ular services  under  sections  5,  6,  and  11  of  the  said 
pay  act,  and  payments  heretofore  made,  or  accruing 
under  the  operation  of  this  section,  hereby  made  re- 
troactive in  effect,  for  rental  allowances  to  officers 
and  warrant  officers  of  the  National  Guard  or  re- 
serves while  attending  camps  of  instruction  or  serr- 
ice  schools  are  hereby  validated.' 

"This  section  gives  to  officers  and  warrant  officers 
of  the  National  Guard  participating  in  exercisis  or 
performing  the  duties  provided  for  by  sections  94, 
97,  and  99  of  the  National  Defense  Act,  approved 
June  3,  1916,  as  amended,  the  subsistence  allowance 
provided  by  section  5  of  the  act  of  June  10,  1922, 
42  Stat.,  628,  provisions  for  the  payment  of  which 
in  such  a  situation  is  specifically  made  in  section 
14  of  the  same  act ;  and  the  provisions  were  so  con- 
strued by  this  office — 2  Comp.  Gen.,  406,  407,  answer 
to  question  (b). 

"Section  94  of  the  act  of  June  3,  1916,  39  Stat., 
206,  bears  the  description  title  'Encampments  and 
Maneuvers'  section  97  authorizes  'camns  for  the  in- 
struction of  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  National 
Guard' ;  and  section  99'  bears  the  doscriiitive  title 
'National  Guard  officers  and  men  at  service  schools, 
and  so  forth'.  The  provisions  of  section  1  of  the  act 
of  March  4,  1923,  prospectively,  are  applicable  to 
officers  and  warrant  officers  of  the  National  Guard 
entitled  to  pay  under  all  three  of  the  sections  of 
the  National  Defense  Act  mentioned.    It  is  not  clear 
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from  the  clause  in  the  section  what  precisely  is  'here- 
by made  retroactive  in  effect',  the  payments  made 
which  it  validates  seemingly  being  limited  to  'pay- 
ments *  *  *  *  for  rental  allowances  to  olBcers  and 
warrant  officers  of  the  National  Guard  or  reserves 
while  attending  camps  of  instruction  or  service 
schools' ;  and  that  is  does  not  in  terms  include  at- 
tendance at  encampments  and  maneuvers  under  sec- 
tion 94. 

"The  section  is  palpably  ambiguous,  but  the  true 
intent  of  the  section  may  be  ascertained  by  a  con- 
sideration of  the  conditions  requiring  the  remedial 
legislation. 

"By  decision  of  September  29,  1922,  2  Comp.  Gen., 
241,  and  243,  it  was  held  that  active  duty  at  train- 
ing camps  was  not  field  duty  within  the  meaning 
of  section  6  of  the  act  of  June  10,  1922,  and  that 
members  of  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps  wiih  depend- 
ents who  attended  such  camps  were  not  entitled  to 
the  rental  allowance  notwithstanding  their  depend- 
ents did  not  occupy  public  quarters.  This  construc- 
tion of  section  6  was  applied  to  officers  of  the  Na- 
tional Guard  with  dependents  attending  encamp- 
ments under  section  94  of  tho  National  Defense  Act 
bv  decision  of  October  17,  1922,  14  MS,  Comp.  Gen., 
934.  Bv  decision  of  October  30,  1922,  14  MS.  Comp. 
G(  n.,  2047,  and  December  29,  1922,  2  Comp.  Gen., 
406,  408,  answer  to  question  (c)  it  was  held  in  effecT:, 
with  respect  to  officers  of  the  National  Guard  at- 
tending service  scliools  under  sectin  99  of  the  Na- 
tional Defense  Act,  that  if  public  quarters  for  the 
officer  himself  were  available  the  rental  allowance 
was  not  payable  to  the  officer  as  through  public 
quarters  were  not  available  because  he  had  depend- 
ents who  could  not  be  accomodated  in  the  quarters 
available  for  his  own  occupancy. 

"It  seems  to  have  been  the  purpose  in  the  enactment 
of  section  1  of  the  act  of  March  4,  1923,  to  relieve 
these  situations  and  to  extend  the  benefits  of  section 
6  of  the  act  of  June  10,  1922,  to  officers  with  de- 
pendents attending  encampments  or  maneuvers  under 
section  04  of  the  National  Defense  Act,  camps  of 
instruction  under  section  97  of  the  act,  and  Military 
service  schools  under  section  99,  and  the  construc- 
tion of  the  provision  adopted  should  advance  the 
remedy  of  the  conditions  in  the  contemplation  of 
Congress. 

"Accordingly,  while  the  law  is  reasonably  open 
to  the  construction  that  payments  heretofore  made 
of  rental  allowances  to  officers  of  the  National  Guard 
with  dependents,  during  attendance  at  encampments 
or  maneuvers  are  not  in  terms  validated  by  the  act, 
they  are  nevertheless  within  the  spirit  and  intent 
of  the  act,  and  relief  will  be  accorded  as  in  the 
case  of  rental  allowance  paid  to  officers  with  de- 
pendents while  attending  camps  of  instruction  in  all 
cases  where  the  payment  is  established  as  proper,  as 
hereinafter  indicated. 

"Rental  allowance  is  a  contingent  allowance  pay- 
able only  'if  public  quarters  are  not  available' ;  it  is 
not  payable  to  an  officrr  without  dependents  who 
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attends  encampments,  maneuvers  or  camps  of  instruc- 
tion,, as  quarters  or  shelter  are  furnished  for  the 
entire  personnel  by  or  at  the  expense  of  the  United 
States.  Such  quarters  or  shelter  constitute  public 
quarters,  and  the  contingency  in  which  rental  al- 
lowance is  payable  to  an  officer  without  dependents 
does  not  arise. 

"Officers  of  the  National  Guard  with  or  without 
dependents,  who  attend  service  schools  under  sectioa 
99  of  the  National  Defense  Act,  and  for  whom  public 
quarters  are  not  available,  are  entitled  to  the  rental 
allownnoe  prescribed  by  section  6  of  the  act  of  June 
10,  1922.  It  should  be  observed,  however,  that  a> 
the  service  school  is  the  officer's  station,  if  .m  officer 
is  given  a  certificate  of  nonavailability  of  public 
quarters  because  quarters  for  his  dependents  are  not 
available,  should  the  officer  himself  occupy  public 
quarters  the  right  to  rental  allowance  ceases.  In 
all  cases  of  payment  of  rental  allowance  to  National 
Guard  officers  attending  military  service  schools,  the 
usual  certificate  ot  nonavailability  of  public  quarters 
will  be  required ;  supplemented  by  a  certificate  by 
the  certifying  officer  that  within  his  knowledge  the 
claiming  officer  did  not  occupy  public  quarters  either 
by  assignment  or  as  the  guest  of  others  to  whom 
public  quarters  were  assigned.  The  claiming  officer 
will  also  be  reqiured  to  certify  that  he  did  not 
occupy  public  quarters  either  by  assignment  or  as 
the  guest  of  others  to  whom  public  quarters  were 

assigned  'but  resided  at  (giving  the 

street  address  and  city  or  town  where  resided)  dur- 
ing the  period  covered  by  this  claim'. 

"Officers  of  the  National  Guard  with  dependents 
attending  encampments,  or  maneuvers  under  section 
94  of  the  National  Defense  Act  or  camps  of  instruc- 
tion under  section  97  are  entitled  to  the  rental  al- 
lowance prescribed  by  section  6  of  the  act  of  June 
10,  1922,  if  thi  ir  dependents  are  not  occupying  pub- 
lic quarters  during  the  period  covered  by  the  claim. 

"It  should  be  stated  in  this  connection  that  in 
all  cases  of  claims  for  allowance  under  sections  5 
and  6  of  the  act  of  June  10,  1922  (whether  for  the 
increased  subsistence  allowance  or  for  the  rental  al- 
lowance) because  of  a  dependent  mother  under  sec- 
tion 4  of  the  act  of  June  10,  1922,  the  officer  will 
be  required  to  establish  the  fact  of  dependency  of 
the  mother  in  the  same  manner  as  is  required  of 
officers  of  the  Regular  Army. 
"Your  question  is  answered  accordingly". 
2.    From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  noted : 

(1)  that  the  act  of  March  4,  1923,  does  not  validate  the 
payment  of  the  rental  allowance  to  officers  while  attending  camps 
of  instruction,  who  were  without  dependents,  nor  does  it  authorize 
the  payment  of  the  rent.il  allowance  in  the  future  in  such 
circumstances ; 

(2.)  that  is  does  not  validate  the  payment  of  the  rental  al- 
lowance to  officers  attending  Miliary  Service  Schools,  whether 
with  or  without  dependents,  in  case  they  occupied  public  quarters 
at  the  school  regardless  of  the  fact  that  there  were  no  public 
quarters  available  for  their  dependents ;  nor  docs  it  authorise 
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payBa#>nt  of  the  rental  allowance  in  the  future  in  any  ease  where 
officer  accepts  and  occupies  quarters  for  himself  at  the  school.

1.  Attention  is  invited  to  section  4  of  the  Act  of  Congress 
«p|Wf«ved  March  4,  1923,  reading  as  follows : 

"That  payments  heretofore  made  to  captaiils  and 
Meutenants  belonginp:  to  organizations  of  the  Na- 
tional Guard  for  drills  provided  for  in  section  109, 
National  Defense  Act,  at  which  at  least  50  per 
centum  of  the  commissioned  strength  and  60  per 
centum  or  more  of  the  enlisted  strength,  but  not  less 
than  GO  per  ccntnni  of  the  required  recognition 
strength  attended  and  participated  for  the  required 
time  be  and  the  same  are  hereby,  validated ;  and 
such  officers,  who  have  heretofore  participated  in 
drills  held  under  the  conditions  prescribf^d  in  this 
section  and  who  have  not  been  paid  therefor,  shall 
be  paid  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section."

The  following  decision  of  the  Comptroller  General  of  the  United 
States,  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  War  under  date  of  March 
15,  1923,  is  published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all 
concerned : 

"I  have  your  letter  of  February  21,  1923,  relative 
to  certain  provisions  of  section  67  of  the  act  of 
June  3,  1916,  39  Stat.,  199,  as  amended  by  section 
3  of  the  act  of  September  22,  1922,  42  Stat.,  1034, 
and  to  the  appropriation  'Arming,  Equipping  and 
Training  the  National  Guard,  1923,"  act  of  June 
30th,  1922,  42  Stat.,  749,  in  Connection  with  which 
decision  is  requested. 

In  view  of  the  wording  of  the  act  of  September  22,  1922, 
whether  the  items  appropriated  under  the  appropriation  'Ai-ming, 
Equipping  and  Training  the  National  Guard,  1023 ;  constituting 
one  fund  and  whether  the  funds  appropriated  under  the  item 
'General  expenses,  equipment  and  instruction.  National  Guard' 
are  available  for  the  purchase  of  land  to  be  used  as  target 
ranges  by  the  National  Guard! 

The  appropriation  in  question  provides: 
*********** 

In  submitting  estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  192.S,  the  War 
Department  asked  for  the  restoration  of  the  language  appearing 
in  the  appropriation  acts  for  the  fiscal  years  1918  to  1921^ 
inclusive,  consolidating  the  separate  items  of  appropriation  into 
one  fund.  The  Budget,  1923,  This  request  was  not  acceded  to 
by  Congress,  and  the  appropriation  as  enacted  is  of  definite 
amounts  for  specified  objects  in  connection  with  arming,  equip- 
ping and  training  the  National  Guard.  It  is  obvious  that  the 
appropriation  for  the  current  year  does  not  constitute  one  fund, 
and  your  first  question  is  answered  in  the  negative. 
*********** 

Section  3736,  Revised  Statutes,  Provides : 

'No  land  shall  be  purchased  on  account  of  the 
United  States,  except  under  a  law  authorizing  such 
purchase.' 

*********** 

Your  second  question  is  answered  by  saying  tliat  the  appro- 
priation 'for  general  expenses,  equipment  and  instruction,  Natio»al 
Guard,  1923'  is  not  available  for  the  purchase  of  land  to  be  used 
as  target  ranges  by  the  National  Guard.    7  Comp.  Dec.  524".

1.  The  following  provisions  of  section  2  of  the  Act  of  Con- 
gress approved  March  4,  1023,  is  published  for  the  information 
and  guidance  of  all  concerned : 

"That  service  rendered  by  National  Guard  officers 
during  temporary  Federal  recognition,  pi'ior  to  De- 
cember 1.5,  1922,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
rendered  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 75,  National  Defense  Act,  approved  June  3, 
1916;  and  all  payments  heretofore  or  herf after  made 
therefor  are  hereby  validated  and  authorized". 

2.  From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  noted  that  all  National 
Guard  officers  extended  temporary  Federal  recognition  and  who 
failed  to  qualify  under  the  pi-ovisions  of  section  75  of  the  National 
Defense  Act  prior  to  December  15,  1922,  are  entitled  to  payment 
for  armory  drill  service  and  services  rendered  during  encamp- 
ments, pro-aiding  the  other  provisions  of  law  and  regulations 
were  complied  with. 

3.  Supplemental  pay  rolls  covering  the  sendees  rendered  by 
such  officers  at  camps  should  be  prepared  and  payments  made  by 
Unitrd  States  Property  and  Distributing  Officers.  Supplemental 
pay  rolls  covering  armory  drills  performed  by  these  officers  should 
be  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Corps  Area  concerned.

Subject:    .22  Caliber  Subcaliber  Tubes  for  75-mm  Guns. 
To:  All  Corps  Area  Commanders,  Adjutants  General  of  all 

States,  and  Field  Artillery  Instructors. 

1.  In  the  near  future  the  Ordinance  Department  will  ha^e 
available  for  issue  to  National  Guard  Field  Artillery  75-mm  bat- 
teries, a  supply  of  .22  caliber  subcaliber  tubes  modified  for  use 
in  the  adapters  now  furnished  as  subcaliber  equipment  with  the 
.30  caliber  barrel,  as  authorized  in  A.  G.  472.813  (2/23/23) 
(Misc.  Div.). 

2.  Each  75-mm  gun  battery  will  submit  a  requisition  for  four 
.22  caliber  subcaliber  tubes  for  75-mm  guns,  model  1897,  and  40 
cartridge  holders.  Requisitions  should  refer  to  this  circular  letter 
as  authority  for  the  issue  of  this  equipment. 

3.  No  ammunition  can  be  supplied  at  the  present  time,  but 
both  flash  light  and  ordinary  .22  caliber  amunition  can  be  pur- 
chased from  commercial  firms  at  little  cost.  The  flash  light 
ammunition  can  be  used  for  subcaliber  practice  in  the  armories 
at  night  and  the  ordinary  ammunition  for  out  of  doors  work 
during  the  day  time.  This  subcaliber  work  will  afford  excellent 
training  for  the  gun  crews  and  also  for  the  officers  in  the  conduct 
of  fire.  By  manipulating  the  angle  of  site,  service  ranges  can 
be  used.

National  Guard  organizations  will  fire  in  accordanfe 
with  the  conditions  set  forth  in  paragraph  102,  except 
that  organizations,  or  individual  members  thereof,  nor- 
mally required  to  fire  Course  A,  may  be  authorized  by  the  • 
Militia  Bureau,  under  specific  conditions,  to  fire  Course 
B  or  Course  C.  Such  authority  may  be  so  granted  in  the 
following  cases : 

a.    Where  a  suitable  range  for  Course  A  is  not  available. 

&.  Where,  althniT^'h  a  suitable  rangi'  for  Conrse  A  m;iy 
be  available,  lack  of  time  or  the  status  of  markmanship 
training  of  organizations,  or  certain  members  thereof, 
would  prevent  the  attainment  of  profitable  results. 

A  report  of  target  firing  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Chief 
of  the  Militia  Bureau  as  soon  after  the  close  of  the 
practice  season  as  practicable,  but  not  later  than  March 
31  of  the  following  year.    (C.  R.  M.  No.  ,  Mar. 

,  1923)" 

2.  The  authority  granted  to  the  Militia  Bureau,  in  the  above 
change  to  paragraph  103,  Rifle  Marksmanship,  to  authorize  the 
firing  of  Course  B  or  C,  under  certain  specific  conditions,  by 
organizations  or  individuals  normally  required  to  fire  Course  A, 
is  hereby  delegated  to  the  respective  Corps  Area  commanders, 
who  arc  authorized  to  dispose  of  all  cases  falling  within  the  scope 
of  paragraph  103,  during  the  1923  target  practice  season. 

3.  It  is  requested  that  records  be  kept  of  all  such  cases  and 
that  a  corn;ii!od  report  of  same  be  furnished  the  Militia  Bureau 
by  the  Corps  Area  commanders  at  the  end  of  the  small-aims  target 
practice  season.

National  Guard,  the  Commanding  Ofiicers  of  Corps 
Areas  and  Departments. 

1.  Parts  of  the  new  Infantry  Training  Regulations  (replacing, 
in  effect,  a  large  part  of  the  subject  matter  at  present  contained 
in  Infantry  Drill  Regulations)  which  are  now  about  to  go  to 
the  printer,  are  expected  to  be  available  for  distribution  commenc- 
ing July  1st.  The  majority  of  the  Infantry  Training  Regulations 
will  be  published  probably  during  the  coming  summer  and  fall. 
Inasmuch  as  these  regulations  will  not  be  available  for  use  prior 
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to  the  1923  Field  Training  period,  it  is  believed  advisable  to  ad- 
here to  the  existing  Infantry  Drill  Regulations  during  this  year's 
field  training.  It  i?  expected  that  the  new  regulations  will  be 
available  for  the  1924  Armory  instruction. 

2.  In  order  to  avoid  confusion  and  to  secure  uniformity  in 
instruction,  it  is,  therefore,  requested  that  instructors  be  directed 
not  to  make  use  of  advance  copies  of  the  new  Infantry  Training 
Regulations  during  the  present  armory  season  and  1923  field  en- 
campments, where  the  organizations  concerned  have  not  had  the 
opportunity  to  become  familiar  with  same.  This  has  special  re- 
ference to  changes  in  the  mechanics  of  drill,  or  similar  questions. 

3.  Requisitions  for  the  new  Infantry  Training  Regulations 
should  not  be  submitted,  as  the  distribution  will  be  made  from 
time  to  time  witliout  requisition  as  soon  as  the  several  parts  are 
received  from  The  Adjutant  General.

1.  Under  the  provisions  of  Section  14,  Act  of  June  10,  1922, 
field  officers  and  lieutenants  of  the  National  Guard  commanding 
organizations  less  tlinn  a  brigade,  and  having  administrative  func- 
tions, may  receive  if240.00  per  year  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  the  administrative  duties  connected  therewith.  (A  captain 
commanding  an  organization  receives  $240.  per  year  without  any 
reference  to  "the  faithful  performance  of  administrative  duties,"' 
etc.)     (Sec.  109,  National  Defense  Act,  as  amended). 

2.  In  order  that  there  may  be  no  misunderstanding  relative  to 
the  application  of  those  provisions  of  the  law  the  following  in- 
formation is  published  for  the  guidance  of  all  concerned : 

(a)  Definition's: 

(1)  An  Orffanization :    In  the  National  Guard  an  organi- 
zation is  defined  as  a  unit  having  a  prescribed  enlisted 
strength  of  not  less  than  16,  for  which  a  separate  table  of 
organization  has  been  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  or 
the  composition  of  which  is,  in  certain  cases,  provided  for 

by  Army  Regulations  or  National  Guard  Regulations.

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(3)  Detached  battaUon  or  squadron:    In  the  National 
Guard,  a  detached  battalion  or  squadron  is  defined  as  a  * 
battalion  or  squadron  belonging  to  a  regiment  (or  other 
similar  administrative  unit)  the  regimental  or  other  simi- 
lar administrative  headquarters  of  which  has  been  allotted

1.  The  following  Ordnance  Field  Service  Bulletin  is  quoted 
for  your  information. 

"1.  Section  VI.  Circular  205,  War  Department,  1922, 
directs  that  organization  commanders  obtain  Machine  Gun 
Record  Book,  O.  O.  Form  5959 ;  Artillery  Gun  Books,  O. 
O.  Form  5825;  and  Ordnance  Motor  Books,  O.  O.  Form 
5956,  for  each  machine  gun,  mobile,  anti-aircraft  or  rail- 
way gun,  and  Ordnance  Motor  vehicles  in  their  possession. 
They  arc  also  required  to  record  the  prescribed  dnta  in 
these  books. 

"2.  Ordnance  Officers  in  making  their  inspections 
should  see  that  the  above  books  are  in  the  possession  of 
organizations  and  are  kept  up  to  date. 

"3.  Ordnance  establishments  when  issuing  machine 
guns,  artillery,  or  Ordnance  motor  vehicles  will  see  that 
the  prescribed  book  is  furnished  with  each  of  such  ar- 
ticles. All  entries  will  be  made  in  these  books  by  the 
establishment  as  far  as  available  data  will  permit.  Books 
need  not  be  opened  at  the  establishment  for  every  one  of 
such  articles  in  their  possession  at  this  time,  but  a  book 
should  be  started  preferably  at  the  time  of  overhaul,  but 
under  any  condition  before  issue.  Such  information  as 
may  be  available  in  the  Ordnance  Office  on  the  number 
■  of  rounds  fired  by  any  gun  will  be  furnished  on  request. 
Entries  of  the  date  of  overhaul  should  be  made  in  the 
book.  Star  gage  records  should  be  entered  by  the  estab- 
lishment. 

"4.  A  supply  of  books  may  be  obtained  by  request  on 
the  Ordnance  Office,  except  O.  O.  Form  5959,  which  will 
be  superseded  by  a  new  book  now  beingi  compiled." 

2.  Reports  have  reached  the  Militia  Bureau  that  in  a  large 
number  of  cases  organization  commanders  having  Artillery  guns, 
machine  guns  and  Ordnance  motor  vehicles  arc  not  keeping  the 
books  for  them  up  to  date  as  prescribed. 

3.  The  Militia  Bureau  wishes  to  emphasize  the  importance  of 
keeping  tliese  books  up  to  date  as  tiiey  are  of  vital  ititerest  to 
the  Ordnance  Department  and  the  service  at  large,  llnles!  this 
is  done,  accurate  data  will  not  be  available  in  the  event  the  guns 
are  to  be  fired  or  the  guns  and  vehicles  are  to  be  repaired. 

4.  It  is  extremely  important  that  steps  be  taken  at  once  to 
have  a  book  for  each  gun  and  vehicle  brought  up  to  date  and  so 
kept  in  the  future ;  and  it  is  urged  that  field  officers  concerned  be 
required  to  inspect  periodically  tlie  books  in  their  commands.

.1.  This  office  is  in  receipt  of  the  following  communication  which 
is  quoted  for  the  information  of  all  concerned  : 

"1.  This  Arsenal  is  experiencing  considerable  difficul- 
ty -with  shipments  for  National  Guard  Organizations, 
shipments  arri-vins  at  destination  and  consignee  making 
no  effort  to  remo\e  them  from  the  premises  of  the  carrier, 
thus  necessitating  a  considerable  amount  of  correspond- 
ence bet^vveen  this  Arsenal  and  the  carrier,  consignee,  and 
in  some  cases,  the  various  Ordnance  Officers,  and  U.  S. 
P.  &  D.  Officers,  storage  charges  consequently  accruing 
in  the  interim.  It  is  believed  that  this  difficulty  can  be 
attributed,  to  a  great  extent,  to  the  fact  that  in  a  great 
many  eases  no  street  address  is  given  on  tlie  requisitions 
when  received  by  this  Arsenal,  and  also  to  the  fact  that 
when  consignee  receives  the  bill  of  lading,  wliich  is  evi- 
dence that  shipment  has  gone  forward,  no.  effort  is  made 
to  get  in  touch  with  the  carrier  to  ascertain  whether 
shipment  has  been  received,  the  carrier,  in  these  ea,ses, 
probably  being  unable  to  get  in  direct  touch  with  con- 
signee. It  is  thought  that  you  will  agree  that  it  is  a 
difficult  proposition  for  a  carrier  to  effect  delivery  of 
shipments  destined  to  the  larger  cities  when  no,  street 
address  is  given.  .  i  .  i- 

3.  Anything  you  can  do  in  the  way  of  circularizing 
instructions  or  adopting  other  corrective  measures  deemed 
fit  by  your  office,  to  bring  about  a  relief  from  the  present 
situation  will  be  greatly  appreciated,  as  it  will  have  a 
tendency  of  eliminating  storage  and  a  lot  of  unnecessary 
correspondence,  thus  improving  the  freight  and  express 
services  from  this  Arsenal." 

2.  'Future  requisitions  should  be  prepared  to  show  complefe 
shipping  address  including  in  every  case  the  street  address  of  the 
eonsig~nee,  and  immediately  upon  receipt  of  bill  of  lading  by  the 
organization  commander  steps  should  be  taken  to  g'et  in  tour-h 
v.ith.  the  carrier  in  order  that  there  may  be  no  delay  in  making 
delivery  when  the  ,  shipment  ,is  received  by  the  carrier's  agent  at

This  number  will  not  be  sufEcient  to  fnrjiisli  all  units  the 
number  of  aiiimals  authorized  in  Paragraph  947,  National  Guard 
Regulations,  as  amended  by  Circular  Letter  No.  7G,  Sept.  13,  1922. 

2.  In  order  that  as  many  units  as  possible  v/ill  have  horse.s 
available  for  training  purposes  the  following  allowances  to  tlie 
units  specified  will  be  authorized  for  the  fiscal  year,  1924.  No 
mules  will  be  authorized. 

a.    National  Guard  units  which  will  receive  horses  for  training 
purposes :

2.  As  indicated  above  each  requisition  should  bear  certificate 
s'2,ned  by  the  Governor  or  his  representative  to  the  effect  that  the 
State  has  sufficient  funds  and  is  v/illing  to  put  down  flooring,  in 
stall  running  water,  electric  lights,  etc.    Only  on  the  receipt  of 
such  ast'urance  will  the  hangars  be  issued.

Subject :    Loss  of  property  at  encampments,  annories,  etc. 

To:  The  Adjutants   General   of  all   States,   Territories  of 

Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico,  and  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia National  Guard. 
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1.  Reports  of  survey  received  in  this  office  indicate  that  during 
the  last  summer's  National  Guard  encampments  a  large  number 
of  revolvers  and  pistols  were  lost  under  the  following  or  similar 
circumstances. 

(si)  A  pistol  was  left  in  a  tent  while  the  soldier  to  whom  it 
was  charged  left  the  tent  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  a  gathering  in 
the  company  street.  Upon  his  return  the  pistol  was  found  to  be 
missing  and  an  immediate  search  of  the  camp  failed  to  locate  it. 

(b)  A  soldier  laid  his  revolver,  belt  and  holster,  in  the  tent 
while  sliaving ;  saw  an  arm  roach  under  the  tent  and  remove  the 
articles.  An  alarm  was  given  immediately  and  search  made 
without  result. 

(c)  A  soldier  placed  his  revolver  under  the  blankets  of  his 
bed  when  retiring  for  the  night  and  in  the  morning  the  revolver 
was  missing.    A  search  of  the  camp  was  unavailing. 

2.  The  facts  in  such  cases  are  not  regarded  as  sufficient  to 
relieve  the  State  from  responsibility,  and  in  order  to  prevent 
future  losses  of  pistols  and  revolvers  under  similar  circumstances, 
the  Secretary  of  War  directs  the  Militia  Bureau  to  request  that 
hereafter  during  encampments  revolver's,  pistols,  field  glasses  and 
other  similar  articles  be  kept  securely  locked  in  chests  or  boxes 
at  all  times  when  not  actually  in  use  on  guard  duty,  at  drill,  or 
other  authorized  military  duty  ;  that  the  number  of  pistols  and  re- 
volvers taken  to  camp  be  limited  to  the  minimum  actually  retjuired 
and  that  each  organization  take  to  camp  a  suitable  container, 
provided  with  proper  locks,  for  the  storage  of  these  articles  when 
not  in  use.  This  box  or  chest  should  be  kept  where  it  will  be  at 
all  times  under  proper  guard. 

3.  All  small  arms  at  the  armory,  when  not  in  use,  should  bo 
securely  locked  up  in  a  safe  place. 

4.  Reports  of  survey  covering  pistols,  revolvers  or  other  ar- 
ticles of  similar  value,  lost  or  stolon  during  future  encampments 
or  from  armories^  etc.,  will  definitely  indicate  whether  or  not,  .the 
foregoing  instructions  have  been  complied  with.  .^i.r-nsUdus

2.  Ordnance  requisitions  based  upon  these  allowances  should 
be  subniittc".!  at  once  by  regiment,  or  s-Tualler  separate  unit  to  the 
resi)cet've  Corps  Area  Ordnance  officers. 

3.  The  foregoing  allowances  will  be  expended  under  the  sup^-r- 
vision  of  the  senior  instructor  assigned  to  the  organization,  and 
in  such  manner  as  he  may  deem  advisable  in  order  to  secure  the 
maximum  benefits  in  training  for  all  concerned. 

4.  There  is  no  prescribed  analysis  of  practice  for  antiaircraft 
artillery,  but  battery  commanders  will  render  special  reports 
within  30  days  following  the  close  of  practice,  stating-  thereirj  the 
number  of  rounds  fired,  methods  used,  results  attained,  and  such 
observations  and  recommendations  as  they  may  desire  to  make 
with  a  view  to  improving  the  scope  a)id  methods  of  conducting 
target  practice  next  season.  These  special  reports  will  be  rendered 
through  their  Battalion  and  Regimental  Commanders,  who  will 
endorse  thereon  their  own  observations  and  comments,  and  foward 
the  reports,  through  channels,  to  the  Militia  Bureau,  The  senior 
instructor  will  also  forward  his  observations,  incorporating  there- 
in those  of  his  assistant  instructors,  in  a  similar  manner  to  the 
Militia  Bureau. 

5.  Tlie  following  instructions  are  givi  ii  with  reference  to  the 
£Iling  and  use  of  the  rubber  balloons  : 

Attach  the  balloon  by  means  of  the  special  hose  cock,  hose  coup- 
ling and  rubber  tubing  to  the  gas  tank.     (See  Figure  1.) 

Care  should  be  taken  in  removing  the  hexagon  cap  on  the  valve 
of  the  hyilrogen  tank,  as  tliis  cap  has  a  left-hand  thread.  In  tie- 
ing  the  necks  of  the  balloons  after  inflation  use  either  rubber  bands 
or  soft  cotton  string,  as  hard  cord  or  twine  will  cut  the  rubber. 

When  the  6"  balloon  is  inflated  (24")  so  that  it  will  just  lift 
the  special  hose  cock,  it  will  ascend  approximately  at  a  rate  of 
200  yards  per  minute.  When  the  9"  balloon  is  inflated  (36")  so 
that  it  will  just  lift  the  special  hose  cock  with  the  special  weight 
provided  attached  tliereto,  it  will  give  an  ascension  rate  of  approx- 
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imatol.v  250  .vni'ds  pci-  iniiuite.  The  Signal  Corjis  inimeo'^i-aiih 
"Table  Showing  Rates  of  Ascent  of  Pilot  Balloons",  is  issued  with 
this  Training  Circular  to  assist  ir.i  determining  rates  of  ascent 
and  approxiinati'  altitudes  at  any  time,  tluis  enablins'  a  more 
intelligent  use  of  the  balloons.  Single  balloons  should  be  used 
for  machine  gun  practice.  Clusters  of  three  ballooons  provide  a 
larger  target  for  gun  practice  and  give  far  better  visibility  at 
the  higher  ranges.  In.  using  clusters  the  necks  of  the  balloons 
should  be  tied  close  together.  To  secure  slower  rates  of  ascent, 
thus  assuring  longer  periods  of  time  in  which  the  balloons  will 
fly  between  desired  firing  ranges,  the  following  expedients  may 
be  adopted : 

(a)  Weight  the  balloons. 

(b)  Fill  the  balloons  partially  with  air  by  means' of  a 
tire  pump  and  then  inflate  with  hydrogen  to  desired  lift. 

.  (c)    In  nsing  clusters  fill  one  balloon  with  hydrogen 
and  two  with  air,  or  vice  versa. 

The  Signal  Corps  ascent  tables  should  prove  to  be  useful  in 
appljang  one  or  more  of  these  methods.    \ti  the  tables  the  term 
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"Pree  lift"  means  the  maximum  weight  which  a  balloon  with  « 
certain  inflation  will  lift  in  addition  to  its  own  weight.  "Total 
lift"  is  the  free  lift  plus  its  own  weight.  The  direction  and  ve- 
locity of  the  prevailing  air  currents  at  different  altitudes  must  be 
determined  by  experimentation,  and  judicious  advantage  taken 
thereof  to  secure  favorable  results.  Data  should  be  obtained  from 
local  meteorological  stations,  if  available.  Much  will  dfpend 
uiK)n  the  ingenuity  and  re.nourcefulness  of  the  officers  concfrni-d 
to  secure  efficient  use  of  the  balloon  equipment.

To :  The  Adjutants  General  of  all  States,  Territories  of

1.  Due  to  the  lack  of  funds  it  has  formerly  been  the  policy  of 
the  Militia  Bureau  to  authorize  the  attendance  of  officers  of  the 
unassigned  National  Guard  Reserve  at  the  anaiual  field  encamp- 
ments, to  the  extent  only  of  filling  vacancies  caused  by  the  non- 
attendance  at  camp  of  officers  assigned  to  units  that  have  re- 
ceived Federal  recognition,  this  policy  being  based  upon  the  prin- 
ciple that  where  the  iunds  were  limited  i)riority  in  expenditures 
for  training  purposes  should  be  granted  the  personnel  of  the  active 
organizations. 

2.  Sufficient  funds  are  now  available  to  accommodate  as  many 
officers  of  the  unassigned  National  Guard  Reserve  at  the  1923 
encampments,  starting  July  1st,  as  may  desire  to  avail  themselves

of  this  opportunity  to  secure  field  traiuing.  Applications  should 
be  submitted,  under  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  191,  National 
Guard  Regulations,  to  the  respective  State  Adjutants  General,  who 
are  authorized  to  approve  all  such  applications,  provided,  in  the 
interests  of  economy,  that  each  officer  be  assigned  to  attend  camp 
with  the  organization  of  his  branch  nearest  to  the  officer's  home 
station,  but  in  case  the  officer's  home  station  is  nearer  the  camp 
than  the  station  of  the  unit  he  will  report  at  the  camp.

Subject :    Supplies  and  equipment  far  the  National  Guard. 

To:  The  Adjutants  General  and  the  U.  S.  Property  and  Dis- 

burs'ng  Officers  of  all  States.  Territories  of  liawaii  and 
Porto  Rico,  and  the  District  of  Columbia  National 
Guard. 

1.  An  examination  of  the  inventories  recently  received  in  this 
office  indicates  that  many  organizations  of  the  Nat  onal  Guard  are 
not  equipped  at  peace  stronght  and  in  some  instances  the  property 
shown  as  on  hand  is  insufficient  to  equip  the  organizations  at 
maintenance  strength. 

2.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Militia  Bureau  that  this  condition 
be  corrected  and  that  each  State  keep  constantly  on  hand  peace 
strength  equipment  for  all  of  its  Federally  recognized  National 
Guard  units. 

3.  It  is  therefore  requested  that  requisitions  covering  the  dif- 
ference between  the  property  on  hand  and  the  full  peace  strength 
equipment  to  which  each  organization  is  entitled  under  the  equip- 
men't  tables,  be  forwarded  so  as  to  reach  tlie  Corps  Area  Com- 
manders not  latter  than  May  30th,  if  possible,  in  order  that  deli- 
veries may  be  effected  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  present  fiscal 
year.  These  requisitions  will  not  include  equipment  for  which 
requisitions  have  already  been  submitted. 

4.  If  proper  storage  facilities  are  r.'Ot  available,  or  if  for  any 
other  reason  it  is  not  desired  to  submit  requisitions  immediately 
as  requested  above,  prompt  report  should  be  submitted  for  the 
action  of  this  Bureau.  If  sufficient  funds  are  not  available  in  the 
hands  of  the  Corps  Area  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  supplies  and 
equipment  requisitioned  by  the  State,  for  which  reimbursement 
is  required,  request  should  be  made  upon  the  Militia  Bureau  by 
wire,   through  the   Corps  x\rea  Commander,  for  the  estimated 
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-anMi-^nt  neccsisary.  However,  the  submission  of  requisitions  should 
not  be  delayed  jiendinp;  action  od  the  request  for  funds. 

5,  It  is  requpstod  that  this  matter  receive  the  personal  atten- 
tkws  of  the  Adjutant  General  and  the  United  States  Property  and 
DiaiHsrsir.g  Officer,  in  order  to  effect  prompt  complaince  with  the 
foregoing  instructions.

1.  The  following  decision  of  the  Comptroller  General  of  the 
United  States,  addressed  to  the  Finance  Officer,  6th  Corps  Area, 
under  date  of  May  4,  1923,  is  published  for  the  information  and 
guTdssr.ce  of  all  concerned  : 

"There  was  received  April  IG  your  letter  of  March  17,  1923, 
sobmitting  for  decision  what  seems  to  be  a  supplemental  pay 
roll  for  Headquarters  Detachment,  1st  Squadron,  l(feth 
Cavalry,  Wisconsin  National  Guard,  for  the  period  April  17 
to  May  31.  1921,  for  armory  drill  pay  for  drills  attended  pur- 
-snant  to  squadron  orders  by  the  enlisted  merj  of  the  detach- 
ment with  the  Headquarters  Troop  and  Troops  'A'  and  'B' 
of  the  squadron. 

■'The  roll  shows  that  the  Squadron  Head<iuarters  Detach- 
ment was  recognized  as  National  Guard  April  1,  1921.  The 
roll  as  submitted  shows  only  the  attendance  at  the  drills  of 
the  troops  mentioned  above  and  does  not  show  the  drills,  if 
-tiny,  of  tlie  Siiuadron  Headquarters  Detachment,  as  such, 
which  were  attended,  nor  are  any  drills  shown  for  the  period 
April  1  to  16,  ar.d  .Tune  1  to  30.  It  seems  evident,  therefore, 
"that  the  roll  is  a  supplemental  roll ;  if  not,  the  roll  should 
■show  that  no  drills  were  prescribed  or  that  none  was  held 
tluring  the  periods  April  1  to  16,  and  June  1  to  30.  If  it  is 
a  fciippiemental  roll,  the  voucher  number,  account,  and  name 
<if  the  cflicei  paying  the  original  should  be  shown  on  the 
swpplemoital  roii. 

'"The  enlisted  men  of  the  Squadrou  Headquarters  Detach- 
merjt  were  assigned  for  drill  to  the  troops  mentioned  by  1st 
-Snu.'.dron  Special  Order  No.  11,  dated  April  17,  1923. 


"Tlio  reason  for  this  assignment  is  stati'd  by  the  Adjutant/ 
General  of  Wisconsin  to  have  been.  -  ■ 

"  'The  Headquarters  Detachment  of  a  Cavalry  regiment  is 
not  allowed  horses.  To  instruct  men  in  mounted  drill  tibose  iu 
the  Headquarters  l^etachment,  l.st  Squadron,  105th  C^vzlry, 
were  assigned  for  drill  during  April  and  May  to  vaijOiiH 
troops  of  the  squadron  by  orders  of  the  Squadron  commander, 
the  maximum  number  of  horses  issued  to  any  troop  heiug  tot> 
small  to  permit  the  detachmer.'t  being  assigned  to  any  one 
troop  as  a  unit'. 

"The  first  paragraph  of  sect'on  110  of  tlie  act  of  Jaiie  S, 
1916.  as  amended  by  section  48  of  tlie  act  of  June  4,  1S2C>, 
41  State,  784  provides :  '  ■ 

"  'Each  enlisted  man  belonging  to  an  organizatior'  <of  tjie 
National  Guard  shall  receive  compensation  at  the  rate  c>f  ©He- 
thirtieth  of  the  initial  monthly  pay  of  his  g:rade  iis  the 
Regular  i\rmy  for  each  dr^ll  ordered  for  his  organizatioD  wliere 
he  is  officially  present  and  in  which  lie  participste?  for 
not  less  tlian  orie  and  rne  hali:  hours,  not  exceediiiir  vigbt 
in  any  one  calendar  month,  and  not  exeeediir-^g  islxty 
drills  in  one  year;  Provided,  That  no  enlisted  man  simll  re- 
ceive any  jiay  under  tlie  provis'ons  of  this  section  f&r  any 
month,  in  which  he  shall  ha\  e  attended  less  than  60  per  cen- 
tum of  the  drills  or  otlier  exercises  prescribed  for  bis  organiza- 
tion :  Provided,  further.  That  the  proviso  contained  in  swSom 
92  of  this  Act  shall  not  operate  to  prevent  the  payment  of 
enlLstcd  men  actually  present  at  any  duly  orfiered  drill  oy 
other  exercise :  And  provided  further.  That  periods  of  aisy 
actual  military  duty  equivalent  to  the  drills  herein  prescribedf 
(except  those  periods  of  service  for  which  members  of  the- 
National  Guard  may  become  lawfully  entitled  to  the  sarae  pay 
as  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  corresponding  grades  ia  the- 
Kegular  Army)  may  be  accepted  as  service  in  lieu  of  suek 
drills  when  so  provided  by  the  Secretary  of  War'. 

"The  enlisted  men  attended  the  drills  of  the  troops  specified 
in  obediance  to  order ;  they  were,  for  the  purpose  of  drills  «« 
the  nights  specified  in  the  order,  attached  or  assigned  t©  tlie 
troops  indicated  in  each  case,  and  on  these  nights  and  for  the- 
purposo  for  which  attached  the  troop  to  which  each  was  s»- 
signed  was  'his  organizat'on'  within  the  meaning  of  section 
110,  so  far  as  his  individual  armory  drill  pay  is  foncsnied. 
The  officers  of  the  Headquarters  Detachment  are  not,  however 
er.ititled  to  credit  in  any  manner,  so  far  as  pay  is  concerned, 
because  the  enlisted  personnel  drilled  with  otlier  un'ts;  nor 
are  the  attached  enlisted  men  to  be  included  in  determin- 
ing tlie  enlisted  strerjgth  or  attendance  of  the  organizaticwi  to 
which  attached  for  drill. 

"This  case  is  to  be  distinguished  from  the  noncommissioned 
officer  school  case,  1  Comp.  Gen.  585.  In  that  case  thers  was 
no  drill  of  an  organization,  a  selected  portion^  of  an  organi- 
zation only  was  instructed.  Here  there  is  an  organizatiffli 
holding  its  ))ri  scribed  drill,  and  enlisted  men  of  ;inother  -anit 
are  attached  to  it  for  the  purpose  of  drill. 

"The  roll  and  accompanying  papers  are  herewitii  retusTisd. 
The  roll  should  be  amended  or  completed  as  herein  indijsited.. 
If  the  drills  credited  to  each  man  on  the  roll  with  the  ©ther 
drills  that  may  have  attended  and  have  not  been  paid  for  do 
not  exceed  the  limits  fixed  in  section  110  for  which  paymejst 
may  be  made,  and  the  roll  is  otherwise  correct,  it  may  be  paM,"

1.  In  support  of  the  claims  of  the  rental  and  subsistence  al- 
lowance to  National  Guard  officers  incurred  prior  to  February  1, 
1923,  on  account  of  dependent  mothers,  the  affidavit  of  the  Mother 
and  at  least  or.e  disinterested  party  will  contain  the  following  in- 
formation : 

"Statement  as  to  whether  or  not  her  husband  is  living. 
If  living,  the  facts  of  his  earning  capacity  should  be  stated. 
Affidavit  should  also  state  the  total  amount  of  all  income,  if 
any,  from  sources  other  tbarj  from  the  officer ;  also,  whether 
there  are  other  children  capable  of  earning  an  income,  and  if 
so,  the  reason  why  they  do  not  contribute  to  the  support  of 
the  Mother.  If  the  Motlifi-  lias  other  iucime  to  the 
amount  of  $75.00  per  month,  she  is  considered  as  not  depen- 
dent upon  the  officer." 

2.  For  accounts  of  this  nature  covering  periods  subsequerjt  to 
February  1,  1923,  the  new  form  of  affidavit  will  be  used.

Subject:    National  Guard  Tables  of  Equipment. 

To :  The  Adjutants  General  of  all  States,  Territories  of 

Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico,  and  the  District  of  Columbia 
National  Guard. 


1.  Circular  169,  War  Department,  dated  June  23,  1921,  as 
amended,  contains  tables  which  prescribe  the  basic  allowances  of 
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individuals  and  organizational  equipment  of  common  apijlication 
to  all  brarches  of  tlie  service  of  the  Regular  Army.  Tables  IV-A, 
B.  etc.,  as  amended,  published  in  seperate  War  Department  cir- 
culars, prescribe  the  basic  allowances  of  equipment  spec'al  to  the 
several  branches  of  the  Ber\ice,  wliieh  tables  added  to  tliose  con- 
tained in  circular  169,  cited  above,  show  the  complete  equipment  for 
any  particular  branch. 

2.  Equipment  for  the  National  Guard  rjot  in  Federal  service 
is  prescribed  by  the  Militia  Bureau  in  special  tables  of  equipment 
for  the  National  Guard  based  on  the  above-mentioned  Regular 
Army  tables  of  cquipmeni:.  It  lias  been  die  iiolicy  to  publ'sh  for 
the  National  Guard  a  seperate  aud  complete  table  fur  each  branch 
of  the  service,  containing  lists  of  all  articles  of  clothing,  aud  equip- 
ment vi'hich  are  authorized  for  issue  to  the  different  organizations 
of  that  particular  branch  of  the  service,  also  to  prescribe  the 
exact  rjumber  of  such  articles  to  which  each  organization  is  en- 
titled as: — infantry  rifle  company-93  waist  belts,  etc.,  correspond- 
ing to  the  strength  pi'escribed  in  Regular  Army  peace  tables  of 
organization  1920-1921,  which,  as  provided  in  War  Department 
regulations,  are  basic  for  the  National  Guard. 

3.  It  has  been  suggested  that  there  be  published  a  National 
Guard  table  of  equipment,  prescribing  allowances  of  authorized 
individual  and  organizational  equipment  of  common  application 
to  all  branches  of  the  service  of  the  National  Guard  and  seperate 
tables  prescribing  the  nllowaiices  of  enuipmer.t  special  to  the 
several  branches.  This  will  avoid  a  repeitition  of  numerous  artides 
in  the  different  tables,  facilitate  publishing  amendments  to  such 
tables  and  will  result  in  a  more  uniform  policy.  It  will  neces- 
sitate tv/o  tables  for  each  branch  of  the  service,  however,  instead 
of  one  as  heretofore. 

4.  Recommendations  on  this  suggested  change  and  any  other 
pertinent  comment  regarding  the  present  policy  of  issuing  National 
Guard  tables  of  equipment,  are  desired  at  the  earliest  practicable 
date  and  not  later  than  -July  1,  192.3.

2.  The  mimeographed  modifietl  table  of  organization  heretofore 
issued  by  the  Militia  Bureau  and  covering  the  composition  of 
National  Guard  Observation  Squadrons  is  hereby  rescinded. 

3.  The  maximum  peace  strength  of  National  Guard  Observation 
Squadrons  is  that  prescribed  by  T.  O.  73-P,  it  being  understood 
that  the  specialists  and  noncommissioned  officers  authorized  there- 
under in  excess  of  those  authorized  by  other  tables  cannot  be 
appointed  until  the  squadron  has  enrolled  an  enlisted  strength 
equal  to  at  least  SO  per  cent  of  the  prescribed  Regular  Army 
strength  of  132  men.  Under  Changes  No.  3,  National  Guard  Regu- 
lations. March  22,  1923,  National  Guard  units  may  increase  their 
enlisted  strength  to  a  point  10  per  cent  greater  thnn  the  peace 
strength  prescribed  by  the  Regular  Array  peace  tables.    Thus  a 

»  National  Guard  Obsen-ation  Squadron  may  increase  its  strength  to 

as  high  as  145  enlisted  men  (132  plus  10  per  cent). 

4.  National  Guard  Observation  Squadrons  may  also  base  their 
organization  upon  T.  O.  873-P  which  prescribes  the  reduced  peace 
strength  for  Air  Service  Squadrons  in  the  Regular  Army.  The 
authority  above  referred  to  under  which  the  prescribed  specialists 
and  noncommissioned  officers  may  be  appointed  upon  the  enroll- 
inciit  'if  80  per  cent  of  the  Regular  Armv  peace  strength  does  not 
apply  to  T.  O.  873-P.

(a)  "In  preparing  claims  for  submisision  to  the 
Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States  for  advance  de- 
cision under  parngrapli  10,  A.  R.  35-120,  War  Department 
Payroll  Forms  Nos.  367  and  367a  should,  in  every  case,  be 
used  in  stating  claims  for  Armory  Drill  Pay  due  deceased 
members  of  the  National  Guard. 

(b)  "The  lieading  and  brief  of  the  roll  should  be  ac- 
complished in  a  manner  similar  to  the  following  example  : 

'Supplemental  Pavroll  of  Compiniy  A.  105tli  In- 
fantry, Trov,  Now  York.  October  1,  3922.  to 
December  31,  1922.'  "  : 

2.  The  body  of  all  such  rolls,  showing  name  and  rank  of  de- 
ceased must,  in  order  to  meet  the  reiiuirements  of  the  (Jeneral 
Accounting  Ofiice,  Military  Division,  contain  all  essential  dat.'i 
that  would  be  recjuired  in  the  case  of  a  regular  roll  for  Armory 
Drill  Pay,  and,  preceding  such  entries  each  njll  should  contain  an 
additional  entry  in  column  (1)  simibjr  to  the  fv^^lowing  example: 

"The  United  States,  debtor  to  Mrs.  Mary  C. 
Brown,  life  and  sole  heir  (executrix  and  admin- 
istratrix) of  Major  James  F.  Brown,  deceased. 
Co.  A.  105th  Inf.,  N.  G.  N.  Y." 

3.  The  specific  data  required  by  Section  1.  Fiimnce  Memoran-  I 
dum  No.  44,  1922,  in  support  of  all  such  cLiims,  must,  in  each 

<?ase,  be  furnished  with  each  roll,  as  follows : 

"1.  Armory  Brill  Pay  due  Deceased  Memhers  of 
Natiomil  Guard.  When  disbursing  officers  make  applLca- 
tion  to  the  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States 
under  Par.  10,  A.  R.  35-120,  for  audit  and  certification  of 
accounts  of  ,heii-s,  executors  or  administrators  of  the  es- 
tate of  deceased  members  of  the  National  Guard  for  ar- 
mory drill  pay  due,  the  submission  should  aflirmatively 
show  th:it  the  request  is  made  by  a  disbursing  officer  and 
that  the  voucher  in  question  has  been  presented  to  him 
for  payment  under  the  provisions  of  Par.  (J52  A.  R.  1913, 
1  Comp.  (Jen.  471,  and  1  Comp.  Gen.  ()07.  The  vouchor 
must  be  certified  by  the  cla  mant  and  officially  approved 
in  all  cases,  and  w.here  the  deceased  dies  intestate  and 
no  administrator  is  appointed,  tlie  affida\it  of  the  claim- 
ant (the  widow,  child,  father  and  mother  jo'utly,  pro- 
vided the  father  has  not  abandoned  the  support  of  his 
family;  brotJiers  and  sisters,  aiul  their  f'hildrcn,  in  the 
order  named),  should  contain  the  date  and  place  of  death 
of  the  National  Guardsman,  statement  as  to  appointment 
of  admirv'strator.  the  status  of  the  estate,  and  statement 
that  the  deceased  left  no  debts  except  those  that  will  be 
settled  by  the  affiant.  The  receipt  for  the  funeral  ex- 
penses paid  by  the  claimant  should  be  attached  to  the 
voucher."

1.  The  following  extract  from  a  letter  from  the  First  Assistant 
Postmaster  General  is  published  for  your  information : 

'  "Touching  upon  the  subject  generally,  I  desire  to  state 
that  as  indicated  by  the  Postmaster  General  in  his  letter 
to  you  of  July  7,  this  Department  desires  to  cooperate 
with  the  War  Department  to  the  fullest  possible  extent  in 
securing  the  attendance  of  its  personnel  who  are  members 
of  the  National  Guard  of  the  several  States  when  ordered 
out  for  duty  and  particularly  in  attending  encampments 
of  instruction. 

"In  one  or  two  instances  it  has  been  found  that  neither 
the  employee  nor  his  commanding  officer  has  cooperated 
with  the  postmasters  by  giving  a  reasonable  advance  notice 
of  the  proposed  attendance  of  the  employee  at  encamp- 
ment., in  order  that  provisions  might  have  been  made  for 
the  performance  of  service  in  the  employee's  stead  by  a 
substitute  during  the  absence.  This  has  resulted  in  some 
embarrassment  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  notice  was  not 
given  until  the  employee  was  about  to  leave  on  National 
Guard  duty  without  having  made  any  provisions  for  some 
one  to  act  in  his  absence. 

"It  will  be  very  helpful  if  commanding  officers,  having 
knowledge  that  members  of  the  National  Guard  under 
their  command,  are  post  office  employees,  would  lend  their 
cooperation  to  postmasters  by  seeing  that  advance  notice 
of  guard  duty  required  of  a  post  office  employee  is  given." 


2.  You  are  rociuested  to  direct  Commanding  Officers  of  all 
National  Guard  organizations  in  your  State  to  notify  local  post- 
masters well  in  advance  of  periods  of  field  training  of  the  names  of 
all  members  of  their  organizations  who  will  be  required  to  attend 
encampments.  givin<r  dates  of  commencement  and  ending  of  these 
encampments.

"MB.  454.1,  Subject :  Report  <in  use  of  Animals,  dated  June  6, 
1922,"  will  be  discontinued  after  June  30,  1923. 

2.  Commencing  July  1,  1923,  Instructors  will  forward  a  special 
report,  through  channel?;,  to  the  Militia  Bureau  in  fill  cases  where 
animals  issued  to  National  Guard  units  are  not  being  used  for 
instruction  purposes. 

3.  In  order  that  Instructors  will  have  the  data  upon  which  to 
base  the  special  report  required  in  paragraph  2,  all  unit  com- 
manders having  animals  assigned  to  their  units  will,  except  when 
an  Instructor  or  Sergeant-Instructor  is  present  at  the  drill,  report 
on  Form  107  (Report  of  Attendance  at  drills)  the  number  of 
animals  used  at  each  driU.

To:  The  Adjutants  General  of  all  States,  Territories  of 

Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico,  and  the  District  of  Columbia 
National  Guard. 

The  following  information  and  instructions  concerning  the  par- 
ticipation of  the  National  Guard  in  the  National  Matches,  1923 
and  the  Rules  and  Regulations  governing  same  as  set  forth  in  the 
War  Department  Bulletin  governing  the  National  Matches,  1923, 
are  published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned. 

1.  It  is  desired  that  each  State*  having  federally  recognized 
units  of  the  National  Guard  be  represented  by  a  National  Guard 
team  at  the  National  Matches.  One  such  team  only  is  authorized 
for  each  State.  (Funds  this  year  will  permit  the  attendance  of 
teams  from  the  territories  of  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico). 

♦Includes  Hawaii,  Porto  Rico  and  the  District  of  Columbia. 
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Each  member  of  such  team  may  hold  any  recognized  grade  but 
must  be  a  member  of  the  federally  recognized  National  Guard  in 
his  respective  grade  and  organization  prior  to  his  appointment 
as  a  member  of  such  team.  The  team  Captain,  however,  cannot 
draw  higher  pay  than  that  provided  for  major  and  other  team 
members  higher  than  that  provided  for  captain.  Members  of  the 
National  Guard  Reserve  are  not  eligible.  This  conforms  to  the 
provisions  of  Paragraph  484,  National  Guard  Regulations  and  is 
not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  Paragraphs  486  iind  487  (e), 
which  apply  to  State  rifle  competitions  held  for  the  purpose  of 
selecting  new  shooting  members  as  mentioned  in  paragraph  11  of 
this  circular  letter. 

2.  Each  team  sliall  consist  of  fourteen  members  (one  team 
Captain,  one  team  coach  ten  principals  and  two  alternates)  who 
shall  be  selected  and  appointeil  by  the  Governors  of  the  respective 
States  and  announced  in  formal  orders. 

3.  The  members  of  above  team  only  will  be  entitled  to  trans- 
portation to  and  from  Camp  Perry,  Oliio,  and  to  sleeping  car 
berths  where  the  journey  is  in  excess  of  twelve  hours.  Official 
transportation  requests  to  common  carriers  will  be  issued  b.v  the 
respective  property  and  disbursing  offiicers  to  National  Guard 
teams  and  will  indicate  thereon  the  proper  procurement  authority 
chai-geable. 

4.  Property  and  Disbursing  Ofhcers  will  pay  authorized  mem- 
bers of  duly  detailed  National  Guard  teams  at  the  pay  of  their 
grades  on  properly  executed  vouchers  certified  by  the  team  Cap- 
tain for  the  following  periods : 

(a)  Tlie  period  of  necessary  travel  to  and  from  Camp 
Perry,  Ohio. 

(b)  The  period  of  the  National  Matches  (Sept. 
19-27) 

(c)  For  other  practice  at  the  range  at  Camp  Perry, 
not  exceeding  eight  days  prior  to  the  first  day  of  the 
National  Matches  (Sept.  11-18). 

(d)  For  other  practice  at  the  range  at  Camp  PeiTy 
for  those  attending  the  school  of  instruction  in  marks- 
manship, not  exceeding  eighteen  days  prior  to  the  first 
day  of  the  National  Matches  (Sept.  1-18). 

5.  C!ommutation  of  subsistence  will  be  allowed  to  the  enlisted 
men  duly  detailed  as  members  of  State  National  Guard  teams, 
at.  the  rate  of  not  to  exceed  $1.50  per  day  for  the  necessary  travel 
period  to  the  range  and  returning  therefrom  to  their  home  sta- 
tions; not  to  exceed  $1.20  per  day  (a)  for  the  period  of  the  Na- 
tional Matches;  (b)  for  eight  days  additional  previous  practice 
and  (c)  for  eighteen  days  additional  previous  practice,  for  those 
attending  the  school  of  instruction.    (See  following  paragraph.) 

6.  Amounts  paid  for  subsistence  during  the  National  Matches 
(Sept.  19-27)  are  payable  from  a  special  appropriation  for  Nation- 
al Matches  and  will  be  paid  by  the  Camp  Finance  Officer;  other 
authorized  payments  are  chargeable  to  the  appropriation  for  "Arm- 
ing, Equipping  and  Training  the  National  Guard",  sub-appropria- 
tion "Expenses,  Camp  of  Instruction"  and  will  be  arranged  for  by 
the  respective  State  Property  and  Disbursing  Officei*s. 


In  oilier  to  expedite  payment  for  subsistence,  it  is  suggested 
that  a  member  of  the  team,  who  has  had  experience  in  such 
matters,  be  designated  as  acting  quartermaster  and  agent  for  the 
State  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  and  that  he  be  authorized 
to  pay  for  the  subsistence  for  the  period  not  exceeding  eighteen 
days  which  is  not  paid  by  the  camp  finance  officer  from  a  special 
appropriation  for  the  National  Matches.  He  should  also  familiar- 
ize himself  with  questions  pertaining  to  transportation. 

7.  If  they  so  elect,  above  teams  or  members  thereof  may  enter 
the  National  Rifle  Association  Matches,  which  will  be  held  from 
September  11  to  18,  both  dates  inclusive.  Entrance  fees  for  such 
matches,  however,  cannot  be  paid  from  National  Guard  funds. 

8.  There  will  be  established  and  maintained  at  the  Ohio  State 
Rifle  Range,  Camp  Perry  Ohio,  from  September  1  to  10,  both  dates 
inclusive,  a  school  of  instruction  of  citizens  of  the  United  States 
in  marksmanship,  at  which  attendance  shall  be  optional  for 
National  Guard  team  members. 

9.  The  preliminary  practice  for  the  National  Mabahes  will 
start  on  September  19th  and  the  National  Matches  will  be  com- 
pleted by  September  27th. 

10.  It  is  noted  that  the  courses  of  fire  in  the  National  Matches 
are  the  same  as  were  prescribed  for  1922  (Bulletin  No.  12,  War 
Department,  1922)  with  the  following  exceptions : 

(a)  200  yds.  slow  fire.    Use  of  sling  not  permitted. 
Forward  hand  must  be  under  or  in  front  of  rear  sight. 

(b)  200  yds.  rapid  fire.    Shot  on  target  "A". 

(c)  300  yds.  rapid  fire.    Shot  on  target  "A". 

The  National  Individual  Rifle  Match  is  the  same  as  the  National 
Team  Match  Course.  The  National  Pistol  Match  is  the  same  as 
last  year. 

11.  Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  following  requirements  : 

At  least  five  of  the  shooting  members  of  each  team  in  the 
National  Rifle  Team  Match  shall  bo  men  who  have  never  hereto- 
fore shot  as  members  of  a  rifle  team  in  a  National  Rifle  Team 
Match  (not  including  a  national  divisional  team  match). 

12.  All  other  team  officers,  shooting  members  and  alternates 
than  those  attending  the  school  of  instruction  mentioned  in  Par. 
8,  above,  will  be  required  to  report  prior  to  noon,  September  18th, 
in  order  to  be  entitled  to  the  allowances  which  may  be  prescribed. 

13.  Entries  for  all  matches  close  thirty-six  hours  before  open- 
ing hour. 

14.  The  issue  to  the  National  Guard  of  star  guaged  rifles  es- 
pecially selected  for  the  National  Matches  is  governed  by  Par.  11, 
Cir.  No.  26,  War  Department,  dated  March  31,  1923. 

15.  All  questions  concerning  civilian  or  school  teams,  and  Stater 
military  teams  other  than  National  Guard,  .should  be  addressed 
to  "Executive  Officer,  National  Matches,  1923",  at  Room  llOS 
Woodward  Building,  Washington,  D.  C. 

16.  It  is  very  important  that  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  be 
informed  promptly  by  each  Adjutant  General  as  to  whether  or  not 

a  team  will  be  sent  to  represent  the  State  in  the  National  Matches. 
Tentative  detailed  estimates  of  funds  reciuired  to  cover  authorized 

expenses  should  be  submitted  as  early  as  possible,  by  August  1, 
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1923  at  tlie  latest,  in  order  that  funds  may  be  promptly  reserved 
for  the  purpose.  In  submitting  the  estimates,  the  cost  of  sub- 
sistence for  the  period  of  the  National  Matches  (September  19-27) 
should  not  be  included. 

17.  It  is  requested  that  tliis  information  be  communicated,  as 
soon  as  practicable,  to  the  Team  Captains  selected  for  your  teams.

To:  The  Commanding  Officers  of  all  Corps  Areas,  Adjutants 

General  and  IJnited  States  Property  and  Disbursing 
Officers  of  all  States,  Territories  of  Ilawaii  and  Porto 
Rico,  and  the  District  of  Columbia  National  Guard. 

The  following  telegram,  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant  General  of 
Iowa  in  reply  to  query  of  that  office  as  to  the  required  percentage 
of  attendance  of  enlisted  men  of  units  at  drills  and  encampments 
in  order  that  officers  may  qualify  for  pay,  is  published  for  the  in- 
formation of  all  concerned : 
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"Re  letter  July  second  maintenauee  strength  of  Infantry 
Service  Company  fifty.  Infantry  Rifle  Company 
sixty-five  and  Infantry  Battalion  Headquarters  Company 
seventeen  Secretary  of  War  biis  prescribed  in 
regulations  that  all  units  are  allowed  a  variation  of  ten 
per  cent  below  maintenance  strength  and  if  units  are  more 
than  ten  per  cent  below  maintenance  strength  officer.-f 
thereof  cannot  qualify  for  armory  drill  or  encampment 
pay.  Secretary  also  has  prescribed  that  a  unit's 
encampment  attendance  must  be  at  least  sixty  percent  of 
its  actual  strength  in  order  that  officers  thereof  may 
qualify  for  pay  and  provided  that  the  actual  stre!!;i;th  be 
not  below  the  maintenance  strength  less  ten  percent. 
Infantry  Rifle  conipanies  and  similar  units  federally  recog- 
nized with  a  strength  of  fifty  cannot  be  required  to  main- 
tain actual  strength  greater  then  fifty  within  the  first  six 
months  after  Federal  recognition.  Oflicers  belong- 
ing to  medical  detachments  are  since  July  first  paid  as 
not  belonging  to  organizations.  Thus  their  pay  is 
not  dependent  on  strength  or  drill  attendance  of  their  de- 
tachments."

Subject:    -Additional  Pay  for  Officers  Performing  Administrative 
Duties. 

To:  The   Adjutants   General  of   all   States,  Territories  of 

Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  and  the  District  of  Columbia 
National  Guard. 

1.  The  Secretary  of  War  directs  that  the  following  decision  of 
the  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States,  dated  June  12.  1923, 
relative  to  additional  pay  for  officers  performing  administrative 
duties  be  published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  con- 
cerned^: 

"I  have  your  letter  of  March  7.  1923,  presenting  sev- 
eral questions  for  decision  which  have  arisen  in  deter- 
mining the  ai-mory  drill  pay  of  National  Guard  officers 
under  the  provision  of  section  14  of  the  act  of  June  10, 
1922,  42  Stat.,  631,  that— 

"  'Hereafter,  in  addition  to  the  pay  authorized  in  sec- 
tion 109,  Act  of  June  3,  1916.  as  amended  by  the  Act 
of  June  4,  1920,  field  officers  and  lieutenants  of  the 
National  Guard  commanding  organizations  less  than  a 
brigade,  and  having  administrative  functions,  shall  re- 
ceive ,$240  per  year  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
administrative  duties  connected  therewith  ;  *  *  *.' 

"The  questions  are  of  two  classes ;  one  relating  to 
officers  below  the  grade  of  major  (in  most,  if  not  all, 
cases  commissioned  in  the  staff)  who  have  supervision 
over  a  limited  enlisted  personnel  and  who  are  denominated 
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in  military  parlance  the  'cominanding  officer'  of  such  en- 
listed personnel,  and  the  question  is  whether  they  should 
be  paid  one-thirtieth  of  the  monthly  base  pay  of  their 
grades  subject  to  the  limitations  and  conditions  fixed  in 
section  109  of  the  act  of  June  4,  1920,  41  Stat.,  783,  for 
each  drill  attended  an  a  captain  or  lieutenant  belonging 
to  an  organization  of  the  National  Guard  ;  or  whi'tlier  they 
should  be  paid  not  more  than  four-thirtieths  of  the  month- 
ly base  pay  of  their  grades  for  the  satisfactory  jjcrform- 
ance  of  their  appropriate  duties  as  prescribed  by  regula- 
tions, without  i-eference  to  the  drills  of  the  enlisted  per- 
sonnel except  as  the  performance  of  their  duties  re-quires 
attendance  at  such  drills. 

"Tlie  other  class  of  questions  is  whether  certain  of- 
ficers are  in  command  of  organizations  less  than  a  bri- 
gade having  administrative  functions  and  entitled  to  $240 
per  year,  in  addition  to  other  armory  drill  pay,  for  the 
'faithful  performance  of  the  administrative  duties  con- 
nected therewith.' 

"The  questions  all  seem  to  arise  because  of  doubt  as 
to  what  constitutes  an  organization  having  administra- 
tive functions  within  the  meaning  of  the  law.  The  noun 
'organization'  is  defined  as  'that  which  is  organized ;' 
and  the  ^•erb  'organize'  is  defined  as  'to  bring  into 
systematic  connection  and  cooperation  as  parts  of  a 
whole,  or  to  bring  the  various  parts  of  into  ef¥ective 
correlation  and  cooperation,  as,  to  orgnnize  the  peasants 
into  an  army.'  In  its  broadest  sense  the  entire  National 
Guard  of  a  State  is  an  organization ;  and  so,  also,  is 
every  squad  or  platoon  of  an  infantry  company. 

"Tlie  statute,  however,  has  indicated  the  organiza- 
tions contemplated  in  this  law  by  providing  that  they 
shall  be  loss  than  a  brigade  and  that  they  shall  have 
administrative  functions. 

"Paragraph  245,  Army  Regulations,  1913,  provides 
in  part : 

'  'In  the  Cavalry,  Field  Artillery,  and  Infantry  arms 
the  regiment  is  the  administrative  unit,  *  *  *  The  bat- 
talion, in  a  regiment,  is  not  an  administrative  iinit 
and  has  no  separate  records ;  it  is  purely  a  tactical 
unit  conveniently  organized  for  instruction  or  maneu- 
ver, and  particularly  for  combat  either  as  an  integral 
part  of  the  regiment  to  wliich  it  belongs  or  separated 
from  it.  It  is  appropriately  commanded  by  a  field  of- 
ficer, normally  a  major,  regularly  assigned  in  orders. 
*  *  *  The  regulations  relating  to  regiments  apply  to 
battalions  not  oi-gunized  into  regiments  unless  other- 
wise specially  provided. 

"  '*  *  *  Correspondence  relating  to  the  personnel,  in- 
^itruction.  discipline,  or  equipment  of  a  company,  bat- 
tery, or  troop  in  battalion  or  squadron,  will  pass  through 
the  battalion  or  squadron  commander.  No  official  record, 
howe^■er,  of  such  correspondence  will  be  kept  by  the 
battalion  or  squadron  commander.' 

"Paragraphs  20(5  and  269,  Army  Regulations,  1913, 
provide  in  part : 
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^  "266.  The  commaiuliiig  oflicor  of  a  company  is  re- 
spoHaible  *  *  *  for  the  proper  performance  of  duties 
cofuificted  with  its  subsistence,  pay,  clothing,  accounts, 
reports,  and  returns.' 

^"2^.  Captains  will  require  their  lieutenants  to 
assist  in  the  performance  of  all  company  duties,  iuckul- 
iag  the  keeping  of  records  and  the  preparation  of  the 
necessary  reports  and  returns.' 

'"Paragraphs  280  to  282  describe  the  records,  reports 
tihd  papei-s  to  be  kept  by  companies.  The  administrati\e 
duties  contemplated  are  therefore  of  the  character  pre- 
scriljed  by  Army  Regulations  for  companies,  and  regi- 
znents  or  separate  battalions.  Battalions  of  regiments 
have  ao  administrative  functions. 

"S«etion  109  of  the  act  of  June  3,  1916,  as  amended 
hy  section  47  of  the  act  of  June  4,  1920,  41  Stat.,  783 
proTides  in  part : 

"  'Captains  and  lieutenants  belongiiig  to  organizations 
•of  the  National  Guard  shall  receive  compensation  at  the 
rate  <>f  one-thirtieth  of  the  mionthly  base  pay  of  their 
grades  as  prescribed  for  the  Regular  Army  for  each  regu- 
lar drill  or  other  period  of  instruction  authorized  by  the 
Secretary  of  War,  not  exceeding  five  in  any  one  c:ilendar 
month,  at  which  they  shall  have  been  officially  present 
foe  the  entire  required  period,  and  at  which  at  least  50 
pee  <Kiitum  of  the  commissioned  strength  and  60  per  cen- 
tum of  the  enlisted  strength  attend  and  participate  for 
not  less  than  one  and  one  half  hours.  Captains  command- 
ing organizations  shall  receive  ^240  a  year  in  addition  to 
■the  drill  pay  herein  prescribed.' 

"In  decision  of  February  13,  1922,  1  Comp.  Gen.,  424, 
it  was  held  that  a  captain  entitled  to  pay  as  an  officer  not 
belcMiging  to  an  organization  was  not  entitled  to  pay  for 
commanding  a  company  of  which  he  was  not  a  member. 
Under  section  14  of  the  act  of  June  10,  1922.  it  was 
held,  however,  that  a  lieutenant  paid  as  an  officer  i  ot 
brfotiging  to  an  organization,  was  entitled  to  the 
$240  additional  pay  for  the  command  of  the  battalion 
headqaarters  company  which  devolved  upon  him  by  rea- 
son of  his  assignment  to  the  battalion  staff.  It  is  to  be 
■cAserved  that  the  provisions  of  section  14  of  the  act 
of  Jnno  10,  1922.  do  not  include  capta  ns,  the  oidy  pro- 
vision for  officers  of  that  grade  being  in  section  109  of 
the  National  Defense  Act ;  captains,  therefore,  may  not 
fie  paid  the  .$240  additional  pay  except  when  in  com- 
masA  of  the  companies  to  wh'ch  thev  belong.  1  Comp. 
Gen-  424. 

'The  provision  containeil  in  section  14  of  the  act 
of  June  10,  1922,  it  seems  evident,  was  not  intended  to 
make  more  extensive  or  liberal  provisions  for  'field  of- 
ficers and  lieutenants  *  *  *  .commanding  organizations 
less,  than  a.  brigade'  than  was  made  for  captains  command- 
ing organizations  by  the  jirovision  in  section  109  of  the 
National  I>efense  Act,  but  was  designed  to  secure  equal- 
ity. The  reason  for  the  provision  for  captains  command- 
ing' organizations  is  to  assure  them  a  certain  pay  for  the 
performance  of  their  company  administrative  duties  in 
:^d'itioEi  to  the  armory  drill  pay  proper,  dependent  upim 
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the  attendance  of  a  ceitaiii  percentage  of  the  commis- 
sioned and  enlisted  strength  of  the  organization.  Tije 
pay  of  'ofhcers  below  the  grade  of  major,  not  beloag^ug 
to  orjianizations,'  is  fixed  at  'not  more  tlian  four-thiati- 
eths  of  the  monthly  base  pay  of  their  grades  for  saSSs- 
factory  performarbce  of  their  appropriate  duties  tnsder 
such  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  AV'ar  may  prescribe', 
and  this  pay  is  not  dependent  on  the  performance  of  dii- 
ties  or  attendance  at  drills  by  any  other  member  of  the 
National  Guard.  It  is  obvious,  therefore,  when  all  of  the 
provisions  are  considered,  that  section  14  increases  the 
lay  of  field  officers  and  lieutenants  belonging  to  sad' 
cojnmanding  organizations  less  than  a  brigade  and  hnv- 
iog  administrative  functions,  for  the  faithful  performsBee 
of  the  administrative  duties  connected  therewith,  and  ti>at 
it  does  not  include  any  officers  below  the  grade  of  mayor 
n.>t  belonging-  to  organizations  who  receive  a  st;p«lat«»5 
pay  for  tlie  performance  of  all  their  appropriate  di3tis>s. 
Accordingly,  decision  of  October  28,  1922,  2  Oomp.  Gen^ 
290,  will  not  be  followed  hereafter. 

"Section  14  of  the  Act  of  June  10,  1922,  does  not 
establish  any  new  organ. zations  or  authorize  denomiiaat-- 
ing  a  unit  or  detachment  an  'organization'  for  the  purposes 
of  that  section  if  in  existeriice  prior  to  July  1,  1S22, 
and  not  considered  an  organization  for  the  purpose  •of 
pay  of  commissioned  oflicers  under  section  109  of  the 
National  Defense  Act.  If,  therefore,  a  unit  or  detat^- 
intnt  not  designed  or  establ'shed  to  operate  en  masse, 
normally,  and  prior  to  July  1,  1923.  was  not  so  oTgamztd 
as  to  require  among  its  members  at  least  one  officer  wijcse 
pay  was  dependent  on  drills  of  the  unit  or  detachmeat, 
section  14  is  not  authority  to  pay  an  officer  $240  a  year 
additional  for  commanding  such  unit  or  detachmer.t  after 
that  date.  Questions  with  respect  to  units  or  detaeii- 
ments  established  subsequent  to  .Tuly  1,  1922,  should  be 
detoniiir.ed  by  their  composition  and  the  purpose  for 
which  they  are  established  and  by  com.pariBon  wH3i 
analogous  units  or  detachments  in  existence  prior  to  JaJy 
1,  3922. 

"The  first  five  of  your  questions  relate  to  the  Head- 
quarters Personnel  for  Coast  Artillery  for  fixed  defensep, 
specially  authorized  for  the  National  Guard,  con»^ 
ing  of  three  to  five  companies,  the  headquarters  porsouiifil 
consisting  respectivel.v,  of  o  officers  and  20  enlisted  jn&a,  -i 
4  officei's  and  26  enlisted  men,  and  G  officers  and  30  en- 
listed men.  The  headquarters  personnel  is  authoriise^ 
'for  assignment  to  fixed  defenses,"  and  it  is  not  coBtffm- 
plated  that  normally  the  individual  companies  under 
the  supervision  or  command  of  the  offit-er  in  charge  of  the 
headquarters  shall  function  in  unison.  The  placing  of 
separate  companies  of  coast  artillery  under  the  admlu^- 
trative  supervision  of  one  officer  does  not  create  an 
organization.  The  ranking  officer  and  the  headquarters 
may  have  administrative  functions,  but  the  afdminisira- 
tivo  supervision  over  three  or  more  separate  companies 
does  not  constitute  the  companies  so  supervised  an  ©rgain- 
ization.  Accordingly,  the  officers  of  the  headquarters  1*- 
low  the  grade  of  major  are  entitled  to  armory  drill  pay, 
as  officers  not  belonging  to  organizations,  of  not  nioy© 
than  four-thirtieths  of  the  monthly  base  pay  of  tli«ir 
grades,  and  officers  above  the  grade  of  captain  to  »e/t 
more  than  $.500  per  year,  subject  to  the  conditions  sa*d 
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limitations  of  section  309  of  the  National  Defense  Act. 
None  is  entitled  to  additional  pay  of  $240  a  year  for  be- 
ing in  command  of  an  'organization"  less  than  a  brigade 
having  administrative  functions. 

"Your  next  questii^n  relates  to  battalion  and  brigade 
headquarters  companies,  commanded  by  a  battalion  or 
brigade  staff  officer  or  aide,  and  consisting  of  one  of- 
ficer, other  than  the  staff  ofiieer  commanding,  special- 
ly authorized  for  the  National  Guard,  and  41  and  45  en- 
listed men  as  provided  in  Tables  of  Organization  No.  27-P 
and  22-P,  respectively.  The  staff  officer  as  such  is  en- 
titled to  pay  as  an  officer  not  belonging  to  an  organiza- 
tion and  is  therefore  not  entitled  to  additional  pay  as 
for  being  in  command  of  an  organization,  not  being  a 
member  thereof.    As  to  the  additional  officer  you  state : 

"  'In  each  of  these  cases  an  additional  officer  (lower 
in  rank  than  the  commanding  officer)  has  been  author- 
ized to  be  assigned  to  the  headquarters  companies  in 
order  to  meet  the  need  in  the  National  Guard  service 
for  two  officers  with  each  company  so  that  the  unit 
might  qualify  to  receive  armory  drill  pay  during  the 
absence  of  one  of  the  officers  on  account  of  illness  or  for 
other  cause.  This  additional  officer  performs  merely 
company  duties  and  does  not  command  the  organization 
or  perform  administrative  duties  in  connection  there- 
with.' 

"It  is  assumed  that  the  officers  are  staff  officers  as- 
signed to  the  staff  of  the  respective  commanders  for  duty 
with  the  headquarters  companies.  If  so,  the  officers  are 
entitled  to  pay  as  officers  not  belonging  to  organizations. 

"A  further  question  relates  to  a  medical  officer  be- 
low die  grade  of  major  assigned  to  command  the  medical 
detachment  of  a  regiment  consisting  of  25  enlisted  men. 
The  medical  detachment  of  a  regiment  was  not  an  argan- 
ization  for  the  imrpose  of  detcrm'ning  the  pay  of  com- 
missioned officers  prior  to  July  1,  1922,  under  section  109 
of  the  National  iDefense  Act.  No  material  change  has 
been  made  in  its  composition  and  nothing  in  section  14 
of  the  act  of  June  10,  1922,  requires  a  change  in  the 
armory  driU  pay  of  any  of  the  medical  officers  of  a 
combatant  regiment.  The  medical  officer  whose  duties 
include  supervision  of  the  enlisted  personnel  of  the  medi- 
cal detachment  is  entitled  to  pay  as  an  officer  not  belong- 
ing to  an  organization,  and  ho  is  not  entitled  to  the 
additional  pay  of  .'^240  a  year  as  an  officer  in  command 
of  an  organization  less  than  a  brigade  having  adminis- 
trative functions. 

"Payments  made  under  regulations  and  tables  of  or- 
ganizations as  heretofore  understood  will  not  be  dis- 
turbed, but  payments  made  after  the  promulgation  of 
this  decision  will  be  made  in  accordance  with  tlie  views 
herein  expressed. 

"Your  questions  are  answered  aiccordingly." 

2.  In  view  of  the  above  quoted  dec'sion  of  the  Comptroller 
General,  Circular  Letter  No.  24.  Militia  Bureau,  1923.  is  rescind- 
ed, and  on  and  after  July  1,  1923,  only  those  officers  helonging  to 
and  commanding  the  following  organ'zations  will  be  entitled  to 
the  .?24<)  per  year  additional  pay :

CIRCULAR  LETTER  No.  58. 

Subjact:    Administrative  Pay  of  National  Guard  Officers. 

To:  The  Adjutants   General  of  all   States,  Territories  of 

Hawaii  and  Porto  R'co,  and  the  District  of  Columbia 
National  Guard. 

Considerable  difference  of  opinion  exists  as  to  the  interpreta- 
tion of  the  decision  of  the  Comptroller  General  dated  November 
21,  1922.  as  to  vdiat  constitutes  "Armory  Drill  Pay  Status"  as 
expressed  in  the  following  quotation  of  that  decision  : 

"Accordingly,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  pay  at  the 
annual  rate  of  $240  provided  for  a  captain  commanding 
an  organization  is  payable  for  the  satisfactory  perfor- 
mance of  ,his  duties  as  the  organization  commander  under 
regulations  of  the  War  Department  while  in  an  ann,ory 
drill  pay  status  under  section  109." 

the  position  taken  by  tlie  Chief  of  Finance,  U.  S.  Army  is  pub- 
lished for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned  : 

"The  cjue.stion  involved  is  what  force  shall  be  given  to  the  ex- 
pression 'in  an  armory  drill  pay  status'  iii_  the  decision  of  the 
Comptroller  General.    If  nothing  else  were  involved  this  expres- 
sion might  be  construed  as  referring  to  that  situation  of  a  No- 
tional Guard  officer  in  which  if  he  participated  with  his  organi- 
zation in  an  armory  drill  lie  would  be  entitled  to  the  armory  drill 
pay.     If  this  were  the  meaning  of  the  expression,  the  decision 
of  the  Comptroller  General  would  be  to  the  effect  that  the  ad- 
ditional or  'command'  pay  of  a  captain  would  not  accrue  during 
any  period  during  which  the  enlisted  strength  of  his  organiza- 
tion should  fall  below  the  minimum  required  for  Federal  recog- 
nition.   This,  however,  is  not  the  meaning  which  has  been  given 
to  the  Compti'ollor's  decision  by  his  own  office.     On  the  other 
hand,  decisions  dated  September  5.  1922.  addressed  to  Colonel 
Chas.  L.  I^anham,  and  October  13,  1922,  addressed  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  War,  appear  to  indicate  that  the  expression  'armory 
drill  pay  status'  is  used  as  a  correlative  of  the  expression  'full 
pay  status'  so_  tliat  while  a  National  Guard  organization  is  in 
existence  and  its  Federal  recognition  has  not  been  withdrawn, 
it  is  always  eitlier  in  a  full  pay  status  or  an  armory  drill  pay 
status  for  the  purposes  of  'command'  pay. 
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"It  is  therefore  held  that  the  'armory  drill  pay  status'  mentioneu 
is  distinguished  from  that  of  'full  pay  status'  under  sections  94, 
97  and  99  of  the  National  Defense  Act,  and  does  not  refer  to  the 
matter  of  maintaining  the  strength  of  the  organization  or  to  the 
number  of  drills  attended  by  the  members  thereof.  Finance 
Officers  are  authorized  to  make  payments  of  command  pay  to 
officers  commanding  organizations  regardless  of  the  strength  of 
the  organization,  if  otherwise  qualified."

1.  In  connection  with  the  transportation  of  National  Guard 
troops,  the  arrangements  for  which  have  recently  been  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  State  authorities,  the  Militia  Bureau  Ls  in  re- 
ceipt of  a  communication  from  the  (Comptroller  General  of  the 
United  States,  reading  in  part  as  follows: 

"It  is  the  contention  of  the  carriers  that  transportation 
of  the  National  Guard,  except  when  called  into  active 
service  of  the  United  States  by  Presidential  order,  during 
war  or  other  emergency,  expressly  declared  by  Congress, 
is  not  transportation  of  'troops  of  the  United  States'  with- 
in the  meaning  of  the  land  grant  acts.  They  therefore 
hold  that  the  iSIilitary  Arrangements  whereby  they  have 
agreed  to  accept  the  lowest  net  fare  or  charge  subject  to 
the  general  and  special  exceptions  of  the  Equalization 
Agreement  have  no  application  to  those  movements. 

"Of  course,  with  this  view  they  will  bill  and  expect  pay- 
ment based  on  per  capita  fares  via  actual  route  of  travel. 
It  is,  therefore,  the  opinion  of  this  office  that  in  all  cases 
where  two  or  more  routes  are  available,  the  carriers  should 
be  required  to  render  competitive  bids  stating  the  lowest 
per  capita  round  trip  fare  from  starting  point  to  final  des- 
tination and  return  which  will  include  all  transfers, 
switching  cliarges  and  other  arbilraries  on  each  of  these 
Nationnl  Guard  movements.  It  is  believed  that  if  this 
procedure  was  generally  adopted  it  would  result  in  a 
great  saving  to  the  Government.  *  *  *  *  * 

"In  your  Circular  Letter  No.  43.  dated  May  10,  1922, 
it  was  stated  that  'as  a  result  of  past  experience  it  has 
been  decided  to  decentralize  control  of  National  Guard 
movements  and  to  require  the  State  authorities  to  make 
the  necessary  arrangements  for  the  transportation  of 
troops.'  It  is  not  known  just  what  the  Adjutant  General 
p£  ***********  *  }j,jg  jdiii;  ill  the  way  of  se- 
curing bids  on  this  movement,  but  this  office  is  firmly  of 
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-the  opinion  tLat  lie  should  take  this  matter  up  with  the 
(sarriers,  not  effectively,  but  individually,  for  the  purpose 
«f  creating  the  widest  competition  and  using  every  fair 
means  to  oliOain  the  lowest  available  fare". 

2.  The  Militia  Bureau  desires  that  the  attention  of  all  con- 
cemed  be  drawn  to  the  remarks  of  the  Comptroller  General,  and 
that  earriere  be  called  upon  to  render  competitive  bids,  quoting 
the  lowest  per  capita  round  trip  fare  from  starting  point  to  final 
destination  and  return  thereto  including  all  transfers,  switching 
charges  and  other  arbitraries,  and  that  every  effort  be  made  to 
obtaiffi  the  lowest  available  fare.

1.  Hereafter,  in  accordance  with  instructions  from  the 
Secretary  of  War,  initial  equipment  and  supplies  for  National 
Guard  organizations  will  be  issued  from  the  mobilization 
stock  maintained  by  the  War  Department  v/hen  the  quantities 
of  that  stock  on  hand  are  sufficient  to  justify  it.  Such  is- 
sues will  be  made  vv'ithout  charge  against  National  Guard 
appropriations.  The  mobilization  stock  is  not  available  for 
the  f)-ee  ixsue  to  National  Guard  of  replacement  equipment  or 
supplies. 

2.  In  future  it  must  be  indicated  clearly  on  the  first  page 
of  each  requisition  for  any  class  of  equipment  or  supplies, 
whether  the  articles  required  are  for  initial  or  replacement 
equipment.  This  information  is  necessary  in  order  to  deter- 
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mine  whether  such  items  constitute  fi'ee  issue  or  the  cost 
thereof  is  chargeable  to  National  Guard  appropriations.  Equip- 
ment and  supplies  necessary  for  the  original  equipment  of  a 
unit  at  peace  strength,  whether  all  drawn  at  one  time  or  por- 
tions at  different  times,  and  that  necessary  for  the  original 
equipment  of  National  Guard  Reserves  are  considered  initial 
equipment. 

3.  The  instructions  contained  in  paragraphs  1  and  2  above 
do  not  alter  those  published  in  mimeograph  letter  of  this  of- 
lice  dated  August  18,  1923,  Militia  Bureau  File  No.  400.358, 
which  temporarily  suspended  the  issue  of  equipment  and  sup- 
plies except  that  required  to  equip  new  units  and  for  neces- 
sary replacement.

"1.  Where  any  irregularity  is  discovered  after  delivery  or 
mailing  of  a  check,  a  complete  repcrt  of  the  facts  should  be 
immediately  communicated  in  writing  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  United  States  or  other  drawee  requesting  stoppage  of 
payment.  If  the  check  is  outstanding,  appropriate  action  will 
be  taken  by  the  Treasurer  or  drawee.  If  payment  has  been 
made  the  Treasurer  or  drawee  will  immediately  refer  the 
communication  to  the  General  Accounting  Office  for  appro- 
priate action.  If  it  be  known  that  the  cheek  has  been  paid 
such  irregularity  should  be  communicated  to  the  General  Ac- 
counting Office,  direct.

The  amcunt  of  any  overpay- 
ment in  the  particular  account  should  be  stated  and  the  ap- 
propriation indicated. 

"2.  When  the  person  entitled  to  the  proceeds  of  a  check 
complains  of  its  non-receipt  the  drawer  or  administrative 
ctBce  should  furnish  him  by  letter,  a  full  description  thereof 
and  date  of  forwarding,  and  instruct  him  that  if  the  check 
is  not  received  within  a  reasonable  time  the  letter  should  be 
forwarded  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  or  other 
drawee  with  a  notation  thereon  to  that  effect,  over  his  own 
signature  and  correct  postoffice  address.  If  the  check  is  drawn 
on  a  depository  bank  the  payee  should  be  instructed  to  forward 
a  copy  of  the  letter,  furnished  for  the  purpose,  to  the  General 
Accounting  Office  bearing  a  similar  notation. 

"3.  If  a  complaint  specifies  any  irregularity  such  as  loss 
or  destruction  of  a  check,  the  original  complaint  should  be  for- 
warded to  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  immediately. 
Whenever  practicable  and  without  causing  delay,  information 
should  be  given  as  to  whether  a  lost  check  has  been  endorsed 
by  the  payee. 

"4.  In  order  that  investigations  of  irregularities  may  not 
be  hampered,  information  pertaining  tc,  or  copies  of  checks 
should  be  furnished  only  to  persons  in  immediate  interest,  such 
as  payee  and  endorsers,  and  then  only  for  known  bona-fide 
uses.  Copies  of  paid  checks  will  be  furnished  only  when  essen- 
tial to  the  investigation,  or  upon  a  sufficient  showing  of  other 
necessity  therefor,  subject  to  proper  restrictions.  Paid  checks 
may  not  be  returned  except  to  the  Treasury  for  reclamation. 

"5.  Investigations  and  ether  action  subsequent  to  notice 
of  irregularities  will  be  conducted  in  the  Treasury  Department 
of  the  General  Accounting  Office,  as  the  case  may  be,  direct 
with  those  concerned.  Any  claim  presented  for  amounts  re- 
covered and  deposited  in  the  treasury  must  be  forwarded  with 
full  administration  report  and  reference  to  the  check  involved, 
to  the  General  Accounting  Office  for  direct  settlement."

National  Guard  Regulations. 
To:  The   Adjutant    General   of    all   States,   Territories  of 

Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico,  and  the  District  of  Columbia 

Natio]ial  Guard. 

1.  By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  amend- 
ment to  telegram  dated  July  20,  1923,  sent  to  all  State  Adjutants 
General  and  Corps  Area  and  Department  Commanders,  is  pub- 
lished for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned. 

"In  accordance  with  provisions  of  section  60,  National  De- 
fense Act,  Secretary  of  War  authorizes  follovving  general  ex- 
ception in  the  composition  of  National  Guard  units,  for  the 
period  April  1  to  September  30,  1923 :  No  National  Guard 
unit  will  be  required  to  have  an  enrolled  enlisted  strength 
greater  than  fifty;  Provided,  that  in  those  units  which  have 
been  federally  recognized  for  more  than  six  months,  and  for 
which  the  tables  of  organization  prescribe  an  enlisted  strength 
of  over  fifty-eight,  the  ollicers  will  not  bo  entitled  to  Federal 
pay  for  field  training  unless  at  least  fifty  per  cent  of  the  officers 
and  at  least  thiity-six  enlisted  men  attend.  Officers  belonging 
to  organizations  will  be  entitled  to  pay  for  armory  drills  if 
enrolled  enlisted  strength  of  at  least  fifty  is  maintained  and 
at  least  fifty  per  cent  of  cflicers  and  sixty  per  cent  of  enlisted 
men  attend  such  drills.  This  waiver  of  the  requirements  of 
both  paragraphs  110  and  932,  National  Guard  Regulations, 
applies  only  for  the  period  stated." 

2.  The  telegram  of  July  20,  1923,  referred  tO'  in  paragraph  1 
reads  as  follows : 

"In  accordance  with  provisions  of  Section  sixty  the  National 
Defense  Act,  Secretary  of  War  authorizes  following  general 
exception  in  the  composition  of  National  Guard  units,  for  the 
period  April  first  to  September  thirtieth  nineteen  twenty- 
three  :  No  National  Guard  unit  will  be  required  to  have  an  en- 
rolled enlisted  strength  greater  than  fifty ;  Provided,  that  in 
those  units  which  have  been  federally  recognized  for  more  than 
six  months,  and  for  which  the  tables  of  organization  prescribed 
an  enlisted  strength  of  over  fifty-eight,  the  officers  will  not  be 
entitled  to  federal  pay  unless  at  least  fifty  per  cent  of  the 
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officers  ami  at  least  thirty-six  enlisted  men  attend.  This 
waiver  of  the  requirements  of  both  Paragraphs  one  ten  and 
nine  thirty-two.  National  Guard  Regulations,  applies  to  field 
training  and  armory  drill  but  only  for  the  period  stated".

Subject :  Armory  pay  while  performing  emergency  duty  under 
orders  of  State  authority.  . 

To :  The  Adjutant  General  of  all  States,  Territories  of  Hawaii 

and  Porto  Rico  and  the  District  of  Columbia  National 
Guard. 

1.  Upon  application  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  armory  pay 
may  be  authorized  where  troops  perform  service  initiated  entirely 
by  State  authority  in  cases  such  as  riot  or  strike  duty,  or  other 
service  of  a  similar  emergency  nature.  Authorization  for  such  pa.y 
must  be  in  full  conformit.v  with  law  and  regulations  which  govern 
in  normal  cases  cf  armory  instruction,  and  evidence  upon  which 
such  claims  are  based  must  be  presented  in  the  manner  pre- 
S(;ribed  for  such  normal  payment. 

2.  Recommendations  by  the  Chief.  Militia  Bureau,  based  on 
the  conditions  affecting  each  individual  case,  will  be  governed  by 
the  conclusiveness  of  the  evidence  presented,  and  the  following 
data  must  be  fully  shown  in  connection  with  each  presented  ease : 

a.  Number  of  drills  of  required  duration,  or  periods^  of 
equivalent  duty  of  required  duration,  held  by  each  organiza- 
tion during  each  month  or  fraction  thereof,  in  which  the 
emergency  duty  was  performed. 

b.  Dates,  inclusive,  of  separate  periods  upon  which  each 
organizatii  n  was  ordered  for  emergency  duty,  and  specific 
recital  of  the  nature  and  extent  of  such  duties  performed  by 
each  organization. 

c.  Number  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  present  on  each 
of  the  occasions  given  under  2a  and  2b,  stating  also  the  total 
strength  of  each  organization,  officers  and  enlisted  men  sepa- 
rately, during  the  periods  specified. 

d.  Prescribed  certificates  as  to  the  performance  of  drills 
or  equivalent  service,  or  both,  as  set  forth  under  a.  b,  c,  above.

Reciuisitions  have  been  received  by  this  Bureau  from  time  to 
time  calliiis:  for  bnre  gauges  for  caliber  .30  rifles  citing  as  author- 
ity therefor  the  provisions  of  paragraph  1,  Bulletin  24,  War  De- 
partment 1913.  The  bulletin  cited  does  not  contemplate  issues  to 
organizations  serving  at  posts  not  equipped  with  ordnance  in- 
spection material,  in  view  of  which  no  requisitions  for  these  gauges 
will  be  approved.  Rifles  which  appear  to  be  unserviceable  should 
be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Corps  Area  Ordnance  Officer, 
or  liis  representative,  at  the  time  of  the  annual  inspection,  or 
during  the  summer  training  camp.  If  it  is  desired  to  make  a  test 
of  rifles  at  any  other  time,  the  Corps  Area  Ordnance  Officer 
should  be  communicated  with  with  a  view  to  making  the  neces- 
sary arrangements. 

2.  In  this  connection  attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that 
rifles  which,  after  inspection  as  indicated  above  are  found  to  be 
unserviccble  mi^st  be  covered  by  survey  proceedings  as  required 
by  Section  87  of  the  National  Defense  Act.

1.  GENERAL. 

1.    Legal  Requirements. 

a.  Kind  of  Training.  Section  91  of  the  National  Defense 
Act,  approved  June  3,  1916,  prescribes  that  "The  discipline 
(which  includes  training)  of  the  National  Guard  shall  conform 
to  the  system  which  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed 
for  the  Regular  Army,  and  the  training  shall  be  carried  out 
by  the  several  States,  Territories,  and  the  District  of  Columbia 
so  as  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  act." 

b.  Time  to  be  devoted  to  Training.  Section  92  of  the 
National  Defense  Act,  approved  June  3,  191(3,  prescribes  that 
"Each  company,  troop,  battery,  and  detachment  in  the  Na- 
tional Guard  shall  assemble  for  drill  and  instruction,  including 
indoor  target  practice,  not  less  than  forty-eight  times  each 
year,  and  shall,  in  addition  thereto,  participate  in  encamp- 
ments, maneuvers,  or  other  exercise,  including  outdoor  target 
practice,  at  least  fifteen  days  in  training  each  year,  including 
target  practice,  unless  such  company,  troop,  battery  or  detach- 
ment shall  have  been  excused  from  participation  in  any  part 
thereof  by  the  Secretary  of  War :  Provided,  That  credit 
for  an  assembly  for  drill  or  for  indoor  target  practice  shall 
not  be  given  unless  the  number  of  officers  and  enlisted  men 
present  for  duty  at  such  assembly  shall  equal  or  exceed  a 
minimum  to  be  prescribed  by  the  President,  nor  unless  the 
period  of  actual  military  duty  and  instruction  participated  in 
by  each  officer  and  enlisted  man  at  each  such  assembly  at  which 
he  shall  be  credited  as  having  been  present  shall  be  of  at  least 
one  and  one-half  hour's  duration  and  the  character  of  training 
such  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  cf  War."

2.  Doctrine  of  Timnhig.  The  doctrine  of  training  for  tlie 
Army  of  the  United  States  is  published  in  Training  Regula- 
tions No.  10-5,  War  Department,  dated  December  23,  1921. 

3.  General  Scheme  of  Trainhirj-  The  general  scheme  of 
training  is  published  in  an  unnumbered  training  memorandum 
issued  by  the  Militia  Bureau  on  August  18,  1921  which  was 
continued  in  force  by  Circular  Letter  No.  353,  Alilitia  Bureau, 
dated  October  6,  1922. 

4.  Policy  of  Training.  During  the  period  of  Armory  Train- 
ing instruction  will  be  concentrated  on  elementary  and  essen- 
tial subjects  with  the  idea  of  making  the  enlisted  men  and 
units  proficient  therein.  When  an  organization  is  proficient  in 
an  essential  subject  the  instruction  in  that  subject  will  be 
limited  to  the  time  necessary  to  keep  it  profi.eient  and  the  time 
gained  ■^-ill  be  devoted  to  other  subjects. 

During  the  period  of  Field  Training  intensive  instruction 
will  be  given  to  fit  units  for  commencing  immediately  the  in- 
tensive training  that  will  be  necessary  for  them  to  undergo 
upon  their  expansion  at  the  time  of  draft  into  the  F'ederal 
service. 

Pericds  of  field  training  are  short.  Instruction  at  camps  for 
field  training  should  be  limited  to  those  subjects  that  can  net 
be  adequately  covered  by  instruction  in  armories. 

II.    PROGRAMS  OF  TRAINING. 

1.  Programs  of  training  will  be  prepared  separately  for 
armory  instruction  and  for  field  training. 

2.  How  and  hy  Whom  Prepared.  Programs  of  training 
should  be  prepared  by  regimental  and  separate  battalion  com- 
manders independently  or  in  consultation  with  the  Regular 
Army  instructor  assigned  to  the  organization.  In  either  case 
the  approval  of  the  instructor  will  be  indicated  on  the  program. 
If,  for  any  reason,  a  program  can  not  be  prepared  by  a  Na- 
tional Guard  commander  it  will  be  prepared  by  the  Regular 
Army  instructor  on  duty  with  the  organization  after  consul- 
tation with  the  State  authorities  concerned. 

3.  Disposition. 

a.  If  a  program  is  prepared  by  a  National  Guard  com- 
mander it  will  be  forwarded  by  him  through  National  Guard 
channels  (Brigade  and  Division  Commanders,  where  the  or- 
ganization is  assigned  cr  attached  to  a  division),  and  the 
State  Adjutant  General,  to  this  Headquarters. 

b.  If  a  program  is  prepared  by  a  Regular  Army  instructor 
he  may  secure  the  v.-rittcn  or  verbal  approval  of  the  State 
authorities  concerned  but  in  case  of  verbal  approval  it  must 
contain  a  statement  that  it  meets  with  the  approval  of  the 
State  authcrities.  The  program  will  be  forwarded  by  the  in- 
structor to  this  headquarters. 

Four  copies  of  a  program  are  required  at  this  head- 
quarters. 

d.  Programs  for  Coast  Artillery  troops  will,  in  all  cases, 
be  forwarded  to  the  Commanding  General.  Third  Coast  Ar- 
tillery District.  After  examination  by  the  district  commander 
he  will  forward  the  programs  to  this  headquarters  with  his 
recommendation  thereon. 

e.  The  approved  copy  cf  a  program  will  be  forwarded  to 
the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State  concerned  for  the  necessary 
action. 
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f.  When  approved  programs  are  printed  or  multigraphed 
in  any  form,  six  (6)  copies  are  desired  at  this  lieadquarters. 

4.  Programs  of  Armory  Insiruction. 

a.  J'ij/te  allotted.  Seventy-two  hours  is  the  minimum  time 
and  ninety  hours  the  maximum  time  prescribed  by  law  for 
which  Federal  pay  is  allowed  for  drill  and  instruction  each 
year.  It  is  exclusive  of  the  time  to  be  devoted  to  field  train- 
ing. Tliis  drill  and  instruction  is  referred  to  herein  as  Armory 
Instruction  through  it  may  be  given  either  in  an  armory  or 
outside  of  it.  The  eighteen  hours  authorized  armory  instruc- 
tion time  in  excess  of  the  minimum  time  of  seventy-two  hours 
should  be  left  to  the  company,  battery,  or  troop  commanders 
for  utilization  to  meet  the  instructional  needs  of  particular 
units. 

b.  Periods  to  he  Covered.  Programs  of  Armory  Instruc- 
tion will  be  prepared  for  the  period  October  first  to  September 
thirtieth  'of  the  following  year. 

c.  When  Prepared.  Programs  of  Armory  Instruction  will 
be  prepared  immediately  upon  completion  of  the  field  train- 
ing of  an  organization  and  will  be  forwarded  not  later  than 
fifteen  days  after  the  return  of  the  organization  from  camp 
to  its  home  station.  The  instructional  needs  of  the  organiza- 
tion as  developed  during  the  period  of  field  training  will  re- 
ceive due  consideration  in  the  preparation  of  the  program  of 
armory  instruction. 

5.  Programs  of  Field  Training. 

a.  Time  Allotted.  Ordinarily  fifteen  days  will  be  devoted 
to  field  training  during  the  summer  months  of  each  year. 

b.  When  Prepared.  Programs  of  field  training  will  be  pre- 
pared soon  after  the  time  for  holding  the  camp  for  field  train- 
ing of  an  organization  is  announced  aud  will  be  forwarded, 
when  practicable,  not  later  than  one  month  prior  to  the  date 
set  for  the  encampment.  In  case  the  time  remaining  after  the 
announcement  that  a  camp  for  field  training  will  be  held  is 
less  than  one  month  the  program  will  be  prepared  and  for- 
warded without  delay. 

III.    SCHEDULES  OF  TRAINING. 

1.  Schedules  should  be  published  for  any  organization  train- 
ed as  a  unit.  They  should  correspond  to  that  of  a  school  which 
prescribes  the  details  of  courses.  Subjects  mentioned  in  the 
program  of  a  superior  need  not  necessarily  be  included  in  the 
junior's  schedule  if  the  latter's  organization  is  proficient  in 
sucli  subjects.  A  company  schedule  which  lists  the  subjects 
of  instruction  in  general  terms  usually  indicates  that  the  com- 
pany commander  has  little  knowledge  of  the  exact  divisions  of 
subjects  and  small  understanding  of  the  methods  'of  instruc- 
tion. Schedules  should  be  made  to  assure  that  Instruction  is 
conducted  in  each  subject  in  the  proper  order  with  no  omis- 
sions or  repetitions.  Such  general  items  as  "Close  Order 
Drill"  or  "First  Aid"  have  no  place  in  a  properly  constructed 
schedule.  The  subdivisions  of  any  subject  should  not  be 
taught  at  the  momentary  option  of  the  instructor  but  should 
be  scheduled  previously  and  specifically  for  a  certain  hour. 
The  officer  who  takes  his  men  to  the  drill  floor  without  a 
definite  outline  of  the  exact  portion  of  the  general  subjects  of 
instruction  to  be  followed  during  each  drill  period  not  only 
does  his  men  an  injustice  but  also  is  not  performing  his  ob- 
ligation to  his  government. 
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2.  By  Wliom  Prepared.  Paragraph  438.  National  Guard 
Kegulations,  1922,  prescribes  that**  It  will  be  the  duty  of  in- 
structors to  prepare  schedules  covering  the  course  prescribed 
for  their  arms  and  corps**.  It  is  inherently  the  duty  of  com- 
pany, battery,  and  troop  commanders  to  prepare  schedules  for 
their  units  and  it  is  highly  desirable  that  they  have  practice 
in  this  duty  in  ordinary  periods  of  instruction  in  order  that 
they  may  be  prepared  for  such  duties  during  the  period  of  in- 
tensive training  that  will  immediately  follow  complete  mobili- 
zation. 

The  schedules  prepared  by  instructors  ordinarily  will  not 
meet  all  the  instructional  needs  for  all  units.  Organization 
commanders  should  prepare  the  schedule  required  for  their 
units. 

3.  Requirements.  Schedules  must  conform  to  approved 
program. 

4.  Disposition. 

a.  Unit  Schedules.  Schedules  prepared  by  unit  com- 
manders should  be  submitted  to  the  immediate  superior  con- 
cerned prior  to  time  schedule  becomes  effective.  A  copy  should 
"be  furnished  the  Regular  Army  instructor  on  duty  with  the 
organization. 

b.  Instructor  Schedules.  A  schedule  prepared  by  an  in- 
:structor  for  the  subordinate  units  will  be  submitted  to  the  next 
higher  National  Guard  commander  for  approval.  The  publi- 
cation of  a  schedule  is  not  a  function  of  the  instructor  but  of 
the  commander  concerned.  Two  copies  of  instructors  schedules 
will  be  forwarded  to  this  headquarters. 

e.  Copies  of  unit  schedules  are  not  required  at  this  head- 
quarters. 

IV.  SUPERVISION  OF  TRAINING. 

1.  Instructors  are  charged  with  the  immediate  supervision 
of  the  instruction  of  the  organizations  to  which  they  are  as- 
signed. 

2.  The  Commanding  General  of  the  Third  Coast  Artillery 
District  is  charged  with  supervision  of  the  training  and  in- 
struction of  all  Coast  Artillery  units  of  the  National  Guard 
within  this  corps  area. 

V.  MISCELLANEOUS. 

1.  Correspondence.  All  correspondence  relating  to  the 
training  and  instruction  of  Coast  Artillery  units  of  the  Na- 
tional Guard  will  be  forwarded  through  the  Commanding 
General,  Third  Coast  Artillery  District.

1.  Inclosed  herewith  is  copy  of  Militia  Bureau  letter  of  Sep- 
tember 29,  1923,  to  the  Corps  Area  Commander  outlining  the 
policy  with  respect  to  Armory  Training. 

2.  In  connection  with  paragraph  2,  the  Commanding  General 
holds  that  the  preparation  of  programs  and  schedules  is  included 
in  the  training  of  any  unit.  The  following  excerpt  from  an  in- 
dorsement by  the  Corps  Area  Commander  to  the  Adjutant  General 
of  Pennsylvania,  October  3,  1923,  is  quoted,  which  defines  the 
policy  of  this  headquarters  in  the  matter  of  preparation  of  pro- 
grams and  schedules : 

This  correspondence,  including  the  basic  communication 
and  indorsements  thereon,  brings  up  the  question  as  to  the 
responsibility  for  preparation  of  programs  and  schedules.  It 
is  the  opinion  of  the  Commanding  General  that  for  purposes 
of  instruction,  if  for  no  other  reason.  National  Guard  officers 
of  all  grades  should  be  required  to  prepare  programs  for  sub- 
ordinate units  of  their  commands  and  schedules  for  their  own 
units.  In  this  connection,  attention  is  invited  to  Training 
Memorandum  No.  15,  this  headquarters,  dated  December  30, 

1922,  and  letter  from  this  headquarters  dated  January  15, 

1923,  on  the  subject  of  training  of  the  National  Guard,  sent 
to  instructors  of  the  National  Guard,  Third  Corps  Area.  It 
is  the  desire  of  the  Commanding  (^Jeneral,  if  not  inconsistent 
with  the  wishes  of  State  authorities,  that  National  Guard 
ofticers  be  required  to  prepare  programs  and  schedules  as  in- 
dicated in  Training  Memorandum  No.  15. 

"If  National  Guard  officers  are  charged  with  the  preparation 
of  programs  and  schedules  and  these  are  submitted  to  the  in- 
structor for  comment  and  criticism  as  part  of  his  duty  as  an 
instructor,  the  necessity  of  any  such  correspondence  as  this 
will  be  obviated  and  the  National  Guard  oflicers  will  have  a 
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hand  in  prescribing  tlie  instruction  whicli  they  tliink  they  re- 
quire, and  the  Regular  Army  instructor  can  function  properly 
as  an  instructor"  by  pointing  out  to  National  Guard  com- 
manders errors  or  omissions  in  their  programs  and  schedules."

The  instructions  hereinafter  having  been  approved  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  War  will  govern  armory  training  of  the  National  Guard 
until  otherwise  ordered.  All  contrary  instructions  heretofore  issued 
are  rescinded. 

1.  Basis  for  Armory  Training, — This  should  be  such  as 
will  best  prepare  the  National  Guard  for  its  next  succeeding 
period  of  field  training.  In  the  application  of  this  principle 
Corps  Area  ccmmanders  when  issuing  training  instructions 
should  give  careful  consideration  to  the  varying  degrees  of 
development  in  the  different  States  as  well  as  to  the  primary 
mission  of  the  National  Guard,  which  is  a  defensive  one. 

2.  Training  a  Function  of  Command, — The  application  of 
this  principle  must  be  developed  to  the  utmost  among  National 
Guard  ccmmanders.  The  scheme  of  training  announced  by  the 
Corps  Area  commander  should  encourage  and  require  the  con- 
stant exercise  of  this  function  by  all  commanders  within  their 
respective  commands. 

3.  Scope  of  Armory  Training, — It  is  extremely  necessary 
that  the  type  of  training  which  can  be  given  at  the  armory 
cr  in  the  vicinity  of  the  home  station  should  be  reduced  to  a 
minimum  during  the  field  training  period,  as  that  period  is 
so  limited  as  to  be  at  best  inadequate  for  the  proper  prepara- 
tion of  the  National  Guard  for  its  mission. 

4.  Training  of  Commissioned  and  Noncommissioned  Officers 
and  Speoialisis, — Leaders,  of  all  grades,  and  specialists  need 
training  in  addition  to  tliat  pertaining  to  the  periods  for  their 
assembled  organizations.  For  officers,  the  amount  of  time  so 
spent  should  be  much  more  than  that  allotted  for  enlisted 
leaders  and  potential  leaders  and  specialists.  For  the  whole 
enlisted  group,  the  time  should  be  a  reasonable  maximum — ■ 
not  to  exceed  one  hour  a  week.  For  organizations,  as  a  whole, 
it  is  very  necessary  that  training  be  progressive  from  year  to 
year,  otherwise  organizational  development  will  never  pass  the 
very  elementary  stages.  The  status  assigned,  and  expectations 
regarding  the  National  Guard,  on  being  called  into  federal  ser- 
vice, make  it  vitally  important  that  the  peace  nucleus  be  so 
developed  that  war  expansion  can  be  assimilated  wdth  the 
minimum  loss  in  organizational  efficiency. 

5.  Tijpe  of  Instruction  for  Leaders  and  Specialists, — Oral 
instructions  should  be  employed  whenever  it  is  at  all  possible; 
but  written  instructioin,  under  certain  unavoidable  circum- 
stances, can  furnish  the  only  means  for  training.  Provisions 
covering  correspondence  courses  appear  in  Circular  Letter  No. 
78,  Militia  Bureau,  September  26,  1922.  For  leaders  in  com- 
pany grades,  oral  instruction  should  be  the  rule.    For  field 
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officers  and  staffs,  instruction  by  correspondence  will  generally 
be  necessary.  Supplementary  thereto,  field  officers,  where  op- 
portunity affords,  should  conduct  oral  instruction  of  sub- 
ordinates and  as  a  normal  duty,  supervise  the  training  of  their 
organizations.  Fcr  general  officers,  their  staffs,  and  officers  of 
Staff  Corps  and  Departments,  correspondence  courses  may 
offer  the  only  means  of  instruction.  Whatever  the  grade  of 
personnel,  instructed  use  of  the  most  satisfactory  aud  avail- 
able means  will  offer  varied  opportunities  for  resourceful  in- 
structors. 

6.  Interest, — Desired  results  can  come  onli/  throiifih  arous- 
ing a  commensurate  degree  of  interest.  Aside  from  the  per- 
sonality and  ability  of  those  ocncerned,  wholesome  competi- 
tion furnishes  a  most  valuable  stimulant.  This,  while  re- 
cognizing the  varied  conditions  within  organizations  and  local- 
ities, can  be  successfully  applied  among  different  organiza- 
tions or  among  elements  or  groujis  within  the  same  organiza- 
tions. 

7.  Suhjeet-mattcr  for  Training, — The  scheme  of  training 
should  cover  detailed  subject  matter  as  benefits  the  particular 
situation  and  as  applies  to  all  arms  and  service.  War  Depart- 
ment regulations,  manuals  and  publications  contain  the  official 
and  required  sources  for  all  training.  Instructional  matter 
used  in,  or  published  by  the  various  schools,  aud  all  publica- 
tions, other  than  official,  supplied  through,  or  recommended 
by,  the  Militia  Bureau,  are  to  be  accepted  as  valuable  adjuncts 
to  official  sources.

1.  A  course  for  company  officers  of  National  Guard  Engineer 
organizations  will  be  given  at  the  Engineer  School,  Fort  Humph- 
reys, Virginia,  from  April  15  to  May  31,  1924.  A  class  of  about 
twenty  officers,  captains  and  lieutenants,  can  be  accommodated. 
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2.  Applications  to  attend  this  course  may  be  made  until  further 
notice.

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1.  It  is  generally  conceded  that  many  officers  of  the  National 
Guard  who  are  desirous  of  taking  courses  at  the  Special  Service 
Schools  (each  School  pertaining  to  a  particular  arm  or  service), 
and  the  Command  and  General  Staff  School  (at  Fort  Leaven vsrorth, 
Kansas,  for  all  arms  combined),  are  prevented  from  pursuing  such 
training  due  to  the  length  of  the  courses  and  the  inability  of  such 
officers  to  spare  the  required  time  from  their  civil  pursuits.  Many 
of  these  officers  are  representative  of  the  highest  type  in  the 
National  Guard,  and  consequently  the  potential  efficiency  of  the 
Guard  must  depend  upon  the  development  of  such  type  of  the  high- 
est degree  practicable. . 

2.  With  such  a  situation,  it  is  thought  that  by  reducing  the 
length  of  these  courses  to  a  period  not  to  exceed  six  weeks,  many 
officers  of  the  category  indicated  might  be  able  to  attend. 

3.  The  question  of  reducing  the  length  of  the  courses  has  not 
yet  been  defiuitely  considered,  and  will  not  be  so  considered  unless 
it  can  be  clearly  sho^vn  that  a  marked  effect  could  be  had  in  secur- 
ing the  attendance  of  the  class  of  officers  above  mentioned.  Of 
course  such  reduction  in  time  would  necessarily  cause  a  correspond- 
ing reduction  in  the  scope  and  thoroughness  of  the  training,  yet 
such  sacriiice  on  the  whole,  might  prove  of  added  general  advantage 
to  the  National  Guard. 

4.  With  the  above  in  view,  and  in  order  that  the  most  intelligent 
consideration  may  be  undertaken  with  reference  to  the  matter  dis- 
cussed, it  is  requested  that  you  obtain  and  forward  to  this  office 
at  the  earliest  practicable  date,  and  not  later  than  January  1,  1924, 
the  following  data  based  on  the  most  accurate  sources  of  informa- 
tion : — 

0.  Should  the  duration  of  the  courses  at  the  Spe- 
cial Service  Schools  and  at  the  Command  and  Gen- 
eral Staif  School  be  fixed  at  six  weeks,  what  percent- 
age of  the  following,  now  unable  to  attend  such 
courses,  could  be  reasonably  expected  to  attend : — 

1.  Officers  of  field  grade. 

2.  Officers  of  company  grade,  with  special  applica- 

tion to  Captains.

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1.  The  War  Department  Mobilization  Plan  provides  that  there 
shall  be  prepared  a  mobilization  plan  for  every  organization  of  the 
Army  of  the  United  States,  down  to  and  including  companies  and 
similar  units.  These  plans  are  termed  Unit  (and  sub-unit)  Plans. 
The  Unit  (or  sub-unit)  Mobilization  Plan,  when  approved  by  the 
next  superior  commander  becomes,  in  effect,  the  directive  for  the 
mobilization  of  the  unit.  Such  plans  are  subject  to  inspection  by 
superior  commanders  and  by  authorized  representatives  of  the  War 
Department,  corps  area  and  department  commanders,  and  chiefs 
of  branches. 

2.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  War  Department 
Mobilization  Plan,  corps  area  and  department  commanders  will, 
at  an  early  date,  be  calling  upon  certain  National  Guard  organ- 
izations, through  State  Adjutants  General,  for  the  submission  of 
these  Unit  Plans.  As  a  matter  of  interesting  information  to  all 
concerned  in  the  formulation  of  these  plans,  there  is  quoted,  here- 
with, an  extract  from  the  "National  Guard  Annex"  to  the  Fifth 
Corps  Area  Mobilization  Plan : 

"The  Mobilization  Plan  of  the  War  Department  re- 
quires the  corps  area  commander  to  have  plans  for  the 
mobilization  of  the  man  power  of  the  corps  area.  This 
must  be  based  on  and  be  governed  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment plan  but  goes  into  greater  detail.  When  this  plan 
'  is  approved  by  the  War  Department  it  becomes  the  Corps 
Area  Mohilization  Flan. 

Similarly,  the  commander  of  each  Division,  Brigade, 
Regiment,  Battalion,  Company  or  Detachment  is  required 
to  have  a  mobilization  plan,  which  becomes  effective  upon 
approval.  These  plans  will  include  all  activities  to  the 
point  of  entraining  for  a  Mobilization  Camp  or  Concen- 
tration Area.  This  requires  that  each  organization  com- 
mander who  reports  directly  to  these  Headquarters  upon 
a  call  being  issued  (See  paragraph  21,  AR  130-10)  pre- 
pare a  mobilization  plan  for  approval  by  the  corps  area 
commander  and  that  he  in  turn  require  mobilization  plans 
of  his  subordinates,  each  in  the  tactical  chain  of  com- 
mand making  the  plan  for  his  command,  which,  to  become 
official,  must  receive  the  approval  of  the  next  senior  com- 
mander. This  follows  through  to  each  company  or  de- 
tachment commander,  who  must  have  his  plan  for  im- 
mediate mobilization  upon  receipt  of  a  call.  This  plan 
should  cover  every  phase  of  activity  required  from  the 
receipt  of  the  call,  including  all  the  various  duties  out- 
lined in  these  instructions,  to  the  point  of  embarkation 
upon  troop  trains,  enroute  to  mobilization  camp  or  con- 
,/•  centration  area.  The  company  or  detachment  command- 
er's plans  must  be  forwarded  to  the  Battalion  Command- 
er for  approval  or  modification,  and  a  copy  retained.  The 
Battalion  Commander  will  insure  that 

(a)  That  the  plan  is  complete 

(b)  That  it  conforms  to  his  plan  and  those  of  higher 

authority. 

When  these  conditions  are  fulfilled  he  will  approve  the 
company  or  detachment  plan,  revise  his  plan  if  neces- 
-  sary,  in  view  of  the  plans  of  his  company  or  detachment 
commanders,  and  submit  his  modified  plan  to  his  next 
higher  commander.  Regimental,  Brigade  and  Division 
Commanders  will  modify  their  original  plans  where  neces-

and  send  a  copy  of  their  modified  plans  to  the  next 
higher  commander  for  approval."

"The  mobilization  plans  of  all  commanders  of  troops 
will,  in  so  far  as  such  commanders  are  concerned,  provide 
for  the  mobilization  of  all  parts  of  their  commands  which 
are  within  this  Corps  Area,  and  regardless  of  whether 
they  are  in  the  same  state  or  not." 
3.    It  is  requested  that  State  Adjutants  General  immediately 
take  the  necessary  action  to  insure  the  preparation  of  these  Unit 
Plans  and  that,  when  called  upon  by  corps  area  commanders, 
they  lend  their  utmost  support  in  an  effort  to  bring  this  project 
to  an  early  and  successful  conclusion.

1.  A  request  has  been  received  by  the  Militia  Bureau  to  author- 
ize the  firing  of  pistol  and  revolver  qualification  courses  in  ar- 
mories where  range  facilities  permit  and  the  requirements  set 
forth  in  Pistol  Marksmanship  are  complied  with. 

2.  This  request  has  been  approved  and  it  is  suggested  that 
every  effort  be  made  to  qualify  men  iu  pistol  or  revolver  firing 
during  the  armory  training  period  so  that  more  time  can  be  de- 
voted to  other  important  subjects  during  the  field  training  period. 
This  is  particularly  desirable  with  Cavalry  and  Field  Artillery 
organizations. 

3.  With  indoor  facilities  added  to  the  normal  outdoor  firing 
it  is  hoped  that  these  opportunities  will  permit  the  maximum 
number  of  men  to  qualify  in  pistol  or  revolver  marksmanship  dur- 
ing the  armory  training  period.

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1.  As  paragraph  1  B,  345-50,  Army  Regulations,  is  interpre- 
ted in  the  Regular  Armj',  warrant  officers  should  not  be  carried 
on  strength  returns  covering  commissioned  and  enlisted  personnel. 
The  Adjutant  General's  Department  has  a  separate  section  which 
receives  reports  from  warrant  officers  at  regular  intervals  and 
keeps  the  necessary  records  of  their  stations,  etc. 

2.  This  practice  is  not  feasible  in  the  National  Guard.  It  is, 
therefore,  directed  that  for  the  National  Guard  not  in  federal 
service,  warrant  officers  be  carried  as  indicated  below  on  the 
strength  returns  of  the  unit  with  which  they  are  serving: 

Form  33  (Basic  Strength  Return) — in  Column  C,  En- 
try to  be  made  as  I  W.  O. 

Form  24  (Consolidated  Strength  Return) — in  Column 
C  &  H,  opposite  the  correct  organization.  Entry  to  be 
made  as  I  W.  O.

To:  Chief,  Militia  Bureau. 

In  further  reference  to  your  letter  of  May  22,  1923,  (M.  B. 
210,  (>51  E.  Screws,  Wm.  P.),  relative  to  subject  matter  as  given 
above,  the  Secretary  of  War  directs  that  the  following  general 
policy  of  the  War  Department  with  regard  thereto  be  communi- 
cated to  you,  and  by  you  to  the  Adjutants  General  of  the  States. 
He  further  directs  that  you  prepare  and  submit,  for  his  action, 
such  changes  of  National  Guard  Regulations  as  may  be  necessary 
by  reason  of  the  adoption  of  this  policy. 

1.  The  initiative  for  commissioning  a  particular  offi- 
cer of  the  Regular  Army  on  the  active  list  in  the  Nation- 
al Guard  shall  rest  with  the  State  authorities  concerned. 

2.  Any  officer  of  the  Regular  Army  on  the  active  list 
on  duty  with  the  National  Guard  may  be  authorized  to 
accept  a  commission  in  the  National  Guard,  if  he  so  de- 
sires, under  the  following  conditions : 

(a)  The  commission  in  the  National  Guard  must  not 
be  more  than  two  grades  higher  than  the  officer's  grade 
in  the  Regular  Army ;  and  no  commission  shall  be  ac- 
cepted in  the  National  Guard  below  the  grade  of  Major 
or  above  the  grade  of  Major  General. 
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(b)  There  must  be  a  vacancy  and  appropriate  assign- 
ment -with  the  National  Guard  forces,  as  organized,  in  the 
grade  in  which  commission  is  tendered. 

(c)  The  officers  official  record  must  indicate  that  he 
is  qualified  to  perform  the  specific  duty  to  which  he  is  to 
be  assigned  nmler  tlse  National  Guard  commission. 

(d)  Any  duties  devolving  upon  the  officer  by  reason 
of  acceptance  by  him  of  a  National  Guard  Commission, 
will  be  in  addition  to  the  duties  he  would  normally  per- 
form had  he  not  accepted  such  commission. 

3.  The  detail  of  a  particular  officer  on  the  active  list  of  the 
Regular  Army  to  duty  with  the  National  Guard  with  a  view  to 
authorizing  the  officer  to  accept  a  commission  in  the  National 
Guard,  shall,  in  general,  be  favorably  regarded  by  the  War  De- 
partment, and  shall  be  effected,  provided  that : 

(a)  The  allotment  of  officers  for  National  Guard  duty, 
or  the  quota  of  officers  from  any  particular  branch  for 
that  duty,  is  not  thereby  exceeded. 

(b)  The  officer  is  eligible,  qualified  and  available  for 
the  detail  under  present  policies. 

(c)  The  conditions  as  set  forth  under  (a),  (b),  (c), 
and  (d),  paragraph  2,  of  this  letter  are  fulfilled. 

4.  Upon  being  relieved  from  duty  with  the  National  Guard, 
authority  granted  an  officer  of  the  Regular  Army  on  the  active 
list  to  hold  a  commission  in  the  National  Guard  shall  terminate. 

5.  If  the  National  Guard  organization  or  activity  to  which  an 
officer  of  the  Regular  Army  on  the  active  list  is  assigned  under 
a  National  Guard  commission  is  called  into  federal  service,  the 
officer  should  remain  on  duty  with  such  organization  or  activity 
during  the  emergency,  or  until  the  manifest  interest  of  the  Govern- 
ment compels  his  relief  therefrom. 

6.  The  total  number  of  officers  authorized  yearly  for  duty  with 
the  National  Guard  shall  not  be  increased  by  reason  of  any  of 
them  accepting  commissions  in  the  National  Guard. 

7.  The  normal  tour  of  duty  of  an  officer  of  the  Regular  Army 
on_  the  active  list  ^vith  the  National  Guard  shall  be  four  years ; 
officers  shall  be  relieved  prior  to  the  expiration  of  their  normal 
tours  only  in  such  cases  as  imperative  reasons  therefor  make  such 
action  necessary. 

8.  Applications  with  reference  to  commissioning  officers  of  the 
Regular  Army  on  the  active  list  in  the  National  Guard  should  be 
forwarded  to  the  War  Department,  through  the  Chief,  Militia 
Bureau,  for  appropriate  action  by  the  Secretary  of  War.

a.  There  are  no  actually  designated  or  required  her- 
aldic devices  to  represent  the  several  v/ars  in  which  the 
Unite<l  States  has  been  engaged. 

b.  Various  devices  are  used.  For  the  Revolutionary 
W^ar  a  British  lion,  the  cross  of  St.  George  (a  red  cross 
on  Wihite  field),  a  pine  tree  (if  a  New  England  regiment), 
a  rattlesnake  coiled  to  strike,  "Don't  tread  on  me"  (if 
a  middle  states  regiment). 

For  the  War  of  1812,  a  lion,  a  unicorn,  the  cross  of 
St.  George,  a  maple  leaf. 

For  the  Mexican  War,  a  cactus,  a  rattlesnake. 

For  the  Civil  War,  a  saltire  cross  (from  the  Con- 
federate flag),  the  various  corps  badges. 

For  the  Indian  Wars,  an  arrow,  or  an  arrow  for 
each  war. 

For  the  Spanish  W^ar  in  Cuba,  a  castle,  a  palm 
tree,  or  the  corps  badge. 

In  Porto  Rico,  a  castle,  a  maltese  cross. 

In  the  Philippines,  a  castle,  a  palm  tree,  or  the 
corps  badge. 

Phillippine  Insurrection,  a  palm  tree,  the  Kataipu- 
nan  sun,  a  bolo  (Luzon  and  Visayas),  a  Kampilian  (Moro). 
a  kris  (Moros  of  the  Lake  Lanao  district). 

China  Relief  Expedition,  a  Chinese  dragon. 

Mexican  Border  Service,  a  cactus,  a  rattlesnake. 

World  War — The  Division  shoulder  sleeve  insignia, 
fleur-de-lis,  the  heraldic  de\'ices  of  the  French  provinces, 
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British,  French,  Canadian,  Australian  devices  for  ser- 
vice in  cooperation  with  those  forces. 

c.  No  device  has  been  used  to  represent  camp  duty  in 
the  United  States  during  the  Spanish  War  as  it  is  not 
customary  to  recount  tliis  sort  of  duty,  the  idea  being  to 
commemorate  fighting  duty  for  a  fig,bting  unit.  This  may 
seem  pretty  hard  to  resist  when  the  present  colonel  of  the 
National  Guard  regiment  was  sergeant  or  .captain  in  his 
old  outfit.  A  man's  own  experience  generally  looms  pretty 
large,  but  the  point  to  be  kept  in  mind  is  that  a  regi- 
mental coat  of  arms  is  not  being  devised  for  the  present 
alone  but  for  the  future  as  well  and  when  age  gives  the 
proper  perspective  these  things  will  take  their  proper  rel- 
ative value. 

d.  One  more  idea  which  must  be  very  carefully  kept 
in  mind  in  the  designing  of  a  regimental  coat  of  arms, 
the  absolute  accuracy  of  the  history  of  the  regiment.  It 
may  be  that  the  regiment  which  fought  at  Chapultepec 
is  not  the  same  regiment  which  fought  in  the  Ai'gonne  al- 
though the  trophy  room  of  the  armory  may  have  a  flint 
lock  gun  exhibited  along  with  a  tin  hat  of  recent  date. 
As  an  illustration,  of  this,  there  is  no  cavalry  regiment 
in  the  regular  army  which  can  trace  its  history  to  the 
War  of  1812  and  but  one  company  in  the  entire  regular 
army  can  trace  its  history  to  the  War  of  the  Revolution, 
"Captain  Alexander  Hamilton's  Train  of  Artillerists", 
which  was  organized  after  the  Long  Island  campaign  in 
1776  and  had  its  baptism  of  fire  at  White  Plains,  and 
which  is  now  D  Battery  of  the  5th  Field  Artillery. 

e.  In  designing  a  regimental  coat  of  arms  it  is  by  no 
means  necessary  to  use  the  devices  noted  above  exclus- 
ively. 

2.    THE  REGIMENTAL  COLORS  AND  STANDARDS. 

(a)  The  regimental  color  or  standard  will  be  of  silk 
of  the  color  of  the  facings  of  the  arm,  corps,  department, 
or  service.  In  the  center  will  be  embroidered  the  official 
badge  or  coat  of  arms  of  the  regiment  with  the  United 
States  eagle  as  a  supporter.  Below  the  eagle  will  be  a 
scroll  bearing  the  official  designation  of  the  organization. 
The  color  or  standard  will  be  trimmed  on  three  edges 
with  a  knotted  fringe  of  yellow  silk.  When  the  facings 
are  of  two  colors  the  fringe  will  be  of  the  piping  color. 

(b)  Each  organization  entitled  to  carry  a  color  or 
standard  is  required  to  have  a  coat  of  arms  or  badge. 
As  indicated  above,  the  shield  will  replace  the  United 
States  shield  on  the  eagle's  breast,  the  crest  will  replace 
the  1.3  stars  and  glory  above  the  eagle's  head,  and  the 
motto  will  replace  the  "e  pluribus  unum"  on  the  ribbon 
scroll  in  the  eagle's  beak.  If  a  badge  is  adopted  instead 
of  a  coat  of  arms  it  is  placed  above  the  eagle's  head  and 
the  breast  of  the  eagle  is  filled  in  with  feathers.  This 
applies  to  all  units  of  the  Army,  Regular,  Federalized 
National  Guard  and  Organized  Reserves  avd  it  is  intend- 
ed that  there  shall  be  no  change  in  the  color  or  standard 
of  a  National  Guard  Regiment  when  it  is  called  or  draft- 
ed into  the  Federal  Service. 

(c)  Each  regiment  in  the  Regular  Army  will  have 
its  own  individual  crest.    In  the  National  Guard  all  of 
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tbe  regiments  of  one  state  will  have  the  same  crest.  For 
example,  the  Maine  Regiments  will  have  for  a  crest  the 
pine  tree,  those  of  Louisiana  a  pelican,  of  Wisconsin  a 
badger,  of  Kansas  a  sunflower,  of  Oklahoma  an  Indian 
head.  The  crest  for  all  of  the  regiments  of  the  Organ- 
ized Reserves  will  be  the  Minuto  Man,  the  Statue  of 
Captain  John  Parker  which  faces  the  Common  in  Lex- 
ington, Massachusetts.  The  Minute  Man  is  the  American 
Cincinnatus,  tbe  citizen  soldier. 

(d)  On  tbe  large  scroll  below  the  eagle  appears  the 
name  of  the  regiment.  Thus  on  the  color  of  a  regular 
regiment  is  "Third — Regiment — Infantry."  For  a  Na- 
tional Guard  regiment  this  will  be  supplemented  by  the 
State  or  the  old  designation  thus  "lOTth  (7th  N.  T.) 
Regiment — Infantry."  For  an  Organized  Reserve  regi- 
ment tbe  designation  will  be  the  same  as  that  of  a  regu- 
lar regiment,  thus  "Slith — Regiment — Infantry." 

(e)  All  regimental  colors  of  the  National  Guard  and 
Organized  Reserves  will  bear  crests,  but  when  the  regi- 
ment has  not  yet  completed  its  coat  of  arms  or  adoiJted 
its  motto  the  shield  wiil  be  omitted  and  the  eagle's  breast 
will  be  feathered  and  the  motto  scroll  in  the  eagle's  beak 
will  be  left  blank.  On  the  completion  of  the  shield  and 
motto  they  will  be  added  to  the  color. 

3.  THE  REGIMENTAL  COAT  OF  ARMS.  The  coat  of 
arms  or  badge  to  be  used  on  the  organization  color  or  standard 
must  be  approved  by  tlie  Secretary  of  War  in  order  to  become 
official  and  the  following  rules  have  been  drawn  up  in  connection 
therewith  : 

(a)  The  design  should  conform  to  the  rules  and  best 
practices  of  heraldy. 

(b)  It  should  be  historically  correct. 

(c)  It  should  be  of  simple  design,  i.  e., — a  single  coat, 
no  quarterings,  and  capable  of  satisfactory  reproduction 
in  embroidery  and  also  on  a  small  sicale  as  on  stationery, 
for  lapel  insignia,  etc. 

(d)  No  part  of  tbe  coat  of  arms  of  the  United  States 
may  be  used  by  any  unit  nor  may  the  complete  arms  or 
flag  of  any  State  or  Country  be  so  used,  although  devices 
may  be  taken  from  them  when  applicable. 

(e)  Collar  insignia  such  as  crossed  muskets,  crossed 
sabers,  etc.,  are  not  to  be  used. 

In  addition,  the  following  principles  should  govern  in 
designing  arms  or  badge  for  an  organization  : 

(f)  The  most  important  thing  to  show  is  the  greatest 
combat  feat  of  the  unit  in  its  history,  no  matter  when  it 
occurred.  If  there  is  some  one  outstanding  achievement 
that  should  be  made  the  basis  of  the  arms  and  everything 
else  could  well  be  omitted. 

(g)  If  there  is  no  such  preeminent  deed  then  consider 
the  organization's  combat  history  and  select  the  most  im- 
portant wars,  giving  special  prominence  to  the  most  an- 
cient, and  particularly  to  the  one  in  which  it  received  its 
baptism  of  fire. 
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(h)  For  old  organizations  which  at  one  time  had  a 
different  insignia  from  that  now  used,  such  insignia  could 
advantageously  be  used,  thereby  showing  the  long  record 
of  the  regiment.  The  insignia  now  worn  on  the  uniform 
should  not  be  used  on  a  coat  of  arms. 

(i)  In  general,  the  color  of  the  shield  should  be  that 
of  the  facings  of  the  arms,  as  azure  (blue)  for  Infantry, 
or  gold  (yellow)  for  Cavalry,  gules  (red)  for  Artillery, 
etc.,  in  order  to  at  once  associate  the  regiment  with  the 
arm,  but  this  might  well  be  disregarded  when  some  special 
reason  exists,  e.  g.,  when  they  formerly  were  facings  of 
a  different  color. 

(j)  The  name  or  number  of  the  organization  must 
not  appear  on  the  shield  or  crest,  but  the  regiment  may 
at  its  option  place  the  designation  on  a  scroll  or  encir- 
cling band  when  the  arms  are  used  for  unofiicial  purposes. 

(k)  Appropriate  supporters  also  may  be  used  unoffi- 
cially and  may  be  included  in  the  blazon  if  desired,  but 
there  is  no  place  for  them  officially  as  the  American 
Eagle  is  then  used  as  the  supporter. 

(1)  Before  taking  up  the  actual  design  of  the  arms  for 
any  National  Guard  Regiment,  the  State  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral should  be  called  upon  for  all  information  as  to  its 
descent  in  his  possession  or  in  that  of  the  regiment. 

The  following  data  are  furnished  as  an  example : 

'I. v;   

THIRD  REGIMENT  OF  INFANTRY. 

Organized  in  1785  as  a  Pennsylvania  Regiment  under 
the  authority  of  Resolve  of  Congress,  June  3,  1784 ;  des- 
ignated as  the  Regiment  of  Infantry,  1789  ;  as  the  First 
Infantry  on  organization  of  another  regiment  in  1791 ; 
as  the  Infantry  of  the  First  Sub-Legion,  1792 ;  again  as 
the  First  Infantry,  1796;  iconsolidated  in  1815  with  the 
Fifth  (1808),  Seventeenth  (1812),  Nineteenth  (1812), 
and  Twenty-eighth  (1813),  and  designated  as  the  Third 
Infantry.  Consolidated  in  18(>9  with  one-half  of  the 
Thirty-seventh  Infantry  (1866)  without  change  in  name. 

This  historical  outline  should  include  citation  of  au- 
thority for  every  statement  of  fact,  with  copies  of  docu- 
ments cited,  if  not  such  as  to  be  available  here  in  Wash- 
ington. It  should  also  include  brief  reference  to  combat 
service,  battle  honors  and  distinctions,  and  other  inci- 
dents considered  important  by  the  regiment,  with  corre- 
sponding citations  of  authority.  Such  a  statement  could 
readily  be  checked  by  the  Historical  Section  of  the  Army 
War  College  but  it  would  be  very  diflicult  to  prepare  one 
here  without  assistance  from  the  State.  The  Historical 
Section  will  correspond  direct  with  the  State  authorities 
if  it  be  found  necessary  to  sujiplement  or  correct  the  state- 
ment. 

(n)  The  regimental  motto  may  be  in  English.  Latin 
or  American  Indian.  If  the  regiment  is  an  old  one  and 
the  grandfathers  of  the  present  personnel  fought  at  Chap- 
ultepec  or  at  Vicksburg  it  would  be  manifestly  proper  if 
the  regiment  chose  something  other  than  a  French  motto. 
Also  the  motto  may  have  most  any  origin, — a  battle  cry. 
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an  extract  from  an  order,  the  statement  of  an  ideal  or 
a  sentiment.  It  should  be  an  expressive  and  graceful 
phrase.  :  ,    ;  ' 

4.  REGIMENTAL  INSIGNIA,  (a)  As  a  means  of  pro- 
moting esprit  de  corps  and  keeping  alive  historical  traditions  each 
regiment  of  the  Regular  Army,  National  Guard  and  Organized 
Reserves  may  adopt  and  wear  as  a  part  of  the  uniform  a  distinc- 
tive badge  or  trimming.    (A.  R.  600-40,  paragraph  46.) 

(b)  The  wearing  of  a  distinctive  badge  or  trimming 
on  the  uniform  is  limited  to  color  bearing  organizations, 
i.  e.,  to  regiments  and  independent  battalions,  or  their 
equivalent,  such  as  tank  battalions,  ammunition  trains, 
or  air  service  groups. 

(c)  The  distinctive  badge  or  trimming  must  be  ap- 
proved by  the  War  Department  before  it  can  be  worn  by 
the  regiment. 

(d)  The  badge  or  trimming  should  have  its  origin  in 
the  history  of  the  regiment,  e.  g.,  one  regiment  has 
adopted  a  characteristic  strap  to  be  worn  around  the  left 
shoulder  sleeve  seam  of  the  service  coat  and  overcoat, 
thereby  recalling  the  carrying  of  the  old  leather  knap- 
sack of  over  a  century  ago.  Another  organization  wears 
a  band  of  its  regimental  colors  on  the  shoulder  loops  of 
the  service  coat  and  on  the  brow  bands  of  its  horses' 
bridles ;  another  wears  a  miniature  of  its  regimental 
shield  on  service  uniform,  white  uniform,  mess  jacket, 
and  campaign  hat. 

(e)  It  is  the  policy  of  the  War  Department  to  limit 
the  distinctive  markings  and  regimental  devices  to  items 
supplemental  to  the  uniform  and  not  substitutions  for  any 
portion  of  it.  The  special  device  will  not  displace  the 
prescribed  collar  insignia,  i.  c.,  the  "U  S"  or  the  crossed 
muskets,  and  it  will  not  be  worn  as  a  shoulder  sleeve 
insignia. 

(f)  If  a  metal  badge  is  selected  it  must  be  of  bright 
metal  (gold  or  silver  plate)  and  enamel,  and  must  not 
exceed  IJ"  in  height.  Experience  has  shown  that  the  1 
inch  and  the  IJ  inch  sizes  make  the  best  appearance. 
This  badge  may  be  the  shield  or  the  crest  of  the  regiment, 
either  with  or  without  the  regimental  motto.  Or  a  badge 
may  be  devised  consisting  of  certain  charges  from .  the 
regimental  coat  of  arms.  Letters  and  numbers  are  not 
to  be  used.  This  prohibition  does  not  apply  to  the  regi- 
mental motto  which  is  a  fundamental  part  of  the  coat  of 
arms. 

(g)  Designs  involving  "U  S,"  the  flag  of  the  United 
States,  the  American  eagle,  the  thirteen  stars,  the  insig- 
nia of  the  branch  (crosssed  cannon,  a  castle,  etc.)  will  not 
be  approved.  These  devices  belong  to  the  entire  country 
or  to  the  entire  arm  and  are  not  distinctive  of  any  indi- 
vidual organization. 

(h)  In  view  of  the  present  necessity  for  economy,  the 
expense  incurred  through  the  adoption  of  a  regimental 
badge  or  distinctive  trimming  cannot  be  m.et  by  tb.e  Gov- 
ernment. If  a  badge  or  trimming  is  authorized  for  a 
regiment,  it  becomes  a  part  of  its  uniform  and  as  such 
must  be  worn  by  all  its  personnel,  both  commissioned  and 
enlisted. 
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5.  State  Adjutants  General  should  take  the  necessary  action 
U>  the  end  that  proposals  for  coats  of  arms,  insignia,  etc.,  pre- 
pared by_  National  Guard  organizations,  are  in  conformity  with 
the  practices  set  forth  above,  and  that  such  proposals,  drawings, 
etc.,  are  forwarded  through  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State  to 
the  Chief  of  the  Militia  Bureau  for  transmittal  by  the  latter  to 
the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army  for  final  approval. 

6.  In  connection  with  the  foregoing,  the  attention  of  all  con- 
cerned is  again  invited  to  Militia  Bureau  letter  (MB  314.7),  sub- 
ject: "History  of  National  Guard  Organizations,"  copy  of  which 
was  furnished  the  Adjutants  General  of  all  States,  Territories, 
etc.,  under  date  of  June  26,  1923.

1.  Upon  application  to  the  Chief.  iMilitia  Bureau,  armory  pay 
may  be  authorized  where  troops  perform  service  initiated  en- 
tirely by  State  authority  in  cases  such  as  riot  or  strike  duty,  or 
other  service  of  a  similar  emergency  nature.  Authorization  for 
such  pay  must  be  in  full  conformity  with  law  and  regulations 
which  govern  in  normal  cases  of  armory  instruction,  and  evidence 
upon  which  such  claims  are  based  must  be  presented  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed  for  such  normal  payment. 

2.  Recommendations  by  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  based  on 
the  conditions  affecting  each  individual  case,  will  bo  governed  by 
the  conclusiveness  of  the  evidence  presented,  and  the  following 
data  must  be  fully  shown  in  connection  with  each  presented  case : 

a.  Number  of  drills  of  required  duration,  or  periods 
of  equivalent  duty  of  required  duration,  held  by  each 
organization  during  each  month  or  fraction  thereof,  in 
which  the  emergency  duty  was  performed. 

6.  Dates,  inclusive,  of  separate  periods  upon  which 
each  organization  was  ordered  for  emergency  duty,  and 
specific  recital  of  the  nature  and  extent  of  such  duties 
performed  by  each  organization. 

c.  Number  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  present  on  each 
of  the  occasions  given  under  2a  and  21).  stating  also  the 
total  strength  of  each  organization,  officers  and  enlisted 
men  separately,  during  the  periods  si>ecified.

3.  Where  payment  for  drills  or  equivalent  duty  is  made  under 
the  special  authority  granted  as  provided  in  Paragraphs  1  and  2 
above,  the  payrolls  of  those  concerned  will  contain  the  following 
certificate : 

"The  Secretary  of  War,  having  authorized  this  organi- 
zation to  participate  in  drills,  or  perform  such  other 
service  in  lieu  thereof  as  is  authorized  by  National  Guard 
Regulations,  while  on  duty  for  the  maintenance  of  law 
and  order  (or  other  similar  emergency  duty),  this  is  to 
certify  that  this  organization  performed  drills  or  equiva- 
lent duty  of  one  and  one-half  hours'  duration  on  the  days 
indicated  while  engaged  in  tlie  afore-mentioned  duty  for 
the  maintenance  of  law  and  order  (or  other  similar  emer- 
gency duty)  under  competent  orders ;  and  while  per- 
forming such  drills  or  equivalent  duty,  at  least  50  per 
cent  of  the  commissionetl  officers  and  GO  per  cent  of  the 
enlisted  men  participated  therein."
